COUNTY SUPPORT OF THE INSANE. 

The board has trequeotljr pointed out ttie necessltr oC a change In the 
law providing lor the public care of the Ineane, bo that the state sihall be 
wholly or partly reimbuFHed for the expense of the maintenance of this 
class of our population. There are many In our hospitals lor the Insane 
who are not subjects for hospital treatment, and some who have been com- 
mitted because It was considered easier for the state to take care of them 
than for the relatives and friends to bear with their queer ways and eccen- 
tricities. If part of the burden of the coat of maintenance were borne by those 
liable for such support under our laws, a great many of these people would 
never be committed. It Is quite evident, also, that a charge for maintenance 
would lessen the more or leas prevalent coetom of people In other states 
sending their aftllcted relatives and friends to this state, where they are 
likely <to become permanent ciharges. But six states ot the union. Including 
Minnesota, assume entire cost ol caring for the Insane. Most states have 
provision for reimbursing the state for cost of maintenance. There are 
various methods In use, but the most common Is to make each county 
responsible for the cost of maintenance of the patients It commits to the 
hospitals, the county being given authority to collect from the estates, 
relatives or guardlaiie responsible under the law for the care of such 
patient, where such estates or relatives are alile to pay. For the Indigent 
insane the county pays as it would bave to pay for Its other Indigent, In 
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some states tbe maintenance of the institution [b a direct charge on the 
estates or relatives of those able to pay In whole or In part In several 
states the Judge of probate makes the financial Investigation and fixes 
responsibility at the 'time of commltmen.t. In other states — notably Ohio, 
where the system has 'been very successful — special agents of the board of 
control make Investigation as to the flnandal sta>tuB of the patient. 

In our Judgment the county should be made reBponslble for the main- 
tenance charge to the extent of at least one-half of such cost and be given 
authority to recoup Itself In the ways suggested. The county, howevw, 
should not be responsible lor maintenance of non-resident insane. Where 
residence cannot be fixed in some county, the state should assume the main- 
tenance charge. We do not believe this plan unjust. The state contrUnitea 
its vast Investment in institution buildings and grounds, amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars. From 1S61 to 1910, inclusive t^e state expended for sup: 
port of the Insane $14,610,034.87, without counting the cost of buildings. 
It will continue to construct new buUdlngs as needed and to acquire ad- 
ditional lands, at the cost of the general treasury. There has been for 
many years a charge for the keeping ot the inmates of the institution 
for the feeble-minded. The system has worked well there and has never 
been seriously criticised. We believe it due to the people of ttie state thait 
this reform In tJie laws governing the care of the Insane, so often urged, 
become embodied In legislation without further delay. 



HOME FOR THE AOED AND SENILE. 

We again repeat the recommendation of <two and four years ago that 
a stale home tor the aged and senile be established, to care for from five 
hundred to one thousand persons, and, preferably in every way, on the 
cottage system. Such, an Institution would relieve our hospitals for-tbe 
Insane ot a class not properly belonging to them, and also make provision 
for the aged who, while scarcely In such mental condition as to warrant 
sending them to a hospital, have no prope>rty and no friends, and If they 
have relatives, often they are those who either are unable to help them or 
are disinclined to consider the obligation due to ties of blood and kindred. 
. There are a few denominational Institutions in the state which are doing 
good work in caring for the aged, but their capacity and means are both 
limited. The state should see that these unfortunates, derelicts of industry 
many of them, have a resting place for their remaining days, 8uch an 
institution, with a good fafm and with separate cottages, would fill a great 
need. It has been objected that, under a system of Industrial insurance 
and old-age peasions. there would be no need ot such an institution. Dis- 
cussion of such a system Is outside the domain of this report, but the 
fact remains that we have it not, while we have the class needing relief. 
This Insti-tutlon should be made self-supporting, as outlined In the discus- 
sion of support of the Insane, and as recommended two years ago— a proper 
charge to be made against the counties; these to reimburse themselves in 
the ways indicated. Establishment of this institution would greatly relieve 
our hospitals for the insane and make not so pressing the need of a fourth 
hospital for the insane. 
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A fourth boBpltal, however, must loevltabl}' come, and it will be the 
part oC wisdom to authorize a fourth hospital at the torthcomlng session of 
tbe legislature. IC the home for aged and senile be not eetabllahed, It will 
be Impossible (or tbe state to adequately care for its insane with present 
facilities. The number of insane in institutions per 100,000 of population 
of this state Increased from 213.1 In 1904 to 228.5 in 1910. Tbis la accord- 
Ins to the governiment census report, and does not take Into consideration 
coses treated In 'pflvate sanitariums, wblcb have increased in number. It 
is not necessary to assume aDy extraordinary Increase, but the state's 
laeilltiea for caring for the Insane are not expanding relatively to the In- 
crease In population. The Fergus Falls hospital, with a capacity of 1,100, 
had at the close of the present biennial period 1,614 patients. St. Peter, 
with a capacity ot SOO, had, not Including the asylum for dangerous Insane, 
1.073 patients; and Rochester, with a capacity of 1,125 had 1,2S7 patients. 
The hospitals are crowded, and it Is easy to see the resulting difficulties 
of supervision, care, and sanitation. The grant of three new cottages at 
Hastings and three at Anoka, made by the last legislature, will help to 
take care simply ot a part ot the extra population, but will give no per- 
manent relief. By the time another hospital is ready, provided the com- 
prehensive plan outlined in the bill presented to the legislature of 1911, be 
folk)wed, as It should be, tour years, will bave elapsed, and the congestion ' 
will be worse than It is now, even though our requests for additional build- 
ings at the Asylums be granted. 

Tbe authority to estsibllsb a fourth hospllal tor the insane should be 
broad enough so that the board migbt, it it saw fit alter careful investiga- 
tion and study, recommend an Institution on the farm-colony plan rather 
tbao the centralized system. Tbe farm-colony plan has certain obvious 
advantages. Small groups ot inmates In cottages can approach closely the 
activities of normal home-life, and have their opportunities for bealthtui 
occupation broadened. EUch cottage may have its own vegetable garden, 
orchard, etc, Wblle It might seem that there could be no comparison 
In point of cost with the centralized system, owing to Increased cost of 
supervision, a (arm colony, located on good land, with the proper system 
at tillage with intensive cultivation, should come very near being self- 
supporting, or, to at least a great extent, lessen tbe state's burden of main- 
tenance. Some authorities claim that hospitals for the insane should have 
one acre of tillable soil per patient. Others say that this Is Insufficient, that 
there should be two acres per patient; and others give as high as three. On 
the basis of one acre per patient, our hospitals are all deficient in acreage. 
Increase of properly tilled land should mean decrease In maintenance cost. 
and a sufficiency of acreage will be one of the most Important problems In 
connection with a new Institution, Enough land should be secured at the 
beginning to provide for the maximum number to be housed, and thus 
avoid the necessity of buying land at much higher prices later. 

The state's honor and dignity forbid any turther delay In the adoption 
ot means that wilt provide adequately for this constantly iucreaelng group 
ot the state's wards. 
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Sta.tementB made in the press show a possibility of the abandonjneDt 
by tbe United States government of the buildings and site at Fort Snelllng, 
located at the confluence of the Minnesota amd Mississippi rivers, near 
St. Paul. If thLg proposal becomes a reality, the question will arise as to 
vbat Is to be done with the magniflcenit property. In our Judgment tbe 
buildings and site of Fort Snelllng would be unequalled for tihe purpose of 
a state hospital tor the Insane. Many problems comtrontlng the tnitltu- 
ttons tor the insane would be either solved or minimized by location on 
the ftite of Fort Snelllng. The many buildings would lend themselves easily 
to purposes of classification of patients. The grounds are extensive. 
The proximity of the twin cities would make it easy to secure and retain 
competent employes. The nearness to the large markets would make a 
substantial difference in the coat of supplies. With the steadily growing 
population of the twin cities and the increase In number of insane seat 
to state hospitals from these two large cities, the need of a hospital which 
wyiuld receive the Insane from Hennepin and Ramsey counties and relieve 
the St. Peter and Rochester hospitals Is apparent. The number of insane 
committed to the Roohester hospital during the biennial period ending July 
31. 1912, was 760. Of {bis number 3S6 were committed from Hennepin 
county, or a little over 50 per cent. The number of Insane committed to 
St. Peter during the biennial period ending July 31, 1912, was 660. Of 
this number 301 were committed from Ramsey county, or about 47 per cent. 

We therefore recommend that the legislature adopt a Joint reaolutlon 
expressing the willingness of the State of Minnesota, In case ot the abandon- 
ment of Fort Snelllne, to receive from congress the buildings and site, to be 
used for the establishment ot a hospital tor the Insane. A precedent has 
already been set in the action of the national government In donating to 
the state tbe grounds and buildings ot the Indian school at Morris. 



DETENTION HOSPITALS. 

The three detention iiospitala in connection with the hospitals for the 
insane, two of which, those at Fergus Falls and St. Peter, are In operation, 
and the third at Rochester soon will be, are marks of an enlightened 
policy In dealing with the Insane. The number of the volunteer patients 
who have entered the detention hospitals for treatment has been a gratify- 
fng feature. At the Fergus Falls detention hospital during the biennial 
period S2 voluntary patients entered, without examination and without noto- 
riety, ot which number iZ were diacharged as normal, never having been 
committed as Insane, and at the St. Peter detention hospital, which has not 
been in operation so long, 15 voluntary patients entered. As the provisions 
of the law become more generally known, the number of voluntary patients 
will no doubt increase. 

A step forward would be legislation enabling each county to estabUab 
detention hoepUals, or detention wards In some local hospital, at each 
county seat, so that unfortunates, awaiting examination foi* insanity or 
being held after commttment, could be cared for wIChout , being placed 
In Jail, and we renew our former recommendation that tbe Insane be taken 
to the hospital by an attendant sent from the hospital rather thajn by tbe 
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sheriff or his de^utlee. There Is no more reason why the sheriff should 
take a person suffering trom mental ailments to a state hospital than that he 
should take typhoid lever pCitlents to a general hospital. 

PAROLED PATIENTS. 

Under the judlsdiction at this board are two agents whose time Is 
entirely taken up la vieltlng persons paroled Irom the hospitals and asylums 
for the Insane and the school for feeble-minded. The agents Eave a delicate 
task to perform, requiring experience and knowledge of the peculiarities of 
those who have been or are mentally troubled, tact and kindliness In ad- 
JuBtlng differences between tbe paroled person and relatives and friends, 
firmness la seeing that proper methods are used by those with whom the 
patient Is placed, that he be not exploited, and also In enlightening people 
generally on the care and treatment of the insane. Our agents report a 
much better understanding throughout the state on this subject. 

The experiment ol boarding out Insane Jn private families, which has 
been tried In this state in a very limited degree, showed that conditions 
are not as yet promising for any extended use of the power to place a 
patient la this way. The limit allowed by taw Is three dollars a week for 
board, to be paid out ot the funds of the Institution paroling the patient. 
An increase In this amount might be a help In this regard. The system has 
been more or less successful in some European countries and in some 
American states. The success of this plan would mean a lessening of the 
public burden of carins tor and sheltering the insane. 

NEED OF PUBLIC ADMINISTRATORS. 

In some states of the union the counties have certain officers known as 
public administrators, or county guardians, whose special function it Is to 
care for the property of the Insane and defectives, or see that It is properly 
cared for, during the period of commitment. Investigations by our agents 
show that there have been cases where the patient, having been taken away 
suddenly and no proper provision made for the care of his property, has 
lost it entirely or has had his interest damaged greatly through neglect. 
Indifference, or worse. White the patient Is under the care ol the state, 
his interests could be looked after by such an ofTlclal, whose work would 
be done under the general supervision of the Judge of probate. We en- 
dorse the suggestion made by the superintendent of the Fergus Falls hos- 
pital for the Insane to this regard, provided same does not conflict with the 
section of the constitution establishing the Jurisdiction of probate courts. 



ASYLUM FOR THE DANGEROUS INSANE. 

There were, in the asylum tor criminal and dangerous insane at St. 
Peter, at the close of this biennial period. 64 Inmates, in a building which 
properly should not contain over 50. This condition It Is Impossible to 
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avoid, as commltmentB made b; district courte must be respected, and per- 
sons sent must be received. If commitments continue, as they will, and 
wUb the necessary transfers from the reformatory and the prison, whlcb 
are not eqiflpped to care for violent or dangerous cases, the overflow will 
have to lie cared for In the regular hospital, wblcb would be a vei? un- 
desirable condition. , 

We believe that It was an error of Judgment to have placed an asylum 
lor tbe criminal and dangerous Insane as a part of the St. Peter Institution. 
It is not too late to reverse this policy and And a suitable place elsewhere, 
as will be later shown. Tbe present building could be used, without any 
change, for certain clasees of patients, and the state would lose nothing. 

If, however, tbe criminal and dangerous Insane are to be sent to St. 
Peter, another building must be secured, and we are making such recom- 
mendation. There are undoubtedly a large number In tbe prison and re- 
formatory who come wltbln the category of those wlio should be Im the 
St. Peter asylum. An additional building will not entirely meet tbe need. 

Under tbe law as it now is, Sec. 2, Chap. 33S, Laws 1907, any inmate ot 
a penal Institution who is found, on due exajninatlon In probate court, to 
be Insane, Is to be transferred to tbe state asylum lor the dangerous In- 
sane. If his sanity Is restored before the period of commitment expires, 
he Is returned to the institution whence he came, to complete bis sen- 
tence. Uni^er this statute, no matter what the crime may have been for 
which the person was sent to the prison or the reformatory, whether It be 
a grievQUH infraction of law or milnor offeirae. If found Insane he must be 
sent to a place where he will mingle with men more or less Insane who have 
been guilty of foul crimes and deede ot murderous violence. It certailinly 
does not seem Just that a youth who, for example, may be guilty of larceny. 
should be classed with the dangerous Insane and forced to consort wltb 
them, if his mind falls after incarceration. It Is possible (or the board ot 
parole to discharge an insane person .who is serving sentence on tbe- re- 
formatory plan, and he then could be committed to tbe regular hospital for 
the insane. This, however, is not likely to be done except where the period 
of sentence has about expired, and certainly not at the beginning of a 
sentence, as it would prevent returning the inmate In case he recovered. 
There ought to be legislation making It possible to send a person convicted 
of minor offenses, who becomes deranged and who is not deemed dangerous 
within the meaning of the statute, to a regular hospital for the insane. 
Such legislation would need careful safeguarding against abuse, but It la. 
In our Judgment, needed. 



U6E OF OLD PRISON FOR INSANE AND DEFECTIVE CRIMINALS. 

Within two years it la likely that the new state prison will care for all 
the InmateH and Indiistrles now at the old state prison. Before the close ot 
the present calendar year the twine plant will have been entirely removed, 
and the farm machinery department will follow aa soon as adequate build- 
ings for the Industry are erected. What shall be done with the old prison 
buildings? Since 1366 about tl,000,000 has been spent In 'bui1diug« on 
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this Bite.' Tbe buildlnss are old, but are of solid construction. Cerlfiln of 
them are well adapted for t&ctory purposes. The site Is an excellent one 
for a larse Industrial enterprise. 

The old prison would, in our Judgment, unless the property can be sold 
lor a reasonable price, be a good location tor the asylum for the criminal 
insane and defectives. We have, in the reformatory and the prUon, quite 
a number of inmates who, while not insane, are borderline cases, feeble- 
minded, or markedly detective, who have little power to care for themselTes, 
upon whom attempts at moral change are wasted, and wbo ought to be 
segregated during tlieir Uvea, for their own good and tor the protection of 
society. This class, as well as the dangerous Insane, could be cared for In 
the old i>iison. 

Tbe aselatant superintendent at the Blmira Mew York reformatory 
says that their records show that at least 39 per cent of tbe inmates are 
mentally defective and 70 per cent below a normal standard. While our 
reformatory would not perhaps show so hlgb a percentage of the defsctive. 
It would not be far from it. It is clear that the 39 per cent o< mentally 
defective are cut of place in a reformatory, which endeavors to restore or 
replant moral standards in normal or fairly normal young men. They 
should be cared for elsewhere. With the right attention under conditions 
specially adapted for them, no doubt many of tbese chronic delinquents 
could be made more o** less self-supporting, wblch would result not only In 
lightening tbe present burdens of taxation, but be insurance against future 
burdens through prevention. 

Tbe board mlghb lie given permission by tbe legislature to sell the old 
prison property, which it Is possible some large Industrial concern would 
buy, the proceed'S to be used in the purchase of a site and erection of 
buildings' for an asylum for the criminal and dangerous Insane and de- 
fectives, such proceeds not to be so used, however, until a comprehensive 
plan for such an institution be submitted to tbe legislature of 191G, It It 
is Impossible to sell the property for a fair or reasonable price, the board 
should In that event be authorized to present a plan tor remodeling and 
using the present buUdlngs lor tbe purpose indicated. Either plan would do 
away with the retention ot tbe present asylum for tbe criminal and danger- 
ous Insane at St. Peter. 'The present building at the latter place could be 
used for housing ordinary Insane patients obviating any loss to tbe state 
through its abandonment for its present purpose, 

RED WINQ TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The grant of an appropriation tor gymnasium and assembly hall by the 
legislature of 1911, was an important Improvement often requested and 
long desired. Its advantages are obvious. There Is need, however, of 
additional buildings to enable tbe school -to properly carry out Its pur- 
poses and do the work expected by the people ot the state. 

The cottage plan ot dividing the inmates Into small groups, classlflca- 
tion both by age and moral inclinations, >with full regard to tbe history and 
disposition of the boy, is the plan which In our Judgment should ibe made the 
basis of the school's development. New buildings will be required and 
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should be sraduallf erected. Nothlug will be lost by mabiog baste Blowlr, 
but certain ne'edB should not wait, and we trust that the recommeadatiODB 
ol the board coTerlng the boys' Irainlnf school will receive the eame gen- 
erous response as In the case oC the glrU' acbool. One ol the Immediate 
needs is a new power plant equipment The present equipment Is nearly 
outworn. 

While we emphasize the need of additional structures, we are well aware 
that the buildings, no matter how modem and well equipped, do not In 
themselves make a Bchool. There must be Intejllsent, humane, wise, 
patient teachers and eupervUers and attendauts, an administration Just aa 
well as firm, realizing its duty to the people of the state as well as to the 
boys. An Increased appropriation tor maintenance will be recommended, not 
only because the general Increase In cost of supplies makes it advisable, 
but also that It may be possible to encourage the teaching and supervisory 
stall by making their positions more remunerative. 

TRANSFERS TO THE REFORMATORY. 

There Is pending In the supreme court a suit brought to determine 
the constitutionality of the statute permitting the Board of Control to trans- 
fer boys from the Bed Wing training school to the reformatory. Wa be- 
lieve that this power Is a necessary one to be utilized at the Red Wing 
school, as well as at the Sauk Center school for slrls w^en an institution 
for women offenders shall have been established. There being no inter- 
mediate institution between the school and the reformatory, boys who need 
the discipline of the reformatory, If they cannot be sent there, must be 
either turned out on society or means must be provided at the school for 
their segregation. The latter alternative would mean that the boys' school 
would become partially a penal institution, which It should not be. 

HOME SCHOOL FOR QIRI-S. 

The new Home School for Girls at Sauk Centre was opened June 2%, 
1911. The bulldtngs have <been very favorably commented on both as to 
design and as to adaptability for use, The location Is a sightly one, on the 
banks of Sauk lake, and the school will undoubtedly be one of the most 
beautiful In the state. 

Announcement was made In our last report of the selection by this 
board of Mrs. Fannie French Morse, of Maasachusetts, as superintendent of 
the new school. Mrs. Morse took charge of the girls' school August 1, 1910, 
while It was still at Red Wing. 

The Srst buildings erected were four cottages, and they were occupied 
on the day of opening by 61 girls transferred from Red Wing. Although 
over two-thirds of this number have been paroled or discharged, there were 
in the school July 31, 1912. 126 girls. The classification which Is to be the 
basis of the work at this school, and which should be reached as soon as pos- 
sible, requires that there shall not be a large number of girls to a cottage, 
leaving one or two rooms In which the new girl is placed pending determina- 
tion of tm group best calculated to bring out the best in her. It will be 
seen that much more capacity Is needed to adequately care for girls under 
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tbiB arrangement, even though the two cottages now under construction are 
included. At the present rate of commitment, and allonrng for the numtier 
which wouid ordinarily be placed out during the next biennial period, four 
new cottages are required to enable the school to care for the girls who 
will be committed during this time. Any leBser number will mean a con- 
tinuation of the present overcrowded condition. 

There are now under construction two cottages, hospital, chapel and 
admintstration building. The hospital ne^ds an addition, to be used as a con- 
tagious or Isolation ward, and with aucb addition will fulflll the original plan 
and be complete. The condition in which many girls arrive at the school Is 
proof of the great Importance of the hoapltal as a working center where a 
proper beginning may be made In the work of regeneration. 

The chapel. It 1b evident from the growth of the school will be inade- 
quate to bring together all the girls, and should have an addition which will 
make It an adequate center for years to come. 

The small cow barn In use should be enlarged or used for stable pur- 
poses, and a new cow barn built. Dairying will become one of the great 
factors In the school economy, and there should be proper accommodations 
for a good herd. 

A very necessary Improvement, which should not be delayed on account 
of the increase In Institution units and the consequent high cost of the 
present methods of heating. Is a central plant for heating and lighting. 
We do not think that the plant would he a luxury hut a business proposition. 
No doubt simplicity should be the keynote of the school, but we see no reason 
why the state should not take advantage of the progress in science and 
invention as shown In modern systems of heating and lighting, as matters of 
convenience, cleanliness, safety, and economy. 

WOMEN'S REFORMATORY. 

We renew our recommendation of two years ago for a state Institution 
for women offenders. The need ot a state institution for woman offenders, 
where they may be brought hack to health, physical and moral, where they 
may gather strength ' foir their social redemption, and where the gates ot 
opportunity may again be opened, has long been recognized. For the woman 
offender over seventeen years of age, there is now the workhouse, the county 
jail, and the prison. Splendid work is done tor these unfortunates by 
denominational and private Institutions, but these can only care for a amall 
part of the ever Increasing number of women offenders, the product ot the 
intense struggle for life in eur great Industrial centers, with the complex 
social conditions of this age interwoven with all the problems of bad hered- 
ity and environment. Many tall because of Ignorance. A helping hand at 
the right time would have prevented a life of sin and shame. The problem 
of the woman offender Is a part ot the general problem of delinquency, 
and it is not Intended to discuss that problem here. We are confronted 
with the fact, however, of the woman offender and no place for her care. 

Another part of the problem Is that, notwithstanding everything that 
may be done, there will undoubtedly be some girls sent to the Sauk Centre 
school who will not be amenable and cannot respond to the spirit of the 
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Bcbool, and wlio, alter thorough trial, should be traaBterred to tbe woman's 
tnstitutlcm lor another attempt at redemption before going out In tbe world 
at large, This, ot course, should onli' be done as tbe last resort. The Sank 
Center school, as well as other Institutions of similar purposes, wilt be 
ultimately Judged by the success attained In handling difficult cases, not so 
much by tbe ordinary who are readily amenable to Improved conditions. 

Tbe woman's Institution should be on tbe cottage system. In a location 
that will give every opportunity for the healthful use ot the possibilities 
o<f farm and garden, as well as the home and domestic crafts that are the 
delight of normal womanhood. The delinquent woman has had license 
enough for evil; she should have freedom toward good. The oM idea, now 
happily past, was t3tat the state should £hut up its unfortunates, of what- 
ever class. It was thought wise to place lu Idle confinement the Insane, 
the pauper, the criminal, and the bIcIe. We are beginning to understand 
more and more that sim[4e labors of home crafts, under kind and sympathe- 
tic supervision, and with full understanding, the tolls of the garden In the 
open country, will do more for the human driftwood ot society than any 
other methods. 

Further consideration leads us to modUy that part of our recommenda- 
tion of two years ago which suggested that there be two departments In 
the Institution lor women offenders, one reformatory and one prison. Tbe 
new state prison will have adequate and comfortable quarters for women 
prisoners, where they will be by themselves, and there !s lees need of 
special provision for the class whose crimes and career would cause them 
to be sent to prison. 

INEBRIATE HOSPITAL FARM. 

The legislation requested in our report two years ago giving authority 
to Issue certlflcates in anticipation of special tax collections for the Inehriate 
Hospital Farm fund having been granted, the board was enabled to proceed 
with tbe letting of bids, proposals again being asked, tor th'e bulldltags of 
this new branch ot the state's work. Contracts aggregating a total ot 
1211,230 were awarded in June, 1911. These Included the main administra- 
tion building, with Its two wings for men and women patients^ snd hospital, 
superintendent's cottage, power plant, laundry and equipment, complete 
electrical, beating, ventilating, plumbing, and water supply, and septic tank 
and sewerage system. The time for completion was Bxed at August 1, 1912, 
bat there have been several delays, and the Institution will probsibly not 
be ready to receive patients until near tbe close of the present calendar 
year, 

This Institution has been planned comprehensively, bo that its growth in 
the future will be simply the adding of units to a main system alreaily com- 
plete, and there will be no need at Wlllmar of the patchwork and tbe re- 
placing ot small equipment with larger, especially Id mechanical matters, 
which has at other Institutions cost the state immense euma. It has seemed 
wise to the board, under the powers given- It, to plan ttie Inebriate hospital 
with an eye to the future, and for this reason the mechanical equipment is 
on a larger scale than It would he were tbe present buildings to constitule 
the entire Institution, It is evident, however, from tbe Inquiries which have 
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come from all parte ot the state, and the great number of cases waiting the 
opening ol the hospital, that a dedtnite and needed work Is to be accom- 
pIlBhed at Willmar, and that additional buildings will be required. The 
present buildings, while built so that the administrative section and power 
plant are adequate for a large institution growth, will only care tor fltty 
patients without crowding- While the coBt ot tbe bulldlnss under construc- 
tion la to be met entirely from the proceeds ot the two per cent tax on 
liquor llcenaeB, the amount of this tax will not be aufltclent to erect ad- 
ditional buildings and maintain the institution. There will therefore he 
required appropriations for two men's cottages, service building, two barn^, 
ground improvement, and current expense. The per capita cost of main- 
tenance for this institution, as ot all new Instltutlone, will be high, but 
as the splendid farm is utilized, great savings will Its possible. 

The receipts from license tax have averaged about fGO.OOO per an- 
num, and should be used to take up certificates issued and go as far toward 
paying maintenance expense as possible. Only such part ot the current ex- 
pense appropriation as actually needed- would be used. If the two cottages 
asked tor are granted, an additional maintenance appropriation ot (12,600 
for the year 1914-15 must be had. It is impossible to expect to build, equip, 
and maintain the Wlllmar institution on the license tax alone, and we 
believe the work to be done there will warrant the appropriation requested. 

The law creating the Inebriate Hospital provides for voluntary commit- 
ments and that persons so received shall pay such sum for maintenance as 
may be fixed by tbe board. This provision should be extended to cover all 
persona admitted, on the same plan as recommended tor county support 
ot the insane. 

Dr. H. A. Tomlinson, for many years in charge ot the St. Peter Hospital 
tor the Insane, has been chosen tor the positioL ot superintendent at Wlll- 
mar. We believe Dr. Tomlinsoii well fitted tor his new position. He is 
particularly interested In and has made a study ot Inebriety, and had ex- 
perience m treating Inebriates before taking up his work at St. Peter. The 
board thoroughly agrees with his views that the Willmar Institution must be 
a hospital tor tbe cure ot Inebriates, whether liquor or drug, and not a cus- 
todial home tor hopeless drinkers or a state workhouse. There may come a 
time when it will be necessary for the state to provide custodial quarters tor 
victims of Inebriety, but if any good results at all are to be expected at 
Willmar, it must be a hospital wbolly and primarily. The patient will be 
restored physically and his taste tor liquor eliminated. Medicines will he 
used, but only bo far as to help the process which the healthful conditions 
surrounding will promote. The object will be to restore the patient and 
make bim a se It-re spec ting, self-supporting member of society. The labora- 
tory will play an important part in the treatment, and the garden and farm 
a very large one. 

CHANGES IN DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 

With tbe passage of the indeterminate sentence act and the creation 
of the State Board ot Parole, one member ot which is a member of the Board 
ot Control, the power to parole and discharge inmates ot tbe prison and the 
reformatory and to appoint parole agents for the two penal institutions, 
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was taken Irom the Board ol Control and conferred upon the Board ot Parole. 
The poners of the Board of Control in all other r«spectB as to the prison 
and the reformatory remain unchanged. In our Judgment the indeterminate 
sentence act was a noteworthy advance to a better method of dealing 
with deliuQuents. 

VISITS TO INSTITUTIONS BY COMMITTING JUDGES. 

Very few ot the Judges who send persons to the state priBon, the state 
reformatory, and instltutioas for boys and girls, or who commit personi 
to the hospitals for the Insane, have ever seen these institutions, and their 
knowledge' of their workings from actual observation is small. It would 
be of value to the community were these Judges to get the flrst-band Infor- 
mation that would come from visits to the state's penal and charitable In- 
stitutions. A thorough knowledge cannot of course be obtained by a brief 
visit, but two days or even one day carefully spent at any ot the state's 
institutions would be profitable. We suggest legislation recommending Uiat 
district court Judges visit the prison, the reformatory, the criminal Insane 
asylum, the Red Wing school for boys, and the Sauk Centre school for 
girls. The visits should preferably be made within the flrat sii montlia 
after the beginning ot the term tor wU'ch the Judges are elected, and re- 
peated at least once In every two years, and the necessary expense ot one 
visit every two years should he home by the state. The recommendation 
should also be made for probate court Judges to visit the hospitals loi 
the Insane early In their terms ot oRlce, and also the state schools for boys 
and girls, since the probate Judges are Juvenile court Judges also. The 
actual expense ot one visit in each term ahould be paid by the counties. 
The benefits sought are not so much in diffusing information about the 
Institution as in giving the Judiciary knowledge of value In the eiercise ot 
their duties and keeping them, to a certain extent, in touch with the fate ot 
those they have been instrumental in committing to the care of the state. 

WAGES OF PRISONERS AND ASSISTANCE TO PRISONERS' FAMILIES. 

The beneficial effects expected from the law permitting payment of 
earnings to prisoners and aasiAtance to their families are quite apparent 
now that a longer period has elapsed since it was applied. The earnings 
paid inmates at the reformatory for the fiscal year ending July 31, 1911, 
were {11,496.81, and for the year ending July 31, 1912, fll,3SS.84. The 
operation of the probation law and suspension.of-sentence act has tended 
to prevent many men efficient in ways ot Industry from being sent to the 
reformatory, such finding it easier to keep right after being set right than 
the Inefficient and defective who In Increasing numbers are filling the 
reformatory. Notwithstanding this, It must be rememBered that tbe con- 
struction work on buildings and wall at the reformatory has been practically 
all done by Inmates, who have done work which would under contract have 
cost the state enormous sums. 

Comparison between the reformatory and the prison In the matter of 
earnings cannot fairly be made because the systems are different. In the 
twine and shoe industries at the prison tbe compensation Is earned by 
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increase of output above a epecifled stint, wliereaB tbere Is a small daily 
wage paid at tlie refonnatorr, and the most tliat can be earned is 2Z\ic per 
day. At the prison, owing to the better opportunities embraced In tbe de- 
velopment ol the twine and larm machinery plants, and because on the 
whole the population Is more mature and more efficient, the Increase In 
earnings of prisoners has been considerable. For the fiscal year ending 
July 31, 1910, the earnings of prisoners amounted to 122,012.94; for tbe 
year ending July 31. 1911, (24,978.78; for the year ending July 31, 1912, 
$3E,318.90. The compenBation earned by inmates is a. stimulus In many 
ways. The t>risoner feels tliat what he is doing is worth while; that he is 
able through his own exertions to assist in caring for his tamlly; and It also 
helps in keeping him persistent In good conduct. The amount earned by 
each prisoner depends entirely upon his efficiency and capacity. The 
chronic inefilcient outside of the prison does not do very much better within 
Its walls, although the regular habits and strict discipline brings out what- 
ever labor efficiency he may have. A small proportion of the prisoners 
have no capacity to earn anything, being unable even to do the minimum 
task required. 

While the manufacture of twine gives opportunity fdr development of 
efficiency, steadiness, and carefulness in the handling of machinery, and 
a prisoner may earn, without hardship, compensatlCn for increase of out- 
put, it has been objected that this Important industry, valuable tor these 
and other reasons concerned with the economic development of the state. 
does not give the prisoner opportunity to acquire a useful trade, since 
there are lo factories of the kind In the state, and where there are such - 
factories the labor Is lai^ely that of women and nt^t highly paid. This 
objection, whether valid or not, does not lie against the rapidly developing 
farm machinery department, where a continually increasing number of con- 
victs are being used in the various iron and wood working trades that are 
Involved in the construction of farm machinery. Ultimately every stage 
In the manufacturing process of the farm machines will go on at the prison, 
and there will be opportunities for teaching many useful crafts. Outside 
of the practical value to the agricultural interests ot the development ot 
this Industry, Its beneficial results on prison life and on the future of the 
men will be very great. 

The board has continued payments to dependent families ot prisoners 
who are in need without reference to the prisoner's conduct or his lack of 
earnings. The general rule has been that. If the prisoner was, previous to 
conviction, a breadwinner tor his kin, wholly or partially, the state will see 
to it that the family does not suffer because of the operation of law. The 
friendly co-operation and assistance of the associated cbarities and other 
charitably inclined societies and persons in investigating and reporting 
cases, has been very helpful. Where the prisoner is earning something, 
enough is added to help the family and keep them together, without making 
them still further dependent. The number ot families requiring assistance 
Is smaller than might be anticipated, and this because so large a proportion 
of inmates of our penal institutions are single men, without family, and 
uuong these many were burdens rather than breadwinners. In the prison 
there were, on July 31, 1913. 814 inmates, 49S ot whom wera alngle, 81

married and baving no children. 126 married and bavlng chlldrea, 64 
widowers, and 44 divorced. In the reformatory tliere were on the same 
date 42S, 342 of whom were Blngle, Zi married and having no children, 
49 married and having children; For asBlstance of dependent famlUeB 
there were expended in July, 1912, tor reformatory Inmates (130; lor de- 
peodentB of inmates of the prison fl25.50; or t266.B0 per month for both 
Institutions. 

ASSISTANCE TO DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 

The digcharB^d man from the state prison at tho time of his release 
receives $25, a suit of clothes, and In the winter months also an overcoat, 
and alBO such funds as may be to his credit. There U no provision by 
which the state may give special assistance in case of need. There are cases 
within our experience where the discharged prisoner, finding it dlfScult to 
obtain employment and often losing employment when his Identity becomes 
known, become pressed for funds, or ill, and unable to secure help, he is 
driven by desperation to the commission of crime and Is soon back In prison. 
It U true that good work has been done In helping these men by private 
agencies: notably, the Society for the Friendless, but their means are limited. 
The state parole agents stand ready to secure employment for the dis- 
charged men, but their particular work Is for paroled men. The state's 
interest in the prisoner who Is discharged at expiration of sentence ought 
not to end with his release, and provision should be made bj which tbe 
board, on the recommeadatlon of the warden, could authorize relief In 
case of necessity. 

In addition to this, tbe state should not only look after the discharged 
prisone:' in the matter of employment but do whatever may properly be done 
to start him right. 

The scope of work of the parole agents might be extended to coyer the 
work to be done for discharged prisoners. 

LAWS AS TO COMMUNICATION WITH PRISONERS. 

The recommendation of tbe warden for more stringent laws covering 
verbal and written communications with prisoners by outsiders and the 
taking of contraband articles into the prison, is endorsed, with the sug- 
gestion that Ihe legislation apply also to the reformatory, la this connec- 
tion it would seem also wise, Judging from past experience, to make the 
selling of intoxicating liquor knowingly to a man on parole, or to any dlS' 
charged prisoner within three months of bis release, a felony punishable by 
forfeiture of license and imprisonment. 

BINDING TWINE. 

The end of the present calendar year wilt find the' entire state prison 
twine plant in its quarters at the new state prison. The twine factory and 
warehouses constllute what Is undoubtedly the finest plant of the kind In 
this country in facilities of operation, safeguarding of employes, light, sani- 
tation, and ventilation. 
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On July 31. 1910, aa a result of tbe drouth ot tbat season and consequent 
cancellation or twtne orders, the prison bad on hand a surplus ol about 2,500,- 
000 pounds ol twine. Conditions improved to some extent in the rollowing 
fiscal year, about 14,000,000 lbs being manufactured and sold, and, while 
the year was not what had been hoped (or, the net profit waa $49,962.42. Tbe 
fiscal year ending July 31, 1912, was a good one for tbe larmer, and 18,000,- 
000 pounds of twine were manufactured and sold, with a net profit ot fl6&,- 
293.85. So great was the ilamond for twine toward the close of tbe season 
that the plant worked over time tor six weeks. Every effort was made to fill 
the orders of the region supplied by the plant, and preference in filling 
orders given In all instances to tbe actual conEumer. 

Owing to taking advantage of the market several months ago In the 
purchase of most of the fibre needed for next season's production, prices 
ot raw material having since greatly advanced, the prison nlll be in a very 
favorable position next year to.glve the consumer tbe benefit ot tlie excel- 
lent business Juttgment and accurate foresight which secured the necessary 
fibre, and in this connection we are pleased to acknowledge the credit due 
the warden. 



FARM MACHINERY. 

For the harvest season ot 1910 the farm machinery plant at tbe state 
prison produced 80 binders and 233 mowers. For the harvest season of 
1912 tbe plant produced 1,100 binders, 2,200 mowers, and 1,200 hay rakes. 
This great advance in two years sbows the striking development of this 
new branch of prison Industry, whose beginnings were five years ago. In 
the next fiscal year It is expected to manufacture 2.200 binders, 3,000 
mowers, l.CrOO hay rakes, and put in the field lor experiment a com harvester. 
The production will Increase yearly until the maximum needs of the ter- 
ritory served are reached. The removal of the remainder of the twtne 
manufacturing department to tbe new prison, which will take place before 
the end of tbe calendar year, will give much more room tor the farm ma- 
chinery department and allow needed enpansion. There will be ample room 
It conduct the various manufacturing processes of tarm machines at the old 
prison until the factory buildings at the new prison are ready. The ex- 
perience ot tbe past two years will help materially In tbe decision as to the 
number and character ot buildings constituting the farm machinery de- 
partment. 

From a financial point ot view the farm machinery department promises 
to become as satisfactory as the twine department. The total outlay for 
expense of all kinds up to date Is $403,913.52, secured from the twine fund. 
Up to two years ago the net loss was $42,057.42; in the fiscal year ending' 
July 31, 1911, the loss was $6,317.42; but In the last fiscal year the change 
came, and there was a profit ot $21,207.10. We believe this to be a very 
satlatactory and commendable achievement in five years, and credit is due 
to the prison management for the result. The advance from now on will be 
steady, and with the perfecting ot the manufacturing, selling, field and office 
organization, the farm machinery department of the prison will become a 
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powerful factor In the agricultural machinery market. The plant will be 
In a position in a few years to add to its production such other machloea 
as in the wisdom of the leglelature will serve the Interests of the people 
of the state. 

CI.OTHING MANUFACTURE AT THE REFORMATORY. 

During the biennial period the value of clothing manufactured at the 
fttate reformatory was (27.660.72. While It Is ho^ed that this department 
of the reformatory may expand so that It ma; supply most of the clothing 
needed at state Institutions, there are dlfllcultjes In the way on account of 
the constantly changing labor conditions. It will probably be neceasair to 
change methods somewhat and have several skilled citizen tailors In the 
department iti order to turn out usable garments at a moderate cost. The 
tailor shop, as ^ell as other minor Industries at the reformatory, should 
have better quarters, aiid a recommenSatlon la made for an Industrial build- 
ing to care for these Industries, 

INSPECTrON OF JAILS, LOCKUPS, HOSPITALS, ETC. 

This department oC the board's work has been zealous, Intelligent, and 
active, and it Is safe to say that the character ol the places of detention. 
as the result of the work of tbis department, has been greatly changed for 
the better. During the biennial period there have been Inspections as follows: 
132 of Jails, 622 of lockups, G9 of poorhouses, and 403 of hospitals. There 
have been condemned, as conducted and maintained contrary to law, 3 
Jails, 27 lockups. During the biennial period the board approved plana 
for 3 Jails, 46 lockups. It will .be some time yet before all the Jails and 
lockups in the stale are brought to the standards which the law requires, 
and even when that time arrives, Inspection should continue, as the care ot 
Inmates and ot buildings Is of as much Importance as the erection ot a 
proper building. Certain changes In the law have been suggested as the 
result of experience In administering It, and a bill tor this purpose will be 
submitted. 

DEPORTATIONS. 

This department has invesllgated during the biennial period 29* cases, 
resulting in the deportation of 160 persons, and. on the basis ot computa- 
tion generally agreed on by economists, has, through these deportations, 
saved the state tl60,000. In addition to these, tbe United States authorities 
deported 45 persona without expense to the state. 

INSURANCE. 

Among the duties ot this board is that ot placing Insurance on all 
state buildings, with the exception ot the buildings at the Soldiers' home. 
The three-year period tor which most of this insurance Is written wilt ex- 
pire August 1, 1913. Insurance will again be placed Immediately preceding 
the time ot expiration. The average premium rate at present Is 1.32, and 
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wa hope lor a still lower rate on tbe next lot of Insurance. The state's 
policy of flreprooflng old structures wbere such change is warranted and oF 
maklog new structures of flreproot construction has greatly lesBened the 
general risk and lower premium rates should follow. 

During the biennial period the amount of Insurance written, exclusive 
of state prison, was (7,628,826,17, of which (7.?74,775.17 was Are, |H,9B9 
tornado, and (10,000 freight and passenger «:^vator. During the period 
Insurance was reduced by losses, expiration aad cancellation, to the amount 
of 189,785.71, leaving In force July 31, 1912, (7,485,811.46 of fire Insurance, 
(43,228 tornado and (10,000 elevator, a total of (7,639,039.46 of Insurance ol 
ajl kinds. Premiums paid were (96,352.12 for Are Insurance, (375.27 for 
tornado and (37.80 tor elevator. 

The number of bollera Insured July 31, 1912 was 104, amount of In- 
surance carried (417,892.00 and premiums paid (1,464.53. 

In addition to the above, the amount of insurance on state prison prop- 
erty July 31, 1912, was (633,970,00. During the period the net premiums 
paid were (14,094.80. 

We renew our recommendation of two years ago, that the state begin 
tbe creation of an insurance fund by the levy of a light tax. This would in 
a tew ye&rs be large enough to care tor ordinary contingencies. With the 
continual progress being made by the state In reducing tbe hazard on its 
buildings. It would seem that tbe state would soon be In a position to 
safely carry its own insurance. 

PURCHASE OF COAL, 

The duty of purchasing fuel for all state Institutions, charitable, penal, 
educational, administrative, and legislative, excepting tbe state Soldiers' 
home, devolves upon this hoard. For three years the coal bas been bought 
under what Is known as the British Thermal Unit System, tbe basis ot 
wblcb Is payment for the actual beat values In the fuel as determined by 
chemical analysis. Objection was made, when the board Srst asked for bids 
on coal on this basis, that bidders would be deterred by tbe speciQcatlons, 
which It was claimeil, were drastic In requirements. The contrary bas 
proved the case, as Is shown by the Increasing number of bidders. Coal Is 
bought on yearly contracts, periods beginning with each fiscal year. While 
the number of warranted net B. T. U, for one cent guaranteed Is the most 
Important factor in the purchaBe of coal under this system. It is by no means 
the sole determining factor. Tbe character of the coal, the geologic seam 
from which It is mined. Its percentage ot asb, ot fineness, at contents, of 
moisture, of sulphur, of yarlouH Impurities, its adaptability to the particular 
power plant In which It Is 'to he used, all these are also taken into con- 
sideration. The proposal to furnish coal on the basis ot quality and actual 
beat value opens a fair fleld for competition and means that a bid accepted 
fixes the standard ot quality for the coal. It the coal furnished falls below 
tbe quality ot coal guaranteed, the contractor is accordingly penalized. If 
it goes above It, be receives more, and the state loses nothing, as It pays 
only for what it gets. Coal will vary, even though It Is from the same mine, 
and it is fairto both contractor and consumer to recognize this variation and 
allow payment to he more or less as tbe actual values change. The state 
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is somewhat handicapped In buying under thla erstem because of tbe many 
plants for wliich coal Is purchased and the many differences In operation 
aad labor. Samples must be properly taken and property analyzed in order 
that* results be correct. While there have been some difflculOes In the 
way of accurate sampling, the altuatlon has greatly Improved. Our judg- 
ment, after three years of experience. Is that the B. T. V. system ot coal pur- 
chasing Is tar preferable to the flat rate per ton system. Tbe tonnage ot 
coal purchased during the Qscal year ending July 31, 1911, was 66,039 tons, 
and the cost |2T3,984. The tonnage purchased during the last fiscal year 
was 86,466 tons and the cost {336,634. The unusual cold weather of the win- 
ter 1911-1912 caused an Increase in tonnage. 

LANDS FOR STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

During the biennial period the board bas made purchaBes of lands as 
follows : 

A tract of 14 acres was added to the property ot the school tor the 
deaf, adjoining It on the east, at a cost ot $7,000, which included a farm 
residence, barn, chicken house, and fruit orchard. This purchase enabled 
the school to add to its course Instruction to some extent in the work of 
garden and farm, and has been very helpful. 

Six acres, with buildings, near the asylum for the dangerous and crim- 
inal Insane at St. Peter, were bought at a cost ot f3,000. ■ The house thereon 
is used as the residence ot the hospital engineer. 

A fine tract ot land lying immediately adjacent to the school tor feeble- 
minded, conflating of 180 acres, has been purchased at a cost of |I8,000. 
This purchase rounds out the needs ot tbe Institution as at present con- 
stituted, and gives plenty of pasture, as well as a much better site tor the 
dairy bams, 

- Negotiations are under way tor the purchase ot a portion ot the lots eaat 
of the state public school at Owatonna. giving more ground tor the campus. 

It would have been wise, though the need was not at the time foreseen, 
to have purchased, when the land for the new state prison was secured, an 
additional tract eastward toward the St. Croix river. The street railway 
traclES run Immediately In front ot the Adminlistration building, and eventual- 
ly the residence for the warden and the deputy warden will he erected across 
the street. A good but expensive way of getting more room, and not likely 
at the present time, would be to move the track eastward toward the lower 
slope of the ground. Recognizing the need ot more ground fronting the 
main entrance to the prison, the board authorized negotiations with property 
owners, and while several lots were offered at what seemed reasonable 
prices and purchased, quite a number were held at prices the board con- 
sidered too high, and condemnation proceedings were Instituted, the result 
ot which at this date Is not known. 

The prison farm consiBts ot 160 acres ot not very good land. We be- 
lieve It should be part of the prison policy to give as much opportunity for 
outdoor work as possible, particularly to those whose state of health require 
It, and also as a matter ot training those to be paroled to farm work. 
Sufficient land should be got to keep a large dairy herd, to raise hogs tor 
pork, and all the garden stuff used in the prison. An option has been secured 
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on 160 acres of good land, adjacent to and west of the prison farm, at 
I8G.D0 per acre. Tble option expires May 1, 1913, and we are asking for a 
special appropriation of (30,000 to purchase this and other land tor the 
prison, the appropriation to be Immediately available. 

Negotiations have been under way at various times to get mora land 
for the state reformatory. Much has .been done there by Intelligent fartoing 
but under difficulties. The Institution has real need of more land. So far 
Uie board and owners of land have been unable to agree on values, and 
there was, consequently, no result to the negotiations. 

There are several Institutions which could find good use for more land, 
not only tor economic reasons, but to provide helpful labor for Inmates. To 
particularize would obviously give notice to prospective sellers, and. If ex- 
perience 1b any guide, would mean an unnatural raise In price. We believe 
that tbe board can be trusted to expend the land fund Judiciously. We 
earnestly urge that appropriations In the amount requested for this purpose 
be made. The cutting by the last Jeglslature of tbe appropriation for this 
purpose prevented the board from acquiring needed land In several places. 

BONDS FOR CONTRACTORS. 

We again call your attention to the practice of surety companies exact- 
ing large indemnities from contractors and practically eliminating their own 
risk, a practice onerous and burdensome to the contractors, and without 
good to the state, upon which it reacts, since contractors wlil provide for 
Bucb contingencies by Increasing the amount of their bids In order to re- 
coup themselves. It may be possible by legislation to prevent this practice, 

RESEARCH WORK. 

The action of the last legislature In appropriating (6.000 per annum for 
clinical and scientific work at tbe hospitals for the Insane, the school for 
feeble-minded, and penal InstitutiouB. was favorably commented on through- 
out the country by all Interested In knowledge of the causes responaible lor 
the problems of disease, feeble-mlndedness, insanity, vice, and crime, which 
are pressing for solution. We have spent mlltlons in dealing with results, 
and It Is time that an effort should be made to get the facts, in itself a long 
and dIfScult labor, so that enllghlenment may result and result In a policy 
of prevention based on accurate knowledge of causes. A special committee, 
composed of Warden Henry Wotfer, Dr. H. A. Tomllnson and Dr. A. C. 
Rogers, has begun the work. It was thought wise to begin with the school 
for feeble-minded, where Dr. A., B. Kublman was appointed director of the 
department of research of that institution and has made many interesting 
and valuable laboratory tests upon tbe children. Field work was begun, 
under the direction of Dr. Rogers, by a trained investigator from the Car- 
negie Institute stationed in the east, and later an additional Oeld worker 
was employed. Pedigrees of families with two or more members inmates 
of the school for feeble-minded are being traced, A great mass ot informa- 
tion has been gathered. After tbe work has fairly progressed with tbe 
material furnisbed by the school for teeble-minded. tbe other Institutions 
will gradually be taken up. 
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The value of such Investigation as revealing the economic loss to society 
oC the Incompetent and deficient Is shown In Dugdale's famous stud; ol tho 
Jukes family. Max Jukea. a shiftless drunkard, wag bora In New York In 
1,720. Up to 1S74, 1,200 of his descendants had been Inmates of prisons and 
poorhouseB. They cost society at least fl,000 each or fl,200,000. Of this 
family 440 were viciously diseased; 400 were physically wrecked at an early 
age by their practices; 60 were notorious women; 7 were murderers; 60 
were habitual thieves; 130 were guilty of various crimes; and 810 were In 
poorhouses. Other studies of tbls kind have shown similar results. 

While It will doubtless take considerable time before facts are gathered 
sufllclent in number and their relations studied and analyzed so that even 
tentative conclusions may be safely drawn, a good beginning has been made. 
The committee in charge of the work Is In co-operation with the general 
»>mialltee on the same subject of the state conference ot charities and 
corrections.

VISITS TO STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

Following the provisions of law, one or raore members ot the board 
has visited the hospitals and asylums tor the insane at least once a month. 
Visits have also been made every month to the boy's training school and 
frequent visits to the state prison and state reformatory. As the new 
Board ot Parole has exclusive charge of parole, It has not been found neces- 
sary by the Board ot Control to visit the penal Institutions monthly. All 
the other Instltutlobs In charge of the board have been visited as occasion' 
required. 
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QUARTERLY CONFERENCES. 

The quarterly conterencea of institution su perl d ten dents, held at the 
board's ofUce during the biennial period, have been of much Interest and 
value. They are held early in the months of August, November, February 
and May. The variety of subjects considered and the many phases ol In- 
stitution work diBcueaed. atlord some evidence at the great scope ol the 
problems relating to Institutions under the charge o[ this board. Not only 
are papers prepared by superintend en ts and open to general discuBsIoQ, but 
men eminent in their fields ol labor, irom all parts ol the country, are 
Invited to address the conlerences. The quarterly report of these oon- 
lerences la published, with papers and discussion complete, and may be 
had on request 

CHANGES IN BOARD MEMBERSHIP. 

The term of Mr. Charles Halvorson, ol Dawson, who was appointed to 
fill the unexpired term of Mr. L. A. Rosing, expired April 3, 1911. Mr. C. 1. 
Swendsen, ot St. James, was appointed tor the full term of six years, to 
succeed Mr. Halvorson. While Mr. Halvorson served but two years on the 
board, bis sound business judgment, thorough appreciation of the reapon- 
elbiUty ot the office, hlB capacity and wise counsel, made him & valuable 
member. 

CHANGES IN fNSTITUTION EXECUTIVES. 

During the biennial there were some changes In the heads of InBtltutlons, 
Dr. H. A. Tomllnson resigned as superintendent of the St. Peter State Hos- 
pital tor the Insane, to take effect October 1, 1912, in order to be<)ome super- 
intendent of the new Institution for inebriates at Willmar. He will be 
succeeded at St. Peter by Dr. R. M. Phelps, for many years assistant super- 
intendent ot the Rochester State Hospital. 

Dr. L. B. Ohllnger, who succeeded Dr. Walter J. Marcley on the latter'a 
resignation as superintendent of the State Sanatorium for Consumptives, 
resigned on account of ill health, and will be succeeded by Georse W. Beach, 
who has had a great deal ot experience in tuberculosis work. Dr. Beach will 
take charge August 20. 

Mr. F. A. Whlttler, for ten years superintendent of the training school 
for boys at Red Wing, resigned November 16, 1911, and will be succeeded 
August 1, 1912, by Mr. Charles O. Merica, late president ot the Wyoming 
State University at Laramie, and former superintendent ot the Wisconsin 
State School for Boys at Waukesha. 



ANOKA STATE ASYLUM, 

Cottage No. 4 for women was completed at a cost ot $51,306, and oc- 
cupied November, 1910. 

FERGUS FALLS STATE HOSPITAL. 

The work ot Qreproofing the West Detached Ward has been completed. 
It was mainly carried on with Inmate labor. 
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For steam service and electric wiring tbere has been expended |b,990.30. 
The work was done under the supervision of the tiospHal engineer. 

The work of replacing plumbing [n the southwest wins has been com- 
pleted, 14,988.86 having been expended. 

ROCHESTER STATE HOSPITAL. 

All work was completed at the time of last report, none being carried 



ST. PETER STATE HOSPITAL. 

The Asylum for the dangerous insane was completed and occupied May 
22, 1911. Transfers were made to this asylum as follows: state prison, 
9; state reformatory, 1; St. Peter state hospital, 12; Rocheater state bos- 
pital, 16; Fergus Falls state hoGpltat, IT; feeble-minded, 1. 

The new electric feeder system has been practically completed. 

The detention hospital was completed and occupied August 16, 1911. 
The cost was STO.SOe.ST. 

The heating plant In Che greenhouse has been reconstructed at a cost 
ot (2,065. 

In the assembly hall basement the floor was flreproofed and a part of 
the basement remodeled, providing washroom, bathroom, and toilet faclUUeB, 
for various workers In engine room and other departmenta. The contract 
for basement reconatructlon was fG,840. 

New machinery was placed in the laundry, which was well equipped. 
A flre on February 8, 1912 destroyed practically the entire Interior of the 
laundry. The insurance not being sutilcLent to reconstruct and equip the 
laundry so that It might meet the needs of the Institution, recourse was had 
to the statute providing that In case of disaster funds could be secured from 
the state treasury on consent ot the governor, the state treasurer, and the 
state auditor. ' The amount thus secured was fS,318.61 and the Insurance was 
J8.400.00. The construction contract for remodeling was (8,327. A new 
roof with ateel girders was put In. and modern machinery. The laundry Is 
now well equipped. 

A new boiler was Installed and boiler room extended, with extension of 



steam heating and plumbing, at a cost of (E.OOO.

The auditorium baa been completed. It Is the central portion of a 
building whose wings are school buildings. Tlie entire building consists 
of 32 school rooms, an art room, library, and an auditorium with seats for 
600, a gallery seating 200, In adaptability and design, thla building is a 
decided addition to the state's Institutional structures. The cost of the 
building. Including the two wings, waa (126,496.96. 

The girls' trades building has been enlarged and remodeled at a con- 
tract price of (3,975.

STATE REFORMATORY. 

The administration building, which has been In process of construction 
since the organization of this board, is at length completed, and was oc- 
cupied this summer, although much equipment Is stitl needed. This Impos- 
ing structure Is constructed of granite, quarried and cut by the Inmates, 
who also did much Interior work. In order to hasten the completion of the 
work. It was decided to secure bids for the Interior work. The contract for 
this purpose amounted to (42,867. 

For electrical conslructlon work ^ 112.990.00 

For heating and renlllating and some ol the electrical work 11,433.00 

For plumbing 2,798.00 



The building Includes the ofllces of the superintendent and the principal 
keeper, guard room, board room, armory, quarters for officers, and a very 
fine chapel. Although when planned this building was considered adequate 
tor Its purposes with the growth of the Institution It Is hardly so, although a 
Tery great Improvement. 

The construction ot the stone wall was continued during the period, 
and (15,504,19 expended. 

The contract for the iron material for main gate was let lor (390,00, and 
the railroad gate will be constructed during the winter. 

The crushing of stone for highway purposes has continued, although 
the product has not been demanded as much as was expected, and a large 
supply Is on hand. A new crusher with much greater capacity than the 
old has been installed at a cost ot (1,372.(0. 
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A granite water tower, constructed by Inmate Ittbor, has been completed, 
a tank placed, and !b now in use. 

Tbe hospital and contagious ward addition to the hospital and kitchen 
building was completed at a cost ot (8,757.27. 

STATE PRISON. 

The contract date for cbmpletlon ol the new prison wan August 1, 1912. 
Various delays have postponed the date of flnlehloi; the work until toward 
the end of the calendar year. 

The needa regarding factory buildings tor the (arm machinery depart- 
ment have already been discussed under the heading "Farm Machinery." 

The residences of the warden and the deputy warden are still to be con- 
structed, and will prcrbably not be taken up for some time. It is believed 
that there will be no need of further appropriation to complete the original 

During the period there were two fires at the prison. For damage done 
by fire In the paint shop May 10, 1911, fl,611.14 insurance was collected, 
and (176.17 insurance .was collected on damage by flre In the blacksmith 
shop on May 14, 1912. 

BOMB SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

The four cottages, water tower, pumping plant and Ice house. In procesa 
ot erection at the date ol our last report were completed and occupied In 
June, 1911. The coat was $150,000. 

STATE SANATORIUM FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

The administration building has >been completed and occupied. The 
contract price was (44,870.64. 

A cow bam has been completed at a coet ot (2,920. 

Two buggy sheds cost (236, 

Water main to cow bam cost (626. 

A bunk house, costing (130, has been built for the use ot employes. 

A water tower and tank ot eO,000-gallon capacity, has been erected at 
a coat of (3,760. 

A rrfrlgeralor was put In at a cost of (376.51. 

A laundry equipment was placed In the basement ot the administration 
building 'to supply a great need, and will be removed when better quarters 
are secured. The cost was (1,300. 

HOSPITAL AND SANITARIUM FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN. 

The sanitarium at Phalen Park was completed and occupied In the 

winter ot 1910-11. The contract price was (48,265. Fifty children can be 
accommodated, and transfers were made from the hospital for these children 
at the city hospital, where the children are admlt'ted for treatment, and 
when Improved enough are transferred. There are about forty-five children 
at the Phalen Park sanitarium, and about the same number at the city 
hospital. 

For many years the children have been cared for under a favorable 
contract with the city hoapltal. Notice was given this board that this 
contract would terminate January 8, 1913, which would necessitate re- 
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moving tbe children now at 'the city hospital to. the Phalen Park building 
and result In overcrowdiDg. Until a nenr building Is erected, tlie Pbalen 
Park eanitarlum could not adequately care for such a numher. There Is 
good prospect, however, of an exteoaion ot the contract with the city hos- 
pital tor two years from next January, whloh will give ample itlme lor the 
construction of Che new building which it Is hoped the legislature will 
grant 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The dormitory at the Winona normal school was completed. Contract 
Drlce 463,664. 



ANOKA STATE ASYLUM. 

A new Ice house of 1,000 tons capacity, ot concrete conBtrutttlon, has 
been completed at a cost of 12,831. 

A hog house, feeding floor, and pool, ot concrete and' wood, was con- 
structed at a coat ot |1,000. This hog house embodies many unique and 
valuable features. 

The old bog bouse was moved and made into a ben bouse, at a cost of 
flOO. 

The old Ice house, at an expenee of {76, was made Into an engineer's 
pipe and repair shop on the ground floor and a carpenter shop above. 

A very desirable improvemenft wa« the new concrete floor, steel 
girders, and stanchions in the cow barn, costing $1,100. 

The new Bewer and sewage purification plant, costing about (17,040, 
is practically completed. 

Cottages No9. S, 6 and 7, are In process of construction and will be 
ready tor occupancy in the spring of 1913, and will Increase the capacity 
of the asylum by 180. Tbe construction contract amount Is flll,661, and 
for mechanical equipment $25,079. 

HASTINGS STATE ASYLUM. 

During tbe period the remainder of the women at Hastings were trans- 
ferred to Anoka, In accordaoce with a decision ot the board that women 
be cared for principally at Aaoka. This leaves only men at Hastings, but 
the main building at Anoka Is occupied by men. 

Cottage 2 at Hastings was completed at a cost of $47,110.74 and occupied 
In February, 1911. 

The water purifier, completed and placed in operation, cost $2,660.66. 
It will save tbe lite of piping, and has already reduced laundry expense by 
soften I ng the water. 

A concrete fire house and root cellar has been built at a coeft of $8S0.44. 

Tbe new laundry building has been built and equipped at a cost of 
$13,762.86, which includes connecting tunnels and all piping therein. 
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The laundrr equipment coat $3,905. The old laundry will be used as an 
engine room, and the bolter room will be extended. A new botler costing 
tZ,600 will be Installed thie tall. 

Three cottages are under construction, <to be ready next spring, and 
will give room tor ISO patients. Two cottages and laundry building were 
let In one contract at f 76,833; mechanical equipment, 115,078. The otber 
cottage, which Is larger, having dining room extension on the first floor, 
was let at 146,207; mechanical equipment. fS,868. Conelderable work on 
tunnels has been done by Inmates. 

FERGUS FALLS STATE HOSPITAL. 

The kitchen building bas been remodeled and addition to It completed. 
This Improvement puts the kitchen on the first floor with an employes' 
dining room, sewing room, and sleeping quarters tor male employes above. 
The contract for alterations and addftlons to kitchen and store building 
was $44,950. 

Tbe laundry addition was completed and new machinery Installed. The 
amount of this contract was (6,474. 

A valuable Improvement was made In the boiler room through the In- 
stallation of eight automatic underfeed sHokera, a clinker cruaber, and an 
ash elevator, at a total cost of $9,217. 

The operating room addition to the administration building Is nearly 
completed. The contract price was fS.OOO. The finishing yet to be done In 
this room will be done by Inmates. 

The concrete work on the barn tor young stock and tbe piggery Is com- 
pleted, and the barn will be completed :before winter. 

The root cellar wilt be ready tor next winter. 

Marble and tile work In the southwest wing was done, amounting to 
12,998. 

ROCHESTER STATE HOSPITAL. 

Tbe de'tention hospital was completed during the period. The contract 
price was (54,186. This does not include equipment. The building will not 
be occupied until the tail of the present calendar year. 

A connecting tunnel 270 feet In length was built. This tunnel was built 
by the hospital Inmates with cement ' blocks and reinforced concrete root, 
'the material costing (300. 

The dairy barn was completed early In 1911. It is built of cement blocks 
made by the patients, and tbe contract for construction was (4,500. It has 
twelve box stalls, twenty-six stanchions, dressing room and toilet tor 
milkers, and milk room. 

The Isolallon hospital is nearly completed. Tbe contract cost Is (6,- 
398.50 While this building Is not very large, it will be of great value In 
segregating contaglDUS'disease cases. 

A water softener, with a capacity of 10.000-gallons per hour, was com- 
pleted last spring. The contract price was (3,925, and the hospital put In the 
foundation and made the waKer and sewer connections, the total cost ot 
those being (4,515. Soft water Is supplied to laundry and boilers and part 
of tbe main building. 
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Ttie entire als floora Id B and C west wards have been replaced by 
reinforced concrete and tile floors, a notable improvement costing, fll,- 
184.49. 

The wooden second floor of the men's annex has been replaced b; 
tile, at an expense 12,612.58. 

Contract for tiling wards A4 and D3 weet has been let tor fZ,61G.94, 
work to be done this fall. 

During the winter of 1910-11 extensive electrical work was done. In- 
duing, the rewiring of the adminUtratlou building, rear center, and the 
west A wards, new feeders to the east detached wards, to nurses' home and 
pavilion. The contract price was 111,292.93. 

The extension of gas lines hj the local concern to the hospital has 
made it possible to use gas ranges In the kitchen. There is little difference 
between the fuel cost of gas and coal, but the great heat of coal in summer 
and the readiness of gas for use, and absence of dust and smoke, are Im- 
poi*tant considerations. Oas Is also used in some of the diet kitchens. 

During the period |6,66S.50 has been expended in replacing plumbing 
in the men's annex, B wards west, and B wards east. 

A large stone crusher with motor, costing complete (2,635.60, has taken 
the place of the old crusher, and the cost was paid for through the sale of 
the product. It has four times the capacity of the old. Crushed rock has 
entered largely into the building operations at this Institution. 

A hot'alr cabinet and some supplies totaling (571.92 have been pur- 
chased out of appropriation of {1,000 for hydrotherapeutic apparatus. 

ST. PETER STATE HOSPITAL, 

The extension to nurses' home has been pi'actlcally completed at a cost 
of t43.443. 

The cow barn and tour silos and milk bouse have been completed, cost- 
ing 13,798.90. 

A new boiler and stoker and auxiliary equipment, costing (4,887, have 
been Installed, and a small boiler In the cow bam, costing (148. 

The new water softening plant Is In operAlon. The contract price was 
$3,995. This was greatly needed and is working well. A large suction 
pump costing (260, and a circulating pump costing (480 h&ve been installed. 

The new artesian well reached a depth of 1.221',^ feet and cost (2.45 
per foot The old well, which has been repaired is not in active use and 
la held as a reserve. 

At a cost of (299 the old straw shed was converted Into an Ice house, 
and has capacity enough tor present use. 

The sheep 'sbed was remodeled and the calving Shed was completed. 
A calf shed is in course of construction. 

The floors In the middle second and middle third wards of the south 
wing are being replaced with fireproof construction. The contract price Is 
(21,745. 

The removal of plumbing In the noi^h wing has been delayed owing to 
overcrowded condition. 
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SCHOOL FOE THE BLIND. 

Tbe broom shop waa removed to a new location during the summer of 
1911 and enlarged, costing $1,000. 

A veranda has been added to tbe east cottage, and the baaement and 
attic finished, providing space tor grmnaslum and music rooms. Tbe con- 
tract amounted to 14,037. 

Improvements in the superintendent's cottage, tor which fl,600 was 
appropriated, are under way. 

A tubular Are escape for the main building Is being placed. The con- 
tract price is (1,600. 

SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF. 

T)ie new administration building and dormitory for girls Is under con- 
struction. The contracts aggregate fl68, 643.86. 

In our recommendation two years ago an appropriation of 146,000 
was asked for flreprooflng tbe coiter ot Hott Hall the old administration 
building. When tbe matter was considered by the committee on appropria- 
tions. It was decided. In conference with the board, that the condition of 
Mott Hall made It Inadvisable to spend money to reconstruct It to con- 
tinue present uses, and an appropriation or (180,000 was granted for a new 
building. This appropriation will only complete the main portion ot the 
building originally planned, and a further appropriation will be asked to 
complete It. Two years ago It was not tbougbK that old Mott Hall could be 
preserved. Since that time the matter has been again considered, and, 
while the hall Is unfit tor the purposes tor which it is now being used pend- 
ing completion of tbe new building, it waa thought by 'this board that tbe 
suggestion of the superintendent that perhaps the center might be used 
for an Industrial school after the dome and wings had been removed and 
a new roof put on, was worthy of consideration. The Indutftrlal school 
would only be used in the daytime. Our architect submitted f3G,000 as an 
estimate of the cost ot such reconstruction, and flG,000 extra it made flre- 
proot, which, however, would not be absolutely necessary. The board had 
Intended to make euch a recommendation. Later, however, tbe local board of 
jianagers ot the school and tbe superintendent presented arguments in 
favor ot preserving the entire structure, using the center for an industrial 
school, placing gymnasiums in each wing, one for boys and one for glrla, 
and equipping the whole with a sprinlcler system. The state archi>tect esti- 
mates that these changes would coat 142,000. Placing gymnaalum above the 
industrial school in the center and eliminating use of the wings, would 
be tl8,000 less. While there may be some doubt in our minds as to the 
wisdom of Hhls proposal, owing to the character of the construction, we 
believe there are enough good features about the suggestion to entitle It 
to conelderstloo as coming from the board having direct management of 
the institution, and we have for that reason included it as an alternative. 

A tubular boiler was installed at a cost of (2.S99. 

A cement sidewalk was laid, costing (340. 
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SCHOOI, FOR FEEBLE -MINDED, 

Extensive improvemenU In the power plant connecting tunnels, steam 
and hot waHer lines, water supply, and electrical work, have been carried on 
at this Institution during the period. Much work was done by Inmates un- 
der supervision, with very satisfactory results. The power plant conditions 
whliA bad been unsatisfactory and uneconomical have been greatly cbanged. 
The plant has been modernized and much new machinery Installed. 

Tbe boiler bouse was recons truckled at a cost ot $2S,3SB. 

The coal and ash hand I Ins equipment Installed cost }11,T16. 

The additional boiler and stoker coat }5,400. 

An engine, generator, and auxiliary were installed, costing (5,435. 

All hot water flxtebsions are completed and part of the old building 
rewired. For these purposes waa expended }6,S7Z,20. 

An Important Improvement was Hhe extension of water supply, boring 
new well, and pump installation. There are still some electrical connections 
to be made to the pump and some more piping to be laid. At date these 
improvements have cost flO,SD3.99. 

The Institution la now in excellent condition as regards both water 
supply and Are protection. Under contract with the city of Faribault much 
ot tbe supply ot water Is purchased from the city, and the work done at 
the school Insures a reserve there In case of need. 

WolcoW Farm cottage tor boys was completed. Contract price M,S60. 

The employes' dlnin« room waa completed. Hie cost was f9.T40.42. 

The new dairy barns and silos are about completed.

An exhaust ventilating system was placed in the cell houses. Contract 
price, f 4,650.' A motor-driven pump was added, coating 12,927. 

New galleries were placed in cell house B. 

Work has begun on the /oundation for a new cell wing. 

Nothing was done with the appropriation tor coal bunkers, their loca- 
tion being uncertain In view of the recommendation to be made for new 
power plant. 

A new power hoist system and derrick was placed in the quarry «t a 
cost of fl,S63.48. 

The ventilating system tor kitchen, laundry and tailor shop, for whlcb 
fl,GOO was appropriated, will be put in next winter. 

HOME SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

Considerable grading and road work was done at a coat ot $3,300. 

A bam was erected in the fall of 1911 at a cost ot f 1,897. 

Two cottages, chapel, hospital, and administration building are in the 
course ot construction, and will be completed by spring and a farmer's 
cottage and other farm buildings have been constructed. The general con- 
tract price for all these improvements was (94,515; electt4cal work, |6,962; 
and heating, plumbing and water supply, flS9.50. 

STATE SANATORIUM FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

A feed house has been built. 

A new sewage disposal system, with septic tank and filters, has been con- 
structed at a contract price of tS,096. 

Consideraible grading around the building was done, testing $1,190. 

A new etairway between the old and new buildings was constructed at a 
cost ot f 26S. 

Bids were asked for cons>tructlon of engineer's house, for which 12,600 
was appropriated. The only sul*table bid was received by wire, and was not 
conflrmed. 



HOSPITAL AND SANITARIUM FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN. 

Considerable grading has been done and contracted for on the Phalen 
Park grounds including fltling the sink hole near the building for the sum 
of (2,284. After considerable delay the street south and in front of the 
building was graded by the city at a cost of (419.50. When the work was 
completed lit was found that Instead of draining away from the grounds It 
drained into them, creating a bad condition. After many delays the street 
was regraded and the fault remedied. This cost (636.90. 
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TtaTee cesspoolB receive tlie aewage Irom the Phalen Park building. This 
inadequate system must give way It there are to be further improvementta 
made, and it U to be hoped there vlll l)e no further delay In the con- 
Btnictlon of the city aewer. 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The boiler house and heating plant system of the Mankato normal school 
was erected. The contract price for the b<riler house was 410>^85'7S and 
for heating plant $8,062. 

A girls' dormitory at Mankato is In construction, to be completed In the 
spring of 1913. The construction contract is $17,740; mechanical equipment. 
$12,252. 

A model sclraol building at the St. Cloud school 1b nearing completion. 
Contract construction amount was $41,452.50; mechanical equipment $14,332. 

STATE UNIVERSITT. 

MiUard Hall and the college oF anatomy, two medical buildings, are 
practically completed to this date. The construction contract tor MUlard 
Hall was $183,346; for beating and ventilation f2S,682; for plumbing and 
auxiliary equipment $17,921; tor electrical conatruction work and elevaltor, 
$21,000; for interior decorating $3,030; for door and window screens $2,490. 

For the anatomy building the general contract was $156,799; plumbing, 
$16,436; electrical work $29,180; beating and ventilation $27,263. 

The contract for the main building, college ol engineering, nearing com- 
pletion, was $149,815; and $2,000 far light fixtures; [be wings added later 
at a contract price of $56,265, with $14,673 for mechanical equipment 

The experimental building ot the college of engineering was completed 
during the period of the contract; amount $91,462. 

NORTHWEST EXPERIMENT STATION, CROOKSTON. 

A bog bam and alaughter house were built; contract price $2,060. 

Four cottages for employes were erected; contract price $9,890. 

An addition to the Industrial building was made at contract price ot 
$8,470. 

The new science building Is In course of constnictlon. The general 
contract Is $26,261, lor the mecbaulcal equipment $7,226.50. 

MORRIS AGRICULTURAL. SCHOOL. 

Tbe new boiler house was completed during the period. Contract 
amount, $32,870. 

The girls' dormitory — contract price $36,299 tor general conatruction; 
$6,626 tor heating, plumbing and ventilating; $3,336 tor electrical work; was 
erected and occupied. 

Tbe boys' dormitory Is nearing completion. Contracts were $34,320 
for general construction, $3,790 for electrical work; $4,060 tor heating and 
ventilating; and $2,720 for plumbing and water supply.

APPROPRIATIONS RECOMMENDED. 

Wbile the total ot approprlationa recommended Is conalderably larger 
than two years ago. the board baa tried to cover only tbe real neede of 
the institutions under its Jurisdiction. Emphaais must again be laid od the 
neceselty ot appropriations cohering mechanical equipment. The proceaa 
of changing old plants — built In a diBconnected and haphazard nuuiDer, 
piecemeal, as Immediate needs dictated and as the inatitutloD grew — Into - 
modern planta. which would be economical in operation aa well aa give 
the beet results, ia alow and expenalve. The work muat be done while the 
old plant la kept in operation, aa It ia impossible to cloae the Inatitutlon. 
Thla ot course also applies to the reconstruction and flreprooflng of build- 
ings. 

The .largest Item III tbe Hat of appropriations Cor mechanical equipment 
Is for a new power plant and building at Rochester. It would be a waste 
of funds to attempt to patch up the Rochester plant. The truest and safest 
economy will be tbe construction of a modern plant which will be sutllcieDt 
for tbia hoapltal for years to come. 

The item tor reconatructldn ot boiler plant at the Red Wing Training 
School, with heating distribution, hot water distribution, cold water, service 
pipes and tunnel. Is recommended as the reeult of a thorough examination 
of the conditions at this plant by our consulting engineer. Economy, 
safety and health are bound up in this necessary improvement. 

Water Bofteoers are asked for at the School for the Deaf, State Public 
School, and State Training School. The water aofteners now in operation 
at Hastings, Rocheater, and St. Peter, hAve proved their value in reducing 
the large amount ot material formerly needed In the laundries on account 
of the hardness ot the water; in lesaeinlng tbe use of holler compounds, and 
in saving tbe life of piping, pumps, and plumbing. Their coat la not large 
and the economy is great 

The steady growth of the InstltutlooB requires appropriations for addi- 
tional piping, electrical feeders, and changes of various kinds in the light 
and water service, and such needs have been covered In our recommenda- 
tions. 

One of the serious problems of management in tbe various Institutions, 
and especially in those for the insane, has been the difficulty of securing 
competent, efficient, and humane nurses and attendants in Bufhcient num- 
bers to adequately care for patients. An Increase In remuneration, while 
not expected to solve thla problem, would help very much. We have esti- 
mated the amount necessary to Increase tbe ealariea of all employes In 
these institutions receiving |50 or less per month 10 per cent, and those 
receiving over $50 a month 5 per cent, and have given these amounts 
separately, so that It the legislature deems proper, by adding these amounts 
to the Items for current expense, we shall be enabled to make these In- 



Whlle such increased pay will help In securing and retaining competent 
employes, it will not solve the entire problem. Many of the attendants and 
nurses are on duty fourteen hours a day, and, although the labor Is not one 
of steady tension and is mainly one o( BUpervision and does not involve 
hard physical work, in our Judgment the hours are too long and not con- 
ducive to cood results. Any radical change in this respect at this time 
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would )>erluipB be unwlae, as the iacr«aee in payroll necessitated by a 
largely Increased number of employes under a. considerably Btiorter bour sys- 
tem, the cost ot boarding and sbetterlng tbero, and tbe additional buildings 
needed to accommodate them, would In the assregate be very targe, and 
Impose a burden the state could not now assume. Tbe board believes, how- 
ever, that some lessening ol hours Is practical, and that gradually, wbei-e 
it Is possible and where the results to both employes and patients Justify 
it, a shorter day of labor should be Introduced. In tbe mechanical de- 
parlment ot tbe institution possibly a modification of hours could be made 
without dislocation of tbe general system of administration, but there Is 
so much Involved In tbe proposition that changes should only be made after 
due caution and deliberation. 

The appropriation for tbe Sanatorium for Consumptives, while round- 
ing out the institution, will coBslderably Increase its capacity by providing 
a place for employes who now occupy room which otherwise would be used 
by patients. The institution Is now incopiplete and not in condition to 
fulBU Its purposes with eltlier economy of operation, or entire satlalactlon 
medically. It is inadequate tn provisions for proper bousing of employes, 
and as a result tbe help problem is always a serious one. It Is also greatly 
lacking In dining room and kitchen facilities. The needs of this institu- 
tion are well defined by the appropriations requested. Our judgment Is 
that the items asked tor will complete the institution, and that a further In- 
crease of capacity beyond that contemplated in these Improvements would 
be undesirable. 

The contingent fund available at any and ail Instltuitlons In case ot 
necessity was not touched during the biennial period. Tbls appropriation 
ol 125,000 a year was made tor the first time by tbe legislature ot 1911, 
and we aek for a continuance ot the appropriation so that in case of need 
funds may be avallablei 

Tbe figures given for new conatruotlons are not definite. They are, 
with a few exceptions, preltuiinarieB, based on general estimates. The 
state architect and consulting engineer of the board will prepare plans 
for the larger improvements, and these plans, with estimate of cost, will hi 
presented to the iogislature.

Gentlemen: 1 have tbe honor to submit herewith the biennial report ot 
the Anoka State Asylum lor the period ending July 31, 1912. 

IMPHOVEMEN TS. 

The biennial period ending Jul; 31, 1912, has been one ot the busiest 
periods in the history Ot Vba Institution. 

Cottage No. 4 tor Women, which Was incomplete at the close ot the 
last biennial period, was finished and populated in November, 1910. 

Tiiree new cottages are at present under course of construction and will 
probably be ready tor occupancy early In the spring of 1913. This will in- 
crease the capacity of the institution by ISO. 

A new concrete Ice house has been constructed with a capacity ot 1,000 
tone. ThlB building Is ot special construction, with double air spaces between 
the walla, and has proven very satlefactory. 

The old Ice house has been moved from its tonner location and remod- 
elerd. It has been made into a two-story structure, the ground floor of which 
Is used as a pipe room and repair shop tor the engineer; the upper floor Is 
utilized as a carpenter shop. 

A new hog house bae been built of concrete and wood construction and 
a lai^e concrete feeding floor and pool have been built In the yard. The old 
piggery has been moved and converted Into a hen house. 
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The old wooden floors and stallB In the cow barn have been removed and 
replaced by concrete floors and the best type of steel etalla and Btancblnnx. 
This is an Improvement In vrhlch we take great iprlde, as It renders our 
cow barn up-to-date and sanitary In everr respect. 

The old septic tank and filter beds having given considerable trouble and 
being entirely Inadequate to bandle the sewage from the three cottages In 
course o( construction, a new sewer and sewage disposal plant has been con- 
structed at a cost of about seventeen thousand dollars. While not in active 
operation at the close of the period, it is practically ready for use and will 
no doubt be a decided improvement over the old plant. 

REQUIRE^'BNTS. 

We ask the following appropriations for the ensuing two rears: 

For support, each year |8E,000.00 

For support, each addltlooal cottage 10,000-00 

Repairs and betterments, each year 1,500.00 

Two new cottages 110,000.00 

One nurses' home GO.OOO.OO 

One assembly hall 25,000.00 

One steward's store building G.OOO.OD 

Reslatlng balance of main building S,500.00 

Porches, 2-8tory, tor both north and south wing of main building 1,600.00 

Additional kitchen, dining room and bakery facilities ZS.OOO.OO 

Additional water piping 2,500.00 

Additional steam piping 3,000.00 

New tower and tank 4,000.00 

One boiler ■■ 2,300.00 

Five stokers 5,200.00 

EXPI^NATION. 

For the two years ending July 31, 1914, and July 31, 1916, we ask Uie 
Glim of f85,000.00 each tor current expenses, with an additional (10,000.00 for 
each additional cottage completed within that time. The cost of nearly alt 
food products Is Increasing and we believe that the amounts asked artf neces- 
sary to BUCceBsfully carry out the work of the Institution. 

In order to keep the buildings In repair, we have asked the sum of 
(1,500.00 each year. We believe that this sum will be adequate. 

As the hospitals are overcrowded, we are asking for the erection of two 
new cottages to help take care of this overaow and relieve the congestion 
at the other Institutions. 

We are asking for the erection of a nurses' home, the sum of (50,000.00. 
At ipresent the quarters for nurses and attendants are crowded, and with the 
completion of the new cottages a nurses' home In a separate building will 
be made necessary. 

At the present time there is no room or building which can be used as an 
asBembly hall. There Is a great need tor such a building and we ask the 
sum of 125,000.00 for Us erection and equipment. 

For a steward's store building, we ask the sum of (5,000.00. The stores 
are kept in two basement rooms In the main building at present. E!ven now 
they are crowded, and with the completion of more cottages, more room will 
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have to be found. Tbla probtem can be beet dealt with by the erection ol 
a separate building built eepeciallf tor a store building. 

We require the sum of f2,500.00 to complete the reslating of the main 
building. An appropriation was made for this ipurpose, but proved Insuffi- 
cient to finish the work, the north wing remaining still untouched. 

I>uring the winter months, the patients need & sheltered place in which 
tbe? can exercise and tahe the air, and we are asking tor two porches tor the 
main building to meet this need. The cottages are all equipped with porches, 
but tbe main building is still without them. 

The sums that w^aslc tor additional icitcben, dining room and bakery 
facilities and for additional water piping, steam piping and power plant 
are all made necessary by the growth of tbe Institution, which is rendering 
the present facilities and equipment inadequate. 

CONCLUSION, 

I wish here to express my appreciation of tbe faithful employees and 
attendants, who have so ably assisted me In tbe carrying out of tbe worlc 
of this tnatltutlon. 

To the members of your honorable board, whose kindly and ever ready 
assistance has at all times been so cheerfully given, I wiab to express my 
sincere thanlis and to say that, without It, 1 feel that the management of 
the institution would be a sad failure.

CHANGES AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

During mis period we transferred 67 lady patients to tbe Anoka State 
Asylum which leaves only m£n at this institution. Cottage No. 2 for men 
has been completed and Is now occupied. 

Our water purifier has been completed and has been in operation for a 
little over a year and a half. This has done away with the most of the 
trouble we have been having with rust, etc., which has made it necessary 
to repipe most all of the old building.

HASTINGS STATE ASYLUM, 141 

The fire bouse and root cellar wtiich are built ot concrete have been 
completed. 

Our new laundry has been completed and 1b now occupied. The old 
laundry is being remodeled for an engine room; as soon as this Is done the 
engines and dynamos will be moved from the present engine room, this 
will give us additional room tor more boilers, one of which we expect to 
have installed this fall. 

The three cottages Nos. 3, i, 6, are well under way. Cottage No. 5 
Is under roof and the plasterers are now at work. , Cottage No. 4 will 
be under roof within 2 weeks. Cottage No. 3 has been delayed some by 
reason of not being able to get the pressed brick as faat as required. The 
Tunnel connections to these three cottages we expect to have completed 
by October 1. We expect that these three cottages will be ready to occupy 
about March 1. These three cottages will accommodate 180 patients more. 

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

Two and tour years ago we recommended the fire proofing ot the 
"A" and "B" halls ot the Main building. This building is In very bad 
condition and should be repaired. The floors are all settled and uneven, 
the plaster is cracked and in places coming down. This has been repaired 
hut owing to the building settling it Is impossible to repair same until the 
building Itself Is repaired. This certainly should be done within the next 
[WO years, at least one side and the dining room. 

The root ot the west wing should be reshlngled as the shingle root 
that Is now on is In very bad condition. I would recommend that a slate 
root be put on. 

We would also renew our recommendation tor a fire alarm, telephone, 
watchman's detector. Our buildings are quite far apart and should the 
night watchman discover fire at some ot the buildings that are quite aways 
oS from the engine room, considerable time would be lost In getting to a 
telephone to notify the engineer. 

Our furniture and bedding which was bought at the time the institu- 
tion was first opened is In very bad sbape, the mattresses are all worn, 
the chairs in the halls have been repaired so otten that It Is almost impos- 
'Bible to repair them any more. This should all be replaced with new. 

Our water tank two years ago bursted and since then we have had to 
pump direct. We should have a tank to store water so that in case ot flre 
we could Immediately turn on water without waiting to have (he pumps 
started. 

We would recommend that a cottage be* built on the grounds tor the 
engineer as bis duties are such that he is subject to call at any time and 
he should be within easy call. At present he lives some distance from the 
Institution, 

For the proper classlllcatlon ot our patients and owing to the over- 
cro.wdlng In our present dining room we would recommend that that part 
over the present dining room be used as a dining room for the two upper 
wards. In order to do this it would take about $2,000 tor elevators, etc, 
to take up lood from the kitchen which Is in the, basement. 

I would also renew our recommendation tor a separate cottage for the 
superintendent and bis family near the Institution. At tbe present time 
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the offlcee and euperln tendon t'e quarterB are all In the center of tbe main 
building. 

Our present greenhouse Is entirely too small tor what plants are needed 
on lawn and on wards. It thla was enlarged we could raise wbi^t flowers 
we need In place of buying each year what we have to have. We should 
have an addition at least 36x60 to give us what plants we should Have. 

We should also have a further appropriation for completing or ex- 
tending the laying out and improving our grounds. The laTOut of our 
grounds are such that It requires the service ol men of experience bo 
as to get the best results and avoid doing work at double tbe expense. 

Owing to the increased population we would recommend 3 more cot- 
tages to he built to accom^nodate 60 patients each. 

It the three additional cottages are built we should also add another 
boiler in our engine room. I w<ou1d also recommend that stokers be In- 
stalled. 

For repairs and betterment for the next two years, we should' have 
f2,6i)U.OO eacb year. 

For support we would recommend for the year ending Juir 31, 1914, 
(93,000.00; for tbe year July 31, 191G the same amount. Should the pop- 
ulation be increased we would ask that (130.00 per capita be added tor 
the increase. 

To all the employes who have been faithful in tbe discbarge of their 
duties I wish to tender my sincere thanks. 

To the members of your honorable board, I wish to express my sin- 
cere appreciation for your many courtesies and kindnese extended to me dur- 
ing the past two years.

The present bleoDlal report includes not ODly the record o( the State 
Hospital, but, for tb« first time, Includes the Detention Hospital. Tbe first 
table o( this report represents tbe movement of population at tbe State 
Hospital and does not take Into conHtderation'any ot the patients at the 
Detention Hoapltal who were not actually LrBiisf«rred to the former. The 
second table shows the movement oF tbe population at the Detention Hos- 
pital, and takes Into consideration only those wbo were Actually patients 
at detention. The remaining tables, No. 1 to No. ll>, Inclusive, represent 
the combined population ot both tbe State and Detention Hospitals and 
were compiled as It the two were one institution, ~ 

ADMISSIONS AND DISCHARGERS. 

There is a constant effort to dlscbarge as many patients as possible In 
order to keep up with tbe gradual Increase In tbe number of admissions. 
While a casual observation ot tb's tables accompanying might make It ajh 
pear that we have been successful In our efforts, yet In reality this faas not 
been entirely true. At tbe close ot the first year there was a total decrease 
In population of seventy, but by tbe end of the second year of tbe period, 
tbere was an Increase of slxty-slx. Tbe total number of patients treated 
during the whole period, both at Detention and tbe State Hospitals, was 
2,TF>e, as compared with 2,462 tor the preceding period. This shows an 
Increase ot 294, Tbe total number of dlacbarges during this period was 
1.055, as ogaiust 813 for the preceding two years. Tbls shows a more 
rapidly shifting population. 

TRAINING SCHOOL. 

The fitteenth annual commencement exercises of the Training School 
for Nurses were held on May 26, 1911, and the sixteenth on May 23, 1912. 

The total number of graduates from the school Is 232, 108 being men and 
124 women. As usual, most of our graduates have left to accept work 
which oflered better financial returns.

Dr. John F. Lovell resigned March 9, 1912, to accept an appointment at 
the Westborough State Hospital In Massacbu setts. 

Dr. William L, Patterson was appointed to the sUff April 27, 1912. 

COUNTY GUARDIAN FOR INHANE;. 

For a Dumber of years tbe question ot aateguarding the prorerty of the 
Inmates ot the Institutions (or the Insane has seemed to me worthy of con- 
sideration. It Is a well known fact that patients are often taken suddenly 
rrom their homes and no provlBlons made for the care ot their property. 
As a result, It not infrequently goes to rack and ruin or unscrupulous per- 
sona appropriated some of It. It seams to me that. Inasmuch as the state de- 
prives these people of their liberty. It Is only right that some provision should 
he made whereby their property should be looked after and their estates ad- 
ministered to tbe best advantage during the time they are confined. As 
tbe best means of solving this problem, I would suggest that a county guard- 
Ian be appointed for each county, whose duty It would be to immediately In- 
vestigate matters of this kind after a patient's commitment and wbo should 
co-operate with tbe patient in caring tor his property. 

There Is another class of cases that is not Infrequently met with in 
these instltutione. These are tbe ones who possess some little property and 
wbo have no near relatives. It seems to me only right that. Inasmuch as 
the state provides for them. In tbe event that they die In the institution, 
any of their property should revert to the state and in this way be used to 
reimburse the state for their support. 

DETENTION HOSPITAL, 

With the conclusion of this biennial period tbe new Detention Hospital 
and laws relating to It have been In operation for exactly two years. The 
plan has already proven itself to be a good one and worthy ot further dtvel- 
opment. The trial has demonstrated th^ advlaabiUty of some few changes In 
the law, but 1 hesitate to suggest what these should be, inasmuch as shortly 
after making my last biennial report to your board, I submitted several 
changes, after consulting with a number of legal advisers, but these sugges- 
tions were so hacked to pieces In tbe attorney general's oflBce, before being 
presented to the legislature, as to make It fortunate no action was taken on 
-uem by that body. 

Since the new law has been in operation, which provides for tbe volun- 
tary admission and placing of patients In the Detention Hospital, thus ob- 
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TlatlDs Imprisonment, trial and notorlet]', elxtr-two patients have come of 
their own accord, soliciting care because themselves appreciatlns their own 
mental condition. In forty-aeven ot these cases it' was made posslhte to 
avoid commitment. Twenty-one patients were placed by relatlvea and ol 
these fourteen escaped court commitment. This shows a total of sixty-four 
cases receiving treatment who would have formerly required commitment. 
When the general public and medical men in particular become more ac- 
quainted with these provisions of the law and when the advantage of early 
treatment is more fully appreciated, It Is expected the number ot patients 
received voluntarily and placed will be In the majority. 

The number ot admissions to Detention Hospital is large and is gradu- 
ally Increasing. We And the present building Is too small to make It pos- 
sible to keap patients there long enough for a satisfactory period of observa- 
don. Furthermore, It does not allow much opportunity for a stay long 
enough to provide for extensive treatment, although In many cases care for 
a brief period would make it possible to avoid ever sending these patients 
to Ibe State Hospital. 

I should tike to call the attention ot the legislature especially lo the 
appropriation which we ask for to build another Detention Hospital. 

BETTEatMENTS. 

The following Is a summary ot the work In the various mechanical de- 
partments ot which not a small proportion was done by patients. 
^ Carpenter's Department — Built over railroad scales; changed stAge and 
partitions In chapel; built Ice box for kitchen; built window frames for 
chapel, blacksmith shop, garage and dormer windows tor southwest wing; 
repaneled dining room; built one com crib; braced and sodded ice bouse; 
made two food cars and one clothes truck; made Ave cases ot drawers and 
nine sets of shelving; built partition in tinshop; built forms for concrete 
floors in west detached wing and for concrete wall In tunnel; built truck for 
concrete mixer; laid floor In engineer's house; framed eighty-two pictures 
and ten mirrors; built thlrty-sIx chairs; twenty-five Ironing boards; tour 
platforms for kitchen, put boxes on tour wheelbarrows, built two coal cases 
for kitchen, cased and hung doors for sewing room, built ten door frames, 
made niaety-nve keys, 221 screens, ten screen doors, ten lapboards, 159 
cofllBB, three dray beds, sixteen mortar boxes and took up and rela<d sixty- 
five squares ot flooring. Repair work: Ice box at slaughter touse, 18U 
doors, 60G windows, fltty-elght dressers, twenty-four stepladders, twenty 
seven settees, 162 screens, eighty-one tables, 93G locks, 1.618 chairs. 

Engineer's Department- — Installed all steel work, Including beams, col- 
umns and steel reinforcement for flreprooflng final third section ot west 
detached wing, also complete system ot conduit wiring. Including cabinets, 
' wire and fixtures, and six water closets with sewer and water connection. 
Installed steel beams and reinforcement for new connecting corridor on 
east and west sides of congregate dining room. Installed steel beams and 
reinforcements, heating system, plumbing and conduit wiring In sewing 
room section of kitchen building. Installed conduit wiring system complete 
with cabinets, wire and fixtures In remodeled kitchen and steward's oflice. 
Dismantled old kitchen and set up all old and new equipment In new kitchen, 
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wltli all Bteam, bot and cold water connection to main in tunnel. InEtalled 
conduit wiring, plumbing and heating In addition to laundry, set up new 
dry room, two washing macblnee, body Ironer and three ablrt machines and 
moved mangle and electric Ironing equipment into laundry addition. In- 
stalled all steel work, Including beams, columns and reinforcement for Hre- 
proot floors and celling ot power plant, also conduit tor wiring. Moved 
sewing machines with motor. and shafting into new sewing room. Set up 
new Heine boiler and excavated for stoker equipment for eight boilers. Set 
np clinker crusher and ash conveyor complete with motor. Replaced ail 
plumbing in southwest wing, Installing fifteen prison-type water closets, with 
automatic flush valves, three flve-aection lavatories, three slop sinks, and 
three drain bathrooms complete with hot and cold water and sewer piping, 
also conduit wiring tor three water sections. Put In conduit tor wiring tour 
wards on east side and two wards on west side where floors were taken up 
tor repairs. 

Palnter'a Department — Square yards of painting, 66,100; square yards ot 
tarred roof, 570; Dumber pieces of furniture flnlsbed, 478; number wagons 
and buggies painted, 9. 

Mason's Department— Executed all plaster and concrete work in fire- 
proofing engine room and brick and concrete work la connection with In. 
Btallation ot stokers In boiler room, fireproof floors, plastering and cement 
work in flreprooflng one-third of west detached wing, all p'lasterlng and 
cement floors in new sewing room, brick and concrete Work in making new 
entrances to dining room and chapel, alterations to water sections on all 
southwest wards. Also laid out 35,000 square feet cement sidewalks, gutters 
and roadway crossings.

Current Expenses — 1260,000 for each year ot the biennial period. It Is 
estimated that In the State Hospital for the Insane tor the coming two years 
there will be approximately 1,670 patients. This number at the annual per 
capita cost of (150. will bring the current expense ot the State Hospital to 
about (250,000 annually. It will cost about 110,000 a year to maintain De- 
tentlon Hospital, therefore, the recommendation for (260,000. 
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New Plumbing, $8,000 — This la a cootiniiation of renewing old plumb- 
iDK, wing b7 wins, througbout tbe building. 

Electric Dumb Walter*, $2,000 — These are asked for to use on tbe 
wards and In buildings where tbe dumb waiters have to be bandied by 
women employees. It Is very bard tor women to handle heavy dumb waiters 
by hand and tbe employees who are obliged to do so trequently become sick. 

Tunnel tc West Detached, $2/)00 — T}tis is for shorter food service to the 
wards and especially Cor a more direct steam service, which will result In 
some saving of coal. 

Ftreproofing Congregate Dining Room, $S,000— This is to carry out the 
Idea of the Board of Control and tbe superintendent to fireproof all buildings 
In which patients are congregated to any extent. 

Laundry Machinery, $1,000— This Is to cover the purchase ol a tew extra 
pieces of machinery needed on account ot the gradual increase of tbe hospital. 

Tile Floors, $5,000 — This is a continuation ot the request made two years 
ago, the Idea being that as tbe wooden floors are worn out in the corridors, 
they wilt be replaced by tile. 

Roads and Grounds, $750 a Year — This is for the purpose of putting In 
concrete walks and gutters and laying out the grounds about the hospital. 

Coal Conveyor, $15,000 — This la for use In conveying coal from tbe abed 
to tbe stokers. This is now done by wheelbarrows and tbe coal has to be 
handled two or three times. 

Detention Hospital No. 2, $75,000— The present Detention Hospital has 
a capacity ot forty-six patients and, as tbe monthly average of admissions 
the past few months has been about sixty, we ne.ed another building in order 
that new cases may be kept there as long as possible. We now have to 
move them rapidly over to tbe old building In order to make room for tbe 
new cases coming in and thus the purpose lor which Detention Hospital 
was built cannot be carried out as It should be. 

Morgue, $5,000— The remains ot tbe patients who die In the hospital 
have to be kept In a basement room under one of the day rooms. This Is 
not sanitary and is also depressing to the patients above. 

We would further recommend that tbe question of finishing our reser- 
voir which was partially completed several years ago or of iputtlng In another 
artesian well in place ot the reservoir be brought to the attention ot tbe 
legislature. Our water supply Is even yet in a somewhat precarious condi- 
tion and we have upon several occasions barely escaped a water famine.

Eight hundred patients have been received during the period Increu- 

ing the number under treatment to 2,022, the dally average treated being 
12G4; 725 having been sent away or died, giving an Increase for tho two 
years of 76, not a large number, were we not already overcrowded. 

Of the 800 admisBlona, 401 came from Hennepin and Rameey oountleit 

the larger number 377 from Heonepln and 24 from Ramsey, tbe lattar 
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being In tbe SL Peter dietrlct Tbls might Indicate tbe location of another 
hospital to save the patients and the attendants the latlgue ot tbe long 
journey and to eliminate the expense ol the transportation. 

Upon the opening ot the buUdJng at St. Peter for the Insane criminals, 
fifteen men were transferred to that institution on June 13, ISlf. 

Ten men aad tour women were sent to their reftpectlve states and four 
men were deported to Europe. 

Most state hospitals are overcrowded and this one Is no exception 
to the rule. It would be well were such a condition anticipated and 
provision made (or the expected Increase; It would cost no more In the 
end and It would add greatly to the comfort of these wards of tbe state. 

The auestion Is aften asked whether or not the senile cases can be 
cared for at home. In some cases they could be so cared lor but as a 
rule they would severely tax the resources of their friends, as notwith- 
standing their age and feebleness they are among the most difficult cases to 
care for; the problem ot their care- might be solved by their occupancy ot 
one story cottages at tbe present Institutions. 

The Detention hospital Is completed and will be opened for the recep- 
tion of patients September 1, 1912. ilt has room for 36 patients ot each 
sex. Alt new cases are received into this 'building; tliat portion of tbe law 
authorizing voluntary patients, Is a long step iln the right direction of 
treating such cases as sick and not as criminal i their arrest and trial pre- 
liminary to their commitment should be abolished, they being sent to the' 
state hospitals as they would be to any other hoafiJCal In any case of sick- 
ness, their friends or trained nurse conveying them thither. It Is our 
experience that the officials conveying patients to the InstltutioD under tbe 
direction ot the court, have been most hind and sympathetic but the im- 
pres^on upon the patients tliat they are prisoners under the law, is in many 
cases very disturbing. 

During the past two years, we liave had great difficulty in securing 
help to carry on the work ot the different departments. We have been 
unable at any time to secure a full complement of nurses and the changes 
Iiave been more numerous than at any time during tbe history ot the 
Institution. The general prosperity of tbe country is probably responsible 
for this state of affairs. In this connection, I would state that increased 
provision should be made for the accommodation ot married employes. I 
should like to see ine:y>enBlve cement cottages erected tor their use, each 
one to have Its own garden plot. In the conduct of such an institution as 
tblB, the heads of the departments occupy very responsible positions. This 
Is especially true ol the head ward nurses and I would like to have them 
paid wages commensurate with tbe responsibility ot that position. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION. 
SUPPORT FUND. 

Notwithstanding tbe exercise of strictest economy, the demand upon 
our support tund has increased from year to year, due undoubtedly to the 
high cost of living. It seems probable that It will be necessary to Increase 
this fund In order to get through the coming biennial period without a 
deficit ^- I 

DiqitizeObvL.OO»^IC 
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TELEPHONE SYSTEM. 

The first great need ot tbe InatUutlon is a proper intercommunicating 
telephone system as at the present time, we are unable to communicate 
with any ol our departments without sending a messenger. An 'automatic 
system of fifty phones, which can be increased to aeventy-flve If neces- 
sary, would cost (2,500, At the same time, there should be Installed a 
watchman's time service system. The coat of this would be tl.50(F. 

NEW PLUMBING. 

We should have an appropriation of (2,000 to continue the work of 
Installing new plumbing throughout the iDstitutlon. We have on hand 
considerable material tor this worli but not enough to complete it. 

A NEW POWER PLANT AND COLD STORAGE. 

Our present boilers, engines and dynamos hare been In use for a 
number of years and the demand made upon them for power and heating 
has increased to such an extent ihat an entire new plant should be in- 
stalled. This will require tlie building of a new boiler house and the pur- 
chase of, new boilers, engines and dynamos. We have practically no place 
In which to store the large quantity of coal required for this institution 
and to [trovide against contingencies. It has been necessary to pile the coal 
out ot doors. With the installation of the new power plant, coal storage 
should be provided of sufficient capacity to enable us to lay In our winter 
supply ot coal during the summer and to make the handling ot the coal 
easier for those engaged in this work; as it is now, It Is too hard to keep 
the boilers supplied with coal, besides running the risk of a shortage in 
the supply due to blocked roads and to scarcity of cars. Mr. Pillsbury has 
surveyed the proposed site for this improvement preparatory to making 
estimates for the same, "" 

MEN'S NURSES HOME. 

The home tor women nurses has greatly increased the attractiveness 

of the service besides making room for some sixty pstients. The same 

provision should, be made tor the men nurses. The room gained for patients 

■ by their removal from the wards would also be an Inducement for the 

erection of such a building. At least (7B,000 would be required for this 

DAIRY BARN. 

The appropriation for the new dairy barn enabled us to build a portion 
of that structure, giving us room at present for twenty-six stanchions be- 
sides some box stalls. Inasmuch as we are now milking some one hun- 
dred and twenty cows which are housed in the old barn, we should have an 
appropriation ot (7.500 to extend this barn two hundred feet east This 
would enable us to house all of our mllch cows in sanitary surroundings. 
As soon as the necessary funds can be secured, the old bam should be 
remodeled. 

DiqitizeabvC00»^lc 
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The work of flreproofing and renewing old floors which has been 
going on tor several years, ia not jet completed. With the continuance 
of this work. fBiOOO for each year of the bleoDial period will be required. 
This work Is of tbe greatest Importance; In a Bliort ^tlme, we expect to 
have the entire institution as flreproof as it can be made. At the eame 
time the unsanitary wood floors have been replaced by tile; the endemics 
of diphtheria and scarlet fever with which we were formerly atTllcted, have 
entirely disappeared. During the winter we will aa far bb possible, re- 
place all the bed room floors which are now of wood with cement which 
it kept painted, makes a satisfactory, sanitary, floor. 

NEW HOOP FOR LAUNDRY. 

The roof ot our laundry which Is of tin, should be replaced as It is 
leaking badly. (S.&OO would be required for this work. 

HTDROTHBRAPEUTIC AND ELECTRICAL. APPARATUS. 

We desire to install the necessary apparatus tor proper treatment of 
patients in our new detention hospital. For this purpose we would ask 
tor an appropriation of fl,5D0. 



PURCHASE OF FARM LAND. 

The reduced crops of 1910 and 1911 made it necessary for us to pur- 
(!has6 quite a large quantity of potatoes, hay and oats. The crop outlook 
for 1912 Is muc& better than for several years past. We, have an oppor- 
tunity now to purchase desirable land convenient tor our farming operation 
and I would recommend that the state secure the same. 



SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 

For twenty years all the sewage ot the institution has been taken care 
of by being received Into cement tanks and then pumped on to filtration 
areas. While this method has been more satisfactory than discharging 
directly into the creek as previously done, the expense ot keeping up year 
after year la considerable and we would recommend that a sewer be 
built from this Institution to connect with the city sewer as It enters the 
Zumbro river below the city of Rochester. This would dispose of the 
sewage and would do away with the trouble and expenee of malntalaing the 
present plant. A survey should be made ot this proposed sewer route and 
estimates for the cost of the same prepared. 



REPAIR FUND. 

In order to keep up the repairs necessarily extensive In such an institu- 
tion as this, 15,000 wilt be needed [or each year ot the biennial period. 

DiqitizeObvGoO»^IC 
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REPAJR8 AND IMPROVEMENTS DURINO THE BIBNNIAIi PBaUOD. 

Ground waa broken for the Detention bospltal. Not. 7, 1914, the 
foundation being completed that tall. The entire hulldlng was completed 
during 1911-1912. Appropriation lor this building was f 60,000. Tiie 
contract was let out to Otto Neitge of Mankato, Minn., tor $64,186. Owing 
to shortness of hetp ajid insufflcient fundB, this building was not occupied 
until September 1, 1912. This bnlldlng is connected to the main building 
by a branch tunnel, 270 feet In length to the main tunnel leading to Oie 
Duises' home. This tunnel was built by our own help with cement blocks 
and reinforced concrete root, material costing about fSOO. 

Contract for the dairy bam was let to Otto Meltfe for f4,E00. Work 
was commenced November, 1910, and completed early in 1911. This hani 
has twelve box etalls and twenty six stanchions, also dressing room and 
toilet for the milkers and a room tor the handling at milk. This bam is 
built with cement blocks manufactured here by the help of the patients. 
The isoIaUon boapltal waa begun in the early spring of 1913, and is 
nearlng completion. Contract tor the building waa let to Albert J. Outske 
tor t3,9M.50; heating contract was let to Healy Plumbing Co., tor (1,3S3; 
the plumbing was let to Kees Domestic Engineering Co., for $896; the 
electrical contract was let to Kennedy Electric Co., tor $186; the total 
amount being $6,398.60. 

The erection of a water softener of a capacity of 10,000 gallons per 
hour waa begun late In the fall of 1911 and completed the following spring. 
The appropriation tor this work was $4,700. Contract was let to the Gem 
City Boiler Co., for $3,926, the state putting In the foundation and making 
the water and sewer connections, the total cost being $4,616. This supplies 
soft water mainly to the laundry &nd boilers and to a portion of the midn 
building. 

The work of tearing out the old floor construcUou In the B. & C. 
Wards West, was commenced S«vt. 5, 1910. This was a alow burning 
couBtruction similar to that of the old capltol building and It was neces- 
sary to remove the entire floors of these six wards. They were replaced 
by reinforced concrete and tiled floors.' At this time, the second floor of the 
men's annex which was of wood, was replaced by tile. Contract has been 
let to the Twin City Tile & Marble Co. for tiling wards A 4 and D 8 West 
tor the sum of $2,616.84. Work to be begun after August 1, 1913. 

A contract was let tor the rewiring of the Administration building, 
the rear center and the west A wards, with new feeders to the east detached 
wards, to the nurses' home and to the pavilion, 'to the Minneapolis Elec- 
tric & Construction Co., for the sum of $11,292.93. This work was com- 
menecd and completed during the winter of 1910-1911, the appropriation 
for the same being $16,000. 

In the fall of 1910, the Kocheater Heat, Light & Power Co. extended 
their lines to the institution, since which time we have used gaa for cooking 
in our main kitchen, doing away with the intense heat of coal Area in 
summer and the dust and smoke incidental to the use of coal, at very 
little difference In cost. We also have used gas In some of the diet 
kitchena where it would be Imposaibie to use other fuel. 

At the beginning of tbia biennial period, we had appropriation a to the 
amount of $5,814.12 for plumbing. Of this amount, we have a balance 
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left of fl^S.SS. We have Installed «ome new plumbing In the men's annex 
and in the B wards west. We have also removed all tbe flushing tanks 
from the B wards east. Installing In their place, oil flushing Talves. A 
auantitj ot material on hand awaits help to Install it. 

Our rock crusher baring proTed too small to supply oar needs, we have 
recently (1912) Installed a new Symonds No. 6 crusher. This has tour 
times the capacity of the old crusher and enables us to meet the demands 
made upon It. The product from tb's rock crushing plant has paid for the 
installation of the new crusher. 

Out of our appropriation ot $1,000 for hydrotlierapeutlc apparatus, we 
hare spent (571.92 In the purchase of a hot air cabinet and other supplies 
for this work. ' 

TRAININQ SCHOOL FOR NUBSBS. 

Twenty-one classes have been graduated from our training school since 
Its commencement, a total of 96 men and 192 women having received 
diplomas. The following Is the list ot graduates for the past two years.

mand (or trained nurses outside of hospitals, but the demand has grad- 
ually increased until now It exceeds the supply. 

CHAMQES ON TETO MEDICAL STAFF, 

On April 14, 1911, Dr. Charles L. Chappie who had been a member of 
the medical staff since September 1, 189S, resigned to take up his resi- 
dence in the state of Washington. His place was filled hy the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Graham H. Lisor, who resigned July 31, 1912, to accept a 
position in the Dunning state hospital. This vacancy has not yet been 
jfllled. Dr. Ethel R. Beede, resigned her position May 1, 1911 as pathologist 
and pharmacist, being succeeded by Dr. Arrah B. Brarts, who resigned 
July 23, 1912, to accept a position on the medical stalt of the Qovemment 
hospital at Washington, D. C. This vacancy was filled by Dr. Elthel R. 
Beede who returned to take up the work. Roy A. Baker who had so 
acceptably filled tbe position as steward, resigned Sept. IE, 1911, to go 
Into business the vacancy thus created being filled by John Miner our 
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West, stenographer for some years, resigned her position August 21, 1911, 
and was succeeded by Miss Mae Cbristiansen. The heads of the dllTerent 
departments remain otherwise the same as at the time of the last biennial 
report.

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EXPLANATORY COMMENTS ON THE PRECEDING STATISTICAL 
TABLES. 

In ttie following comments we aim to bring to notice the variouB 
facta and opinions which are to be learned from the etatistica given in the 
tables. When practicable, we have also compared results with thoae In 
similar hospitals elsewhere. As the report of the New York state boaitl- 
tals gives us the results tor 19 years In a grouped form (see report of 
New York Lunacy Commlasion of 1907), we have found this the largest 
and most uniform fund of statistics available tor sacta comparison. (See 
also "Statistical Addenda," — a New York State report for the year 1909- 
1910.) 

In all statistical comparieons between various states, there Is one tact 
more prominent than all others. It Is the strong tendency to keep near 
some established average. We all know how near an average the weather 
statistics of each year keep. In something the same way. we see noepital 
statistics keeping near some average. It will be seen In "Death Rates" In 
"Recovery Rates" — in "Ratio of sezes committed" — in the ratio of those 
admitted who are "unmarried" — In the "ages" of commitment — and In fact 
In nearly all the general statistical results. 

As examples of the above, we find that there are practically always 
admitted more of men "single" than of women "single" — that usually 
there will alwut as many women die of tuberculosis as ot men — that we 
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tend always to admit a few more oE men than of women — that the average 
age of commltroeDt trends to be always near the age of 42 — that always the 
tendency to become inaane growa with increasing age— that the propor- 
tion of the population which is discharged, or which dies, or which remains 
in the hospital, trends to be annually about the same. 

Sex ITable No. 1) — To show accurately the comparative division o( 
' our incoming insane as to "sex'' we must needs take the whole of the 
Minnesota hospitals and the whole of the state's population. We present 
the following;

Thus, in this state, 5K p^r cent of men come as insane from a 53.2 ot 
male population. This shows a much greater tendency to become insane as 
existing among men. This larger proportion of men, we iiave been ac- 
customed to account for because of the two definite causes— syphilis and 
alcoholism — producing respe<nively paresis and nifohollc mania. Few 
women, comparatively, have paresis oi" become insane from thfe use of 
alcohol. The surplus of paretic men, over the paretic women is from 
40 to 50 cases (or each two year period — and if we assume about 40 more 
cases of insanity among men as due to alcoholism, we would reduce the tend- 
ency of all other cases of men to become insane, to about an equality of that 
of the women. 

The idea that gynoecoiogical, and sex diseases made up a prevalent 
cause among women, seems now quite abandoned, though it departed slowly 
and reluctantly. 

The New York State statistics for 19 years show a nearly equal divi- 
sion of men and women admissions upon a nearly equal population of

(including widowed and divorced) we present the following summary:

It will be seen from the above figures that 44,3 per cent of those be- 
coming Insane from both sexes, become insane while single and t'nat 
44.3 per cent of the whole piipulallon is single. This seeming accuracy 
is, however, lo be changed into one grossly different because almost all 
the insane are from the ages over 20. while the larger portion of the 
population of the state is below the age of :^0 and of course almost wholly 
■■single." 

Thus, we take those only over the age of 20 and we find as a corrected 
ratio that we get 44.lt per cent of our insane as single from a living popula- 
tion of 39.7 per cent single above the age of 20. This apparent selection of 
the "single" to become insane is due largely to the fact that many slightly 
detective or becoming insane early in life avoid marriage. 

But an even more notable difTerence is seen between the "sexes" the 
•number of Insane men showine; 54,6 per cent single, from a populatioD of 
37.3 pe.r cent single. The insane women show only 30.3 per cent single, 
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from a population of 20.3 per cent single women. The seeming Beleotion 
In the case or singie men as compared witl) single women is largely nulliSed 
when we note that in tlie general state population the number o( single 
men to select from is much greater also, that is, there are in tlie popula- 
tion of the state, fewer single women at the ebrller ages, than there are 
of single men. If, therefore, we base our percentage of tiiose becoming 
insane In each sex, upon the number of each sei living above the age 
ot 20 and single, we will And the proportion of single men and of single 
women becoming insane to be aproximately equal. 

The New York State statiatlcB also show more single men than women 
the rate being 49 per cent of single men to about 37 per cent of single 
women among the Incoming Insane. 

Readmlaalons (TSihle No, 2) — In this state, a patient leaving the hos- 
pital Is rarely discharged until, by a six month's stay at home or at work, 
lie has proven his stability of condition and Is reported back to us from 
bis home as deserving the name "recovered" or "improved." This method 
does not prevail in all states. This method evidently lessens our rates 
of "recovered" for it gives them a chance to return or to relapse. 

Under this method of procedure, we receive in this hospital an average 
of about 12 per cent ot our admissions who have been here or at a simitar 
hospital before. This Is less than Is popularly supposed. But Its impor- 
tance is greatly lessened when it Is found that few of such "readmlsslons" 
have been discharged as "recovered." 

In the last two years we have had ST readmlsslons out of a totai of 
7S1 or 11.5 per cent. Yei of this 87 only 34 had been previously discharged 
as "recovered," this being 4.4 per cent of the total admissions. We think 
this 4,4 per cent fairly represents the usual number of recurrent and re- 
lapsing cases, as an approximation. 

Nativity (Table No. 4)— The proportion of foreign born as admitted 
among those becoming insane Is shown as follows: >

Thus, nominally, we receive 63,6 per cent of foreign born insane from a 
population of only 2S,8 per cent of foreign born in the state. 

But this is grossly unjust. There are two reasons — one, because tew 
become insane under the age ot 20; second, because of those under 20 
In the stale, few are foreign born, while of those over the age ot 20, a large 
proportion are foreign born. Thus, the more true approximate ratio is the 
one of 63.6 per cent ot foreign born as coming from 58.6 per cent of foreign 
horn population. 

As an additional interest, we present also the following, concerning 
special countries, as shown by the Incoming Insane in Minnesota. 

12.3 per cent of foreign born are Germans, from a 6.5 per cent ot 
German population. 

15.9 per cent of foreign born are Swedish, from a 6.49 per cent of 
Swedish born population. 

14.5 per cent of foreign born Insane are Norwegian, from a 5.43 per 
cent ot Norwegian population. 

10.4 per cent of foreign born insane are British, from a 4.96 per cent 
ot British population. 

11.8 per cent of foreign born Insane are from other countries, from 
4.62 per cent of other population. 

This shows a selection with a fair decree ot Impartiality. 

Occupation (Table No. 5)— No special selection of any occupation is 
discernible. Nor do observation or statistics seem to afford a sate basis 
for the common claim of Insanity as due to the strain of excessive work. 
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The mora Intellectual occupations would naturaJty hare lees propw- 
tlon being Insane because those who are able to pass the stress ol at- 
taining the occupation are naturally those of least deteotlre tendencies. 
In otiier words, the man who Is able to so tbroueh the stFess of attuning 
proIeSBlon Is not usually ol the defective class. 

Forma of Insanity (Table No. 6.)— Because of the differing methods 
of naming Insanity, no comparison Is practicable, except In tbe one form, 
"General Paresis." As this la a quite definite and precise form and is 
also the subject at much study and Interest, a table showing the pro- 
portion of such cases admitted Is here presented. In listing cases for 
this tabulation, all repeated cases are omitted, also all doubtful cases. 
Most cases stay with us until death and thus become accurately studied. 

This table gives the annual percentage of paretic cases sdmftted 
to the total nunHber of admissions; also <the maximum age on admission, 
the minimum age and the average age for that year; also the average 
duration of the disease for the cases of that year that died while in tbe 
hospital.

COMMENTS. 

1. The above tabulation covers 330 separate cases. 

2. The cause of paresis is quite surely syphilis, and the time of the 
syphilitic Infection seems to precede the paresis by about ten or twelve 
years, as an average. It Is very rarely so short as five years — rarely over 
twenty years. 

3. The age of paretics averages quite closely 41 to 42 years on ad- 
mission, chieOy because this age allows the needful time after the syphilit- 
ic infection. 

4. Tbe proportion of men who become paretic, is larger than that of 
women, because of their more frequent exposure to syphilis. 

G. The older and the younger paretic cases are Just as typical In form as 
those of average age. 

6. The larger number of syphllitlcs escape paresis, for what reason Is 
not known. 

7. Very few prostitutes have been admitted. 
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S. No very remarkable cases of remission occurred among the cases. 
FoBslbl; tbiB iB largely because tbey are admitted here, as a rule, only after 
the cases have liecome advanced. 

9. The average lapse ot time from the first appearance of Insanity 
up to the time of death Is approximately about two and one-halt years. 
Eight of the cases are placed as having a duration of over five years. 
Two very typical anl unmistakable cases had a duration of 7H and S years 
respectively. Two other cases, not included in the above table, had longer 
duration, but were rather peculiar In their behavior and are excluded 
for that reason. 

10. Syphilis is not "proven" in a large proportion of cases, but In most 
of the others. It is "probable." 

Agei on Admission. (Table No. 7) — Table No. 7 shows the ages on ad- 
mission and shows that few are admitted before the age ot 20; that the 
largest number comes at about the age of 3S; and that fewer and fewer 
come thereafter, till at the age of SO there are very few, indeed. 

As the above showing Is apt to mislead, a new table was constructed 
(See Journal American Medical Association, December, 1909), to show the 
real "proportionate liability" of the differing ages. This table shows an 
increasing tendency to become insane with increasing age till death. Thus, 
at the age of 90, there are few living and therefore few become Insane, yet 
It there were an equal number living in each decade, those ot age 90 
would show the larger number becoming Insane. The last column there- 
fore. Is not an actual percentage, but a "relative" percentage — the per 
cent for each decade of life, if there were an equal population ot each age. 
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Deaths (Table No. 3) — The most prominent fact shown In the death 
rate of a hospital of fbis class is its tendency to approximate the average 
shovn In similar hospitals. The second prominent fact is that it is always 
about three or four times as large as that of the general population of 
all ages. 

The annual percentage ot deaths, based on the number of patients 
treated, annually for each of the last 16 years in this hospital (dating from 
the repeal ot the law sending Inebriates to this hospital) is shown in the 
following table. Also in the last column Is shown the percentage of deaths 
based on the average population for that year. 
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COMMENTS. 

1. The average annual deatb rate Is sbown to be 6.7 per cent and is 
tbe usual death rate used. The death rate ot S.44 is baaed on the average 
population and is for comparison with rates outside. 

2. The death rates In bospltals or th)a class vary some according to 
the disease conditions, but more according to the following causes: 

(a) Increased by a transfer of usually healthy incurables to other 
hospitals. 

(hi Increased by an Increase in the number of admissions, the death 
rate being much higher among the new patients. 

(c> Increased by the increased age of the chronics as the hospital 
gets older. Those who have been here 25 to 30 years have a natural death 
rate about 4 times as large as the incoming. 

(d) Increased by an increase of Incoming seniles — those from 60 to 
90 years of age. 

(e) A death rate is also increased by having many tncoming patients 
as compared with few chronic cases. Thus, if one hospital has 300 Incoming 
patients and only 1,000 In all. Its death rate will be much larger than 
one having 300 incoming patients, with 2,000 in all. 

3. The death rate at this hospital has been increasing because ot 
the following reasons: 

(a) About 624 of healthy selected patients have been transferred to 
the Hastings and Anoka asylums. In the past 10 years. 

(b) The proportionate number of admissions has Increased by about 
25 per cent during the past 6 or S years, the total population remaining 
about the same. 

(c) The hospital befian its work in 1880 and Its earlier caaee who 
survived the disorders of the acute Insanity, are now showing the in- 
creased death rate of the ordinary senility. 

(dl The death rate tor men averages (]ulte uniformly higher tor men 
and this too is in spile of the fact that about twice as many vomen 
as men die of tuberi'ulosla. But If we lake away the surplus of deaths 
from paresis among the men (and these cases die quite surely In less 
than 2 yearsl, we will nearly account for all the surplus of deaths among 
the men. About one death out of every five among the men is due to 
l)areBis and paretic cases die on an average oC leas than a year 
and a half after coming. The men have also had the larger number of new 
admissions, among whom the death rate Is always larger. II all our 
re chronic, ihe death rate would be much lower 
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The New York State hospitals report a death rate for the whole state 
for the year ending In 1910. of 6.8 per cent of the whole number treated. 
They also report a death rate of 7.6 per cent for men as againet a death 
rate of 6.0 for women, thus again showing the adherence to a general 
average tendency, to an increased death rate among men. 

Another analysis of the deaths may also he found useful. We make It 
by considering the number of deaths from paresis — from those over 80 years 
of age— those of age TO to SO — and those From age 60 to 70. All these would 
have a high death rate anywhere. 
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The total of paretic cases and those over age 60, Is 730 or about halt . 
of the total of 1,464 deaths. 

As the death rate for the age 60 is something like 4 times that of the 
age 30, and the death rate of age TO, Is probably near S times as great, and 
as the death rate of paretics Is ahead of them all, there Is seen a strong 
reason tor an Increased death rate. 

It will be noted that there are more deaths at ages 70 to SO than from 
60 Co 70, This seems odd at first, but it Is probably due to the increasing 
tendency to become insane as the person grows older, and not that there 
Is a greater living population at that age, than at the younger age. 

It will be noted that about 22 per cent of all our deaths are at ages 
over 70 — and that about 7 per cent are at ages over 80. We received two 
patients of age 90 and over this last year. One man died at age 91 and 
one woman at age 98. 

The tubercular cases form a subject of most coocenlrated Interest 
at the present time. We present the following table, showing the rate 
for 20 years past.

1. ThlB taJile abows a marked lesaeaing of deaths from tubercutoals. 
Thus the average for 22 yeara la 18.3 per cent ot all deatha. But tor the 
first tea yeara It waa 23.7 per cent, for the next five yeara. It was, 20.2 
per cent; for the last aeren years, 11.0 per cent. 

This is a large decrease, but again, part of it 1b only apparent m 
comparative. The other death causes have tncreaaed, thus making an 
apparent decrease In this one cause. Study abowa that nearly one-half 
of tbia apparent decrease may be cut off. Still, this leaves a decrease 
which may be expreaaed aa a decrease of 26 per cent. 

No pecullai' methods aeem equal to accounting tor this, thou^ incfeaa- 
ing care baa been steadily sought. 

2. The men have always shown the smaller death rate. It Is verr 
nearly one-halt the rate for women. It is auppoaably due to the more 
active and outdoor life. 

3. The local variations can hardly be acocunted for. 

4. The New York State boapltala tor 1907 show a rate of 12.2 per 
cent aa compared with ours of 12.3 per cent for 1910. The same hoapltala 
for a period of nineteen years also show a very nearly halt rate tor men 
as compared with women. Thus, again, we see the close adherence to 
an average tendency. 

Recoveries (Table No. 10) — The recovery rate reported tor hospitals 
tor the insane has varied greatly, showing from IG per cent up toward 
50 per cent . A great deal of this variation ia due to methods of marking 
cases. It then all, that are aent out, both as "recovered," as "improved," 
be considered in one sum, It Is a sum not very susceptible to differences 
of usage. It covers alt who are able to go out and to stay and live ont- 
side. 

If we take this as a number to use In comparisons, then hoapltala 
will trend toward about the aame general and average result In this 
hospital, the dlacharges ot both "improved" and "recovered" has tor the 
paat fourteen yeara averaged 42. G per cent ot the number admitted in the 
same time. New York State boapltale tor 1907 abow 45.7 per cent 

The "recovery rate" tor thla hospital averaged tor the paat fourteen 
years Is 20.0 per cent tor men and 16.69 tor women. 

Increase In the Number Insane (Table No. 11) — A prevalent ques- 
tion la the one "Is the proportion of the Insane Increasing!" It is a diffi- 
cult question to answer and cannot be answered with certainty. It is 
evident that many people formerly In poor houaea are in the hospltala now. 
It is also sure that many previoualy ataylng at home come to the hospitals 
In these later yeara. It la quite probable that the laat reaaon may approxi- 
mately account for all of the difference. • 

An approximate estimate ot the increaae ot the Insane as shown in 
the population under state control in Minnesota, la shown by the following 
tAble:

ThlB shows the increase of Insane to bare been most marked In 
Hlnnesota between 1890 and 1900. New York State reports also greater 
increase in those years. Tfals state was a new state, and had no residue 
of older native population. This may be somewhat of a reason. As some- 
what favoring the actuality of this last claim, a table sbowlng the "ad- 
missionB" does not show as large an increase: 
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These figures are not the annual ones, but are for two years, (The 
annual figures are not given In the published reports In all cases.) To get 
an annual rate, we ma? take the halt of the two annuals and then we will 
get the following approzlmaUoa: 

ISttO — One admlaiion tor every 2,2tS of population. 
1900 — One admlaslon for every 1,085 of population. 
1910 — One adtntsalon lor every 1,DE8 of population. 

New York State, with an insane population of 32,668, reports tor 
the year 1910 to have one insane tor every 279 ot population. It also re- 
ports for that same year, one admission as Insane, to every 1,193 of popula- 
tion; 

THE INCREASE IN THIS HOSPITAL. 

As regards the Increase in this hospital and from the district sup- 
plying this hospital we would offer the following table, which first shows 
the annual Increase (or decrease) and then the Increase as It would have 
been except for the transfer away of selected and healthy persons. 
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Thus tbe Increase from our territory would bave been 727 tor the 14 
yeara or about 52 per year. For tbe paet six years, tbe increase bas been 
436 or about 72 per year. 

The transfers away from thie hospital during tbe years since 1900, 
are shown in the following table: 
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There is thus shown as sent away 624 individual cases, selected as not 
being aged, or sickly or immediately curable. A result of this policy is 
that our percentages are affected— notably the death rate is considerably 
Increased. 

The Ultimate Diapoiitlon of the Insane. (A New Table) — A few years 
ago, noilng the lack of any information in the tallies as to what was tbe 
ultimate proportionate disposition of insane patients, we constructed, a 
table to show this (See Journal American Medical Association. Dec. lltb. 
1909.) 

This table, liere given, assumes 1,000 Insane patients, newly ad- 
mitted, of the average character I sties, and kept entirely separate from any 
former or after coming patients. Of this J, 000 patients, we would show 
how many leave "recovered" and when; how many leave "improved," and 
when; how many leave "unimproved," and n'ben; and bow many die, and 
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COMMENTS. 

1. Nearly one-halt of the caeee (465 out ol 1,000) are dlepoaed of before 
staying one year. The activity of change is largely in the recent cases. 

2. The death rate of recent cases ii large. This le partly due to the 
admlsBlon of "seniles" and "paretics,'' but partly also to the Indirectly 
fatal character of acute insanity. 

3. A large number go out and stay out as "improved." This does not 
Include any who merely go out and "return" (a large number) but those 
who prove able to remain at home. 

4. Those staying in the hospital after 4 to 6 years, live about as 
long as an eaual number outside. 

6. The table is of course "approximate" but is felt to 'be a close 
apifroximation.

The gtady of the movement of population, as given above, conflrms tbe 
Gtatemeut concerning these same conditions that was made In my last 
biennial report, and I quote from that statement berewltb: "The Increase 
In population, aa shown by the statistics, Is slgnlflcant ol the failure on tbe 
part of the state to provide lor the constantly growing number of tbe Inflane. 
Not necesBarily an absolute Increase, but relative to the growth In popula-

tlon. There Is a constaDt migration of the Inefficient and tli« incapable, 
wblcb on account ot transportation racllltles tends to gatber wber« Indus, 
trial conditions demand a large amount of UDshllled labor; and tbe number 
of thiB class that is committed to our hospitals Is Increasing steadily. » • • 
This Increase shows also, unfortunately, when compared with the fignres 
lor the two previous biennial periods, that more patients are not sent to the 
hospital until tbelr condition is hopeless. In other words, they are not sent 
to Che hospital for treatment but for custody. This tendency means also. 
that the relative Increase In the population of the hospital is not only great- 
er, but that, as time goes on, the ratio of this increase will be larger." 

No one famUiar with modem industrial conditions, the economic rela- 
tions that result, and the growing tendency to shift responsibility from the 
individual to tbe community will be surprised at tbe disposition to enlarge 
tbe definition ot insanity to include those wbo will not or cannot work, and 
require personal care. About 40 per cent of the patients received during 
the last bfenlal period belong to this class. In the younger ones this condi- 
tion Is congenital: while In the older ones the condition is a sequence ot 
degenerative changes in tbe organism, having their origin In alcoholism, 
sypbilis, tuberculosis, etc. 

In the first class tbe Inefficiency shows itself during adolescence by 
lack of capacity to learn, and in early adult lite by Inability to persist defin- 
itely in anything. The acquired condition is largely a premature senility, 
because the mental inefficiency is associated with degenerative body 
changes. However, these people are not committed to our hospitals because 
their Insanity Is appreciated, but because they are a burden upon the fam- 
ily or the community. That this statement is warranted is shown by the 
converse. It the Individual will work, can care for himself, or has means 
to supiport him. his insanity is not recognized nor appreciated; yet he is 
more dangerous to the community; particularly when he Is aggressive, be- 
cause social Intercourse tends to follow lines ot least resistance, 'and he 
receives consideration and opportunity because it is less trouble to yield 
than to oppose bis demands. To this tatter class belong those who are 
eventually committed to our care as dangerous, from the courts, the state 
prison, and from the reformatory. Even in tbe last two, tbe test ot In- 
efficiency Is not the insanity ot the Individual, but his inability or unwllllng- 
noBS to work or conform to the regime ot prison life. 

The relation of these facts to the conditions in our public institutions 
is the explanation they offer for the constant and Increasing overcrowding 
in the state hoapltala, and the apathy and Indifference of the general public 
that 1b refiected in the failure of the legislature to provide room and facil. 
ties for tbe care of those whose commitment they lACJtly encourage, by 
providing that they shall be supported by the state; consequently the family 
and tbe community cannot be blamed if they take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to turn over to the care of the state those who are dependent and re- 
quire personal supervision and attention. 

That these people are better off in the care ot the state, no one familiar 
with the tacts will deny; but the general public does not and will not appre- 
ciate that tbe crowding of them Into our state hospitals tends to make these 
Institutions custodial only, and robs them ot their chief function in the effort 
to restore those cases where there is a chance tor recovery. Then, too, 
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the number of the hopeleaely cbroalc Is becoming bo large that the standard 
of care required (or them tends to become the kind of care provided for all, 
and the disposition Is-to restrict the facilities prorided accordingly. In the 
beginning, too much was attempted to be done, and because the changes in 
population and the character of our civilization were not realized and could 
not be foreseen, now, that the financial burden bas become so great, the 
tendency Is to maintain the form and Igifore the substance. That la, we have 
buildings that are called hospitals, but neither the men nor the faciliUee to 
enable them to perform their function la study and treatment; while the 
overcrowding subordinates everything to the struggle to bouse, feed, and 
clothe the constantly increasing population. 

In spite of these discouraging conditions, however, we should not lose 
Bigbt of the fact that what has l>een done by the state has been Increas- 
ingly well done, and that insofar as we have been enabled to go It has been 
in the right direction. This is particularly true with regard to buildings 
and improvements, so far as they have gone. Besides, those who are re- 
Bponslble for the supervision and government of our state hospitals are 
fully alive to the needs that an uninformed public of^lnion has not yet pro- 
vided the means to meet. The public gets what it demands always! Let 
us hope that It may soon learn to demand that the wards of the state who 
are Insane shall have adequate provision for tbelr care and treatment, and 
that In the Institutions devoted to their care, adequate provision be made 
for the study of preventive means, that Is now so much to the fore. 

The history of tlie Asylum for the Dangerous Insane, since It has been 
opened, confirms what was anticipated from the experience of other states. 
The provision is wholly Inadequate, and tbe statute is so drawn that there 
Is no check upon commitments; so that the building Is overcrowded now; 
while if the rate at which commitments from the district courts, and trans- 
fers from the state prison and the reformatory have been made, continues, 
in a short time the cases belonging In tlie institution for the dangerous in- 
sane will have to be received In the hospital proper. 

According to the ratio of dangerous insane to tbe whole number of 
Insane In the state, as determined In New York, there are at least 350 
persons in our .institutions now who are proper cases for custody In an in- 
stitution provided for them especially. Furthermore, these cases are cus- 
todial always and otter practicaly no prospect for recovery; because their 
insanity has but made apparent in their conduct what was Inherent in their 
makeup: so that an institution provided for their custodial care will answer 
the purpose. A long step backward was taken In establishing such an in- 
stitution as a part of one of our hospitals for tbe Insane. 

NEW FLOORS NORTH WING. 

Owing to the overcrowding o( the wards for men, the putting In of new 
floors could not be undertaken this year; and the amount appropriated two 
years ago Is not sufficient to complete the work, so that an additional ap- 
propriation should be asked tor. 

THIRD STORy ON DETACHED WARDS SOUTH. 

We can care for more people in the detached wards south in the day 
time, than we have dormitory room for at night. There is abundance of

room Id tbe Incompleted balf etorj of this buildlne, if tbe roof ie raised, to 
give us all the dormitory space needed, and as thle addittonal s^taco can be 
provided for a comparatively small sum, It sliould be done as soon as pos- 
sible. 

FIRBPROOFING DETACHED WARDS NORTH. 

The time baa come when the flreprooflng ot the detached nards north 
should be undertaken, not only on account of tbe risk from fire, but for 
sanitary reasons also, as the interior of the building U in bad shape and the 
floors about worn out. 

RAISING KITCHEN TO FIRST FLOOR. 

The present main kitchen Is now a thoroughfare, cannot be kept clean, 
and 1b Inadequate for the purpose. If the walls ol tbe building are raised 
and a new roof put on, tHere will be room to bring the kitchen atxtve ground, 
and provide proper refrigeration. It will also be more sanitary; while the 
space now occupied by the kitchen can be used tor a vegetable room. 

ADDITION TO COAL BUNKERS. 

Tbe steady increase In building at this institution makes It necessary 
to Increase our coal storage by addition to tbe present building, and this 
should be done as soon as possible, as piling coaf out of doors is not only 
dirty but wasteful. 

ADDITION TO MECHANICAL, EQUIPMENT. 

In addition to tbe work already completed on the steam plant, stokers 
should be provided eo that we may use fuel more economically. 

FARM HOUSE. 

The present farm bouse Is about fifty years old, Inadequate, and nearly 
ready to tumble down. It Is not fair to ask the farmer to continue to lire 
In it. 

REPAIRS TO ENGINEER'S AND ASSISTANT ENGINBEat'fl HOUSES. 

These buildings need repairs to put them in good order to live in, espe- 
cially the assistant engineer's house, which la old. 

FINISHING COW BARN. 

' In order to make our new cow barn completely sanitary, It will be nec- 
essary to substitute steel girders and Iron posts for the present wooden 
ones. Then the celling can be lathed and plastered, and the barn be made 
a sanitary stable. In adidtlon there la equipment needed for the transporta- 
tion of feed and fodder. 

ASYLUM FOR DANGEROUS INSANE. 

Additional buildings should be provided at once for the dangerous In- 
sane. Provision should be made for at least two buildingB, so that these 
people, who are so difficult to care for, may be properly classified.

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STATISTICAL TABLES. 

Tbe Following statistical etudles are concerned with all o[ tbe patients 
admitted to the hospitals in St. Peter during the past eighteen years. The 
object of this method ot study is to present all of tbe facts obtained from 
the careful exartlnatlon of tbe individual patient when admitted, together 
with a record of the information obtained as to bis condition before coming 
Lo the hospital. 

So far as possible we have avoided arbitrar}' arrangement and have 
[ollowed what seems to us to be the natural sequence in the description of 
tbe conditions found. The only arbitrary arrangement has been tbe dirlslon 
of tbe patients Into four ctassea, representing the dlRerent degrees of detect 
present and tbe form In which degeneration Is manifested. We have classed 
as "unstable" all of those individuals, without regard to age, who have 
become insane and apparently completely recovered. Under the heading 
"primary degeneration" we have classed all those individuals who have 
become Insane during tbe period of adolescence and who have not recov- 
ered, We class as "consecutive" those who have become Insane during tbe 
period of adutt life as tbe result of physical disease, mental or physical 
strain or overwork, and who do not recover. Under tbe bead of "senile 
degeneration" we class all those who become insane after flfty-five years of 
age, and lapse into dementia. 

Although this classification is apparently arbitrary, it really la not, 
except as to the assumption that all who become insane represent some 
degree of Instability or defect. 

Under "heredity" are classed those constitutional conditions usually de- 
scribed as diathetic, and which have been found to exist in the parents or 
near relatives of the patient. 

Under "concurrence" Is recorded tbe presence of diathetic conditions 
In other members of tbe family in the same generation. 

"Under "mental state" we designate tbe manifestations of mental aber- 
ration present at tbe time of admission, and in such terms as seem to us 
most primary and least liable to misinterpretation. 

Under "form of sense perversion" we enumerate tbe manifestations of 

perversion in the special senses as we have been able to detect them. Tbe 

same plan has been followed In the two other subheads of the second table. 

. The statement of the manifestations of intellectual impairment as we have 

observed them, and tlte nature ot the delusion that they represent. 

In the third table is recorded our observation of the physical defects 
found and the affections of tbe general nervous system. 

The other tables cover the result ot physical examination, and need no 
explanation. 

These tables, and the methods of study Involved In their preparation, 
have been in use long enough for ua to formulate some conclusions as to 
iheir value as a means of record and their gigniflcance with relation to in- 
sanity and its manifestations. Tbe result of this method of study has lii'en 
to determine the relation of tbe performance of tbe vegetative functions to 
mental activity In tbe Insane, and the influence of disease conditions, or 
impaired functional activity In tbe body organs, in tbe production and main- 
tenance of perverted mental activity, as well as the relation between 
chronic degenerative changes in these organs and similar changes in the

At tbe expiration of tbe period there were 610 patients on parole, an 
increase of 13T over the number at tbe beginning oC the periad. 

The work of tbe ofHce has been carried on In much the same manner, 
visits having been made at the reqireets of the superintendentB for informa- 
tion regarding patients and also to patients, who, in the oplnioa of tbe 
agent, are In need of special attention. Reports of visits have been sent 
to the superintendents of tbe respective institutions and duplicates of such 
reports are kept on tile In this office. 

The work of tbe agent is not an entirely thankless one, as I have bad 
very satisfactory interviews with relatives and Judges of probate who are 
pleased that tbe state makes provision for the after-care of patients who 
have been in state hospHalB. and the visits of the agent, in addition to what- 
ever benefit they may be to the patients, create a better feeling among 
tbe relatives and neighbors, as they realize that the patients are not entirely 
lost track of when tliey .ire released from the institution. 

One of the worst difficuUies that the agent has to contend with ia tbe 
use of liquor by paroled patlfints, especially in the cities and by those whose 
cominlimpnt was directly attributable to the use of liquor. In the country 
and the smaller lowns this oan he pretty well prevented, but In the cities 
it seems an Impossibility and I have had complaints From the relatives of 
patients who say that, their husband, or father, or brother, as the case may 
be. would lie all right if he did not drink. One woman had arranged to col- 
lect her fansband's wages, but in spite of this he often came home partially 
Intoxicated, and on one occaeicn she was obliged to call in a policeman to 
quiet bim. She sayfi that his fellow workmen treat him and that unscru- 
pulous saloonkeepers trust him for liquor. 

During the past few months 1 have recommended the boarding at home 
of two men who would otherwise have had to have been returned, as t 
FamiSies were not in a condition to support them. Your board baa i 
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eeeted enlarging this scheme to rell«Te the congestion In tjie hospitals. 
There are, no doubt, many cases in the hospitals who could get along outside 
and who might even be able to do some work under Bupervlslon and wbos« 
relatives or friends would take them out if they were paid for their board. 
They could be released on parole and looked after the same as tbe other 
paroles. The superintendents could recommend those suitable for such 
release and arrangements made either through correspondence or hj the 
agents for their parole. 

There bas been considerable confusion regarding the parole ^rlod of 
six months; many paroled patients have the impression that they are dia- 
uharged at the end of six months and can get control of their property. 
When there is considerable property involved this has often been the cause 
of trouble, as several patients have gone to tbe expense of seeing an attor- 
ney about being restored to capacity. I have had some difficult)' in straight- 
ening out these troubles and assuring patients and guardians that tbe dis- 
cbarge is not necessarily given at the end of six months, but at such time 
as conditions warrant it. Lately there has been a change in the parole 
agreement which will eliminate such trouble in the future. 

We have met with but few complaints on the ipart of neighbors to 
liavlng a paroled patient in the vicinity. Unless the patient becomes a nuie- 
unce or is actively troublesome, the majority of people are willing to make 
■allowances for them and the trlends and relatives are usually considerate 
:ind helpful. Whenever wc have received such complaints we have investi- 
gated conditions and on several occasions we have been able to adjust 
matters satisfactorily without having the patient returned. 

We wish to express our thanks to your Board and to the officials ot the 
fnstltutions for the advice and assistance given us.

The work of State Agent for Paroled Insane has changed but little since 
my last report. It, however, is growing much more luterestiog and far 
more encouraging. At first It seemed llhe a useless expenditure of money, 
and tallying to people about it was lihe throwing a ball against the side of 
the bouBS, only to see It bound all again, leaving no impression whatever. 
Tlie only apparent hope was the curiosity aroused by the peculiar line of 
work and the continual pegging away Id this direction has left Its Impres- 
aion, at least. This has l>«en noticed more in the last year as 1 have passed 
through the state. People whom I meet from time to time have watched 
paroled L-ases and are convinced that what has been told them was true. 

In one small town were two paroled women, one of whom was greatly 
feared and shunned by the other women. Now she is a member of their 
little sewing circle, Is treated like the rest of the number and it she hap- 
pens to do or say anything peculiar it goes apparently unnoticed. 

Care has been taken to make them understand people who are on parole 
are convalescent from Insanity the same as they would be from typhoid or 
any other sickness. This seems to be very comforting to both patient and 
friends and the reason we would lll<e so much to have our name as State 
Agents for Paroled Insane changed to one more encouraging to health. 

The work of the State Agent for Paroled Insane has become so well 
known through the state that now instead of our hunting for cases many of 
them come to us. Both ramilles and patients send for us to come and 
straighten out the difficulties in the families or the neighborhood, as the 
case may he. 

People who have friends whom they feared were becoming Insane have 
come to talk about it and make Inquiries regarding the state hospitals and 
how patients are treated there, etc. 

It in needless to tell how the agent Is pelted with questions regarding 
"crimes" and "cruelty" occurring in the hospitals, but the long years ol 
service and positions we have held in the institutions have been of great 
value In such cases and we have been able to relieve the minds of such 
morbidly curloun indlvlduala. although it has often taken considerable time 
and reasoning to convince them. 
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On« oC tbe moet unfortunate conditions we meet bo often Is tbe con- 
tinual number ot babies just arrived or soon expected In the homes ot tbie 
unfortunate claas of patients. One family, wherp both parents have lieen 
patients in one of our state hospitals for Insane, tjiinli it "a duty to God" 
to have many children, and wlien J visited this family a short time ago 
the father had become Insane again and was in a general hospital waiting 
to be committed to tbe state institution, and his wife almost as bad as he. 
Another mother ot four children, who has had three more since she came 
from one ot our state hospitals, has lately had to be returned leaving this 
family of small children. It is useless to go into more details, but this is 
certainly a matter for the study ot the eugenic society. 

We find more people willing to help us in many ways than in the past. 
One kind woman In St. Cloud has been of great service. She not onlj has 
secured plenty of work for one of our ladies, but makes nice friendly visits, 
taking with her a fresh loaf of broad or some dainty from her own kitchen 
with a generous supply of good cheer. 

I do not want to close my report without speaking of the courtesy and 
help we have received from some of tbe oBlcers at the court house in Min- 
neapolis, especially Court Commissioner Bates and Mr. Hamilton, one of 
the deputy aherifts, who keep us carefully posted regarding our people in 
tbe city, besides many other favors received from them during the time we 
have been In this work, 

1 also wish to thank our superintendents and others who have kindly 
been of much assistance and to yon gentlemen, whose kindness and cheerful 
encouragement have meant so much to us.

HEALTH AND MORTALITY. 

EPIDEMICS. 

During January. 1911, there was a mild outbreak ol scarlet fever, con- 
fined to tbe Girls' Custodial Building, atid limited to twenty cases. Done

contracted away from tfie institution and It 
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was conDned largely to the female group. The iaiection was Eevere, autJ 
109 girls and 42 boys were affecteU. Tbe fatalities numbered 8, of which 
7 cases were girls, and 1 a boy. 

During tbe period an interesting study has been made ot the vlrulency 
of dlpbtheritl-c bacilli, which it is now well known, exist with more or less 
constancy In many human throats, especially where the Individuals are. con- 
gregated in schools, institutlona, etc. The result of these studies Is shown 
In table No. S. 

Tbe well known advantage of outdoor and sunshine 1b Illustrated In the 
dropping percentage of case« involved from 10,72 in winter to 6.1 in summer. 

The mortality (see table No. 6) has been slightly higher than tor the 
previous period. We are frequently receiving cases tbat are moribunfl 
when admitted and charity demands their retention and eare, even though 
the outcome makes an unfavorable showing.

RESEARCH WORK. 

During the period, three lines of Investigations have been carried on. 
FInt, a survey of inmates, directed by Dr. Fred Kublmann, Director ot 
Research. The result of this survey and the director's observation upon 
same will be found upon page 227, The regular application ot th* Blnet- 
Slmon test as a routine matter after two years use, has demonstrated the un- 
questionable [M'actlcal value as a ready means ot determining very closely the 
mental capacity ot the child; hence, Us value for classifying and thus 
determining the most suitable training available tor each child. The labor- 
atory has been supplied with a ZImmermann Contact Clock, a Deprez Signal, 
an Bwald Chronoscope, a stop watch, a Metronome with electrical coo- 
tacts, and complete llaablight photo apparatus. 

Second — ^Bacteriological Investigations concerning the presence and vlr- 
ulency of diphtheria bacilli already referred to. This laboratory has been 
supplied with an electric centrefuge imd hot-air sterilizer. 

Third — Tbe collection ot, and systematic study of data concerning the 
pedigrees of mental detectives. This latter work has been carried on under 
tbe appropriation for clinical and sclentiflc work tor hospitals for Insane, 
school for teeble-minded and penal inBtitutlons. which your board secured 
from the last legislature. The direct supervision ot this work having been 
assigned by jour board to a committee ot three Institution executives, the 
latter, after considering the situation carefully, decided to recommend that 
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the fleld wor^ start from this Institution. Miss Saldee Devttt, a trained 
field worker was secured through the Eugenics office at Cold Spring Harbor, 
N. Y. Reports have be^n made to the committee and to you from time to 
time ot the progreas ot this investigation, and it only remains to present 
the following summary. 

From October 1, Itfll, to August 15, 1912, there have been more or Ibbb 
complete studies made of 6S families, representing 99 Inmates in this insti- 
tution. In these, there have been found, among the 4.766 individuals in- 
volved, 284 feeble-minded, or an average of 4,37 to each family; 50 epileptics. 
61 insane. 220 alcoliolics, S3 migrainous, 3 choreics, 9 paralytics or apoplec- 
tics and 11 syphllitlcs: 300 died Id Infancy, 134 died vrhile young; then 
there were histories given of S5 miscarriages and 7 still births. One hundred 
and nve were sex offenders, 22 showed marked criminalistic tendencies. 
There were 215 tubercular cases, II blind. 11 deaf, 3 tramps and 4 suicides. 
There were only 852, or 17.8 per cent known to be normal, though there are 
2,276 Individuals whose status is yet to be investigated. 

Arrangements have been completed for the employment of an additional 
field work«r and a. clinical assistant. 

8TA.TE AGENTS' WORK. 

The work of the State Agents baa been very helpful In following up 
and reporting the conditions governing the inmates that for various reasons 
have gone out from this institution, as well as In looking into conditions 
of applicants, when by reason of inability to admit all, for lack of room, the 
most urgent only could be received. 

MATERIAL IMPROVEMENTS DURING PERIOD. 

Th^ following extensions and material improvements for which the 
last legislature made provision and for which the appropriations have 
become available, have been completed, viz,: (1) new boiler house, (2) 
additional boiler aud automatic stoker, (3) coat and ash handling equipment. 
(4) subway to Sunnyslde end Skinner Hall, (5) low pressure steam mains 
through subway, (6) employes dining room, (7) new well with supply pump, 
Underwriters flre pressure pump, extension of Are mains to each of the 
large buildings and installation ot six new flr« hydrants; (8) new engine 
and electrical generator. (9) auxiliary draft fan and engine and (10) new 
hot water service. 

The following are In process of construction aud will te completed 
this season, viz.: (I) flreprooSng and plumbing south tower. (2) dairy bams, 
13) rewiring of old buildings (In part). (4) walks and driveways relocated 
on permanent plan (In part) and play ground apparatus; and (5) a dormi- 
tory building for Grandview Colony, 

The appropriation for a new sewer system has not been expended except 
a small amount used in drilling test holes and for engineers' services In 
preparing preliminary tentative enlarged plans for river discharge, the 
present system, alid plan tor septic tank treatment. In view of the improved 
method in septic tank construction and operation it seems advisable to 
hold the matter In abeyance until the coming legislature has had an oppor 
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tuniCy to appropriate an additional sum lor a plaat ot thiB kind and tbus 
eliminate river dlflpoaal entirely. 

The |2,000 appropriated four years ago tor additioa to hospttal waa 
found inadequate tor the purpose and bas been allowed to revert to the 
treasury. (Reference to the needs of this department Is made later.) 

The flreprooflng of the third story of the main building could not be 
done satisfactorily by reason of the elimination ot the appropriation tor 
employee' building from the bill ae passed, and the tact that we cannot vacate 
the rooms directly underneath while the old work is being torn out and re- 
placed. It Is very desirable that this should be done. The request lor 
the building lor help will be renewed. 

The last addition provided for by the appropriation for "Building lor 
Inmates" by the seBslan ot 1909, bas been completed at the Waloott Colony 
and accommodates fifteen (15) farm boys very comfortably. It waa built 
as an addition to the old residence purchased with the farm, and steam 
heat and plumbing are now supplied to the latter building also. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The matter of insufficient fire protection and the cost of water supply 
which had become increasingly embarrassing as the extension of buildingu 
and of inmate population increased have been markedly Improved by the 
completion of an Independent well, the installation of an Underwriter pump 
ot TGO gallons capacity per minute ; the installation of six additional hy- 
drants, the addition of a new well on the Institution grounds and the aub- 
stantlal reduction in rate paid for Faribault city water service for domestic 
purposes. The new well bas a Sowing capacity at the ground ot 316 gallons 
per minute, and will be used in the institution in part for domestic pur- 
poses and entirely tor washing boiler, flushing sewers, and mlacellaneous 
general purposes. 

In case of fire the institution will have the advantage of drawing upon 
both sources as may be necessary, will be In position to produce Instantly 
whatever pressure may he necessary for ftre fighting purposes, and will have 
as noted elsewhere, six additional hydrants. Addition&l stand pipes and 
Are protection lines have been extended through the subways, which will now 
give a fire service to all ot the buildings of the Central group including 
center, Jiospltal, custodial and epileptic group tor females. Additional hose 
and ladder are also being provided on present appropriation. 

Until such time as provision shall be made tor flreproofing of all ot 
our combustible buildings, 1 believe there should be a sprinkling system 
Installed in all attics and in other places where there is considerable danger 
from Ore, In these particular buildings. 

BUILDINGS AND MECHANICAL REQUIREMENTS. 

The following is a list ol improvements that seem to me moat needed: 

I. OFFICE BUILDING. 

This is required. 

First. To bring Into closer relation the offices of the superintendent, 
steward, asslstan't physicians, and matron. 
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Second, Because of the room at present used (or the superintendent's 
office and the clerical torcc is required lor the visiting public, particularly 
children and friends visiting their children. 

Third. To provide additional living quarters to be uaed for the office 
and clerical force. W4ille the Institution has been growing and rooms have 
been provided tor the general help In connection with the new buildings 
constructed, no provision has been made tor necessary additions to the office 
and clerical force, 

II. TWO DORMITORY Bni.DINGS FOR HKLP. 

These w«re under consideration during the last legislative session and 
preliminary sketches tor same were made by the architect. The purpose 
would be to house employes not necessarily located otherwise, in quarters 
of their own, away from the scenes of their dally work, thus affDrding 
desirable social opportunities, and vacating scattered rooms In tbe pre- 
sent buildings ttiat could better be used for Inmates. 

ni. INDUSTRIAL BUILDING. 

The purpose of this is to provide a training place during the long 
winter months tor imbecile children (middle grade feeble-minded) who, 
as a result of such training, can become good workers under trained 
attendants in any simple manual labor, like shoveling, running wheelbarrows, 
boeing, etc., and who, without training, degenerate and become absolutely 
dependent and helpless. The present need Is for the training of boys of 
this class and the lack of a place tor it, Is, in my Judgment, our weakest pittnt 
at the present time. 

If this building could be so arranged as to permit of Its use for public 
assemblages. It would thus serve an additional valuable purpose. 

IV, 

The capacity ot our laundry should be increased to meet the demands 
of the present and Immediately prospective population. The second floor 
Is of wood construction and should be flreproofed for safely, This is at 
the present time sagged In places and will not support In a level position 
the heavy machinery it Is carrying. An extension will be rei^uired for addi- 
tional machinery. The equipment will have to be Increased and part of the 
machinery now In use replaced. 

It will require about $7,000 to supply the necessary equipment. This 
Is Independent of the building. 

V. RBWmlNQ OLD BUILDINGS. 

This Is for continuing the work, a portion of which will be done this 
year. There should be complete rewiring ot the main building, Sunnyside 
Skinner Hall, and Cottages for epileptics. 

The consulting engineer recommends $12,000 for this purpose. 
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VI. FIREPROOFING CBNTEJR BUILDING. 

Some plan should be decided upon with tbe architect as to re con struct Ion 
of the ceuter building to make It llreproof, and estimate furnished. 

VII. SUBWAY, ENGINE ROOM TO MAIN BUILDING AND REPIPING SAME. 

The new subways from the engine room and kitchen, Sunnyslde and 
Skinner ball, etc., will need extending U> the main building and the piping 
for this branch renewed. 

Vin. FOOD TROLLEY IN SUBWAY. 

For the purpose of distributing food to -the large groups of the popula- 
tion, viz., Sunnyslde, the Sunnyslde annexes, 1 and 2, Skinner halt. Skinner 
hall annex, epileptic cottages for women, 1 and 2, and the hoapUtals, a 
food carrier suspended on a celling track in subway, la recommended. 

Cost of trolley and carriers, with labor for installation, (2,000. 



IX, OROUNDa, FENCING AND P1-AYGROUND3. 

We now have the landscape gardeners' plans complete and should , 
begin to carry out the work on same. There is considerable more fencing 
needed about the campus. Including the line fence, fencing about smaller 
playgrounds to enable ub to give more of the excitable low grade cases 
the freedom of outdoors without the danger of running away. Thpre 
Is also considerable fencing required on the farm. 

Would need t4,S0O for biennial period. 

AND CONTAGIOUS 

The use of the iiydrotherapeutic treatment lor epileptics at the colony 
for males Is so satisfactory that I would like to practically duplicate 
the plant for the general hospital and thus make it available for the women 
of the epileptic colony and such other patients of the general hospital 
as may require it. 

Tbe (2,000 granted by the last legislature for "contagious wards," wtille 
adequate tor an extension for summer use and tor emergencies, was not 
adequate to construct a building that tbe architect felt satlsfled would l>e 
suitable for a pemnanent place by the side of the tuberculosis hospital. 1 
would recommend that this appropriation of J2.000 be allowed to revert 
to the treasury and an appropriation be requested lo extend the present 
general hospital suflicientiy to provide for both the bydrotherapeutlc rooms 
and about sixteen beds for contagious diseases. 

The bydrotherapeutlc apparatus would require fl,500. 

XI. O.VE ADDITIONAL BOILER, 

Foundation for this is already completed and the boiler should be in- 
stalled for the purpose of meeting the requirements of the building ex- 
tension now in prospect and to permit of a suHlcient reserve for extreme 
cold weather and emergencies. 

For boiler, breeching and headers complete, fS,G00, as estimated by 
chief engineer. 
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XIL EKONOSnZER. 

To complete the plan proposed by Charles L. PillBbury & Co., for se- 
curing tbe most economkal service for beating plant, an economizer will 
be required. 

XIII. ELECTRIFICATION OF VENTILATING APP-VRATIJS. 

With the present arrangement at the power plant whereby the ex- 
haust steam Is used (1) for water softening and (2), for heating buildings, 
it is desirable that Just ao far as possible all high pressure steam ex- 
tension to out-buildlngs be abolished, both because of loss ot radiation in 
carrying steam to these buildings in excess ot loss of power by use of 
electric current and because the steam at these out-buUdlngs. when proper 
ventilation is required, cannot always be utilized for heating; while at 
the central plant this corresponding ajnount ot exhaust steam from the 
large generator engine can be applied to water softening and beating of 
the water which must anyway be circulated to the otlier buildings. 

Tbe chief engineer has gone over this proposition and recommends 
(5,000 for tbe complete installation. 

XIV. BARNS ON COLONY FARM. 

The bams on the Walcott colony farm require entire reconstruction 
and special appropriation should be bad tor these independent of tbe re- 
pair fund, and It would probably require about |6,000 for this, and for 
moving Sprlngdale and Waloott barns and for foundations under same. 

XV. BBPAIRB. 

r repair fund is inadequate and should 



XVI. CURRENT EXPENSE. 

For the yeacs 1913 and 1914 It should be (232,500 each, based on an 
average population of 1,500. It the buildings for employes are given, 
it probably will increase population to about 1,600, and current expense 

to J240.250. 

XVII. ELECTRIC MAINS TO GRANDVIEW. 

Our consulting engineer advises extending the bigb voltage lines 
from tbe new dairy bams to the Grandvlew colony building and esti- 
mates cost at f2,000. This would provide tor lighting and pumping. 

XVIII. SEPTIC TANK SEWERAGE DISPOBALu 

As noted elsewhere, It has not seemed advisable to reconstruct tbe 
river discharge sewer In view of the possibility of operating successfully 
a septic tank. There Is no question of tbe deHirablllty ot avoiding the 
discharge of sewer Into open streams wtiere this can be done. 
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XIX. BRIDGE OVER ROCK ISLAND TRACKS. 

As we now have a large amount of teaming across the C. R. I. & P. 
R. R., tracks and the coal aide track on our grounds at grade whtoh could 
be avoided by one bridge over 'the main line, I recommend that an appropria- 
tion be asked lor tunds tor the improvement. 

XX. INJURY TO W. H. REINHART WHnVB B30CAVAT1NG. 

W. H. Reinhart was Injured on June 6, 1911, wblle working at exca- 
vating tor a tunnel on the grounds of tbe Institution and In the service 
ot the atate. He sustained a fracture of the left leg Juat above the ankle, 
as a reautt ot dirt caving In upon him. This was an unforeseen accident. 
There waa nothing to indicate that the soil In this locality would cave as 
planking was used by the superintendent of construction wherever It seem- 
ed at all necessary. Mr. Reinhart, however, was thrown out of employment 
during the entire season of 1911, as a result of tbis accident. The traoture 
healed very slowly. 

I hope the board can see their way to recommend a Ananclal compenaa- 
tidn tor the injury and time io^. 

XXI, RESEARCH FUND. 

The work which the appropriation by tbe last leglalature provided 
for hae proven so satisfactory that I heartily recommend that Bunds 
be asked for, tor its continuance. Five thoueand dollars per annum will 
probably be sufficient for the work connected with this institution and it It Is 
carried on in connection with the other Institutions, the correapondins In- 
crease will of course be required. 



Some enlargement and a very thorough reconstruction ot the present 
residence ot the superintendent is desirable. 

In regard to the cost of the above general Improvements, except as 
indicated, the amounts required are not specified, aa doubtlesa the archi- 
tect and consulting engineer will make special recommendations on these 
points.

CHANGES IN LAWS. 

The question of providing some form of restraint for certain cased 
that should undoubtedly be under permanent legal guardianship because 
of their liability to become parents ot detectives or in other ways to dis- 
turb tbe social welfare ot the communities into which they drift has been 
discussed treely in previous reports. 
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The advantages and llmitatlonB ol BterQlzation of the unfit was dis- 
cussed in my IelsI report. Is it not time that remedial legislation be 'pro- 
vided? 

ACKNOnXBDOMEN TS.

CHANGES IN PEBSONNEU 

Dr. A. R. T. Wylle resigned as first assistant in December, 1910. to accept 
tile super! n tendency of the North Dakota School for Feeble-Mlnded, at 
Grafton, which was tendered him unsolicited. The doctor has a splendid 
professional equipment for the place and the large human sympathy that 
wins friends. Dr. A. B. Moulton succeeded him. 

Mrs. Wylle leaves a place fllled by her for many years, and will Ions 
be missed by the many children who always found in her a soUcitress 
and zealous friend, willing to listen to their little troubles and resourceful 
in supplying fBelr wants and making them happy. Miss Cherry has been 
promoted to succeed her. 

Dr. A. F, Pringle, consulting oculist and aurlst, has -passed on to the 
Great Beyond. He was a skilled physician and a loyal friend of the work 
which this Institution Is trying to do. 

Dr. A. C. Tanner and Dr. O. F. Lang have gone into private practice. 

From the teaching force, Mrs. l>ang, Miss Anderson, Miss Heath, Miss 
Morse, Miss Burrlngton, Miss Bartholomew and Miss Marsh have 
gone to other fields. Miss DIvlson has taken the principalship of the schools 
at the Institution at Redneld, S. D. Miss Judson la teaching special classes 
at Grand Rapids, Mich. Miss Chllds, dietitian, resigned to continue stud- 
ies at Columbia College. 

Among the man; changes In other departments, I desire to pay a special 
tribute of regard and respect to the memory of Miss Margaret Comford, 
for 13 years the head of our tailoring and dressmaking department. She was 
called by death after only a few hours Illness, and has left a record of 
ceaseless industry and consclenlloua devotion to duty that should be an 
Inspiration to all who knew her. She represented that type of Individuals, 
who are scattered here and there in the public service, though there are 
none too many, whose punctuality makes a standard for measuring time 
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and whose services are not measured by tbelr wages. Her genial smile 
accompanied her unremitting activity. Her memory will long be cberlshed 
by her associates and by the chlldrea who worked with her. 

CONCLUSION. 

The period as a whole has been a very sattslactory one, except lor Che 
difficulty of securing efllcient help, which reached a very serious stage 
during the portion of the year 1911. This condition has been much im- 
proved and the state owes a special debt ot gratitude to the ofScers who have 
battled against difficulties during these trying times, and brought the 
domestic coodltions back to normal.

REPORT ON MENTAL EXAMINATIONS. 

Dr. A, C. Rogers, Superintendent: As irequested, I submit herewith a 
report of the work done in the department of research, pertaining to"^ 
mental examination of Inmates. 

The statistics herein submitted are complied from the results of the 
mental examinations made during the period from September 1, 1910, to 
August 1, 1912. The basis of classl 11 cation used is the average intelligence 
of the normal child at the different ages. A given mental age of a feeble- 
minded means that he has the general Intelligence of the normal cbild 
of the corresponding chronological age.

In these tables, the epileptic housed with the feeble-minded in custodial 
buildings because of low grades ot intelligence were classified as feeble- 
mined only. The custodial department also includes a number ot cases 
of the higher grades ot intelligence belonging chiefly to the following classea: 
(a) Cripples, (b) Cases with periodic dementia, (c) Incorrigibles, (d) Cases 
employed as helpers in custodial worK. 

Among the general tacts that these reaulta indicate, attention may be 
called to the following: a> More cases are admitted whose mental ages 
range from 4 to 7 than other grades. Relatively few ot the higher grades 
are admitted. According to the assumption, undoubtedly in the main correct, 
that the smaller deviations trom the normal occur by far the most frequently, 
the larger deviations decreasing very rapidly In frequency, the number 
of the higher grades of Intelligence that come to the Institution constitute 
an insignificant percentage of the total number of cases existing, (b) Up 
to about the chronological age of 15. the number ot boys admitted exceeds 
the number of girls. Beyond the age of 15, the girls exceed the boys in num- 
ber. (c> There is no significant difference between the grade dt Intelligence 
ot the boys and the girls, (d) The condition of feeble-mlndedness is 
on the whole not stationary throughout life. Intelligence improves on 
the whole to the chronological age of about 15. After this. It remains 
stationary.

To the Honorable the State Board oC Control. 

I have the honor to submit the following as my report covering the bi- 
ennial period from August 1, 1910, to July 31, 1912. 



r OF POPULATION. 

On August 1, 1910, there were in the InBtltutiou ZS5 boys and 89 girls. 

The girls were all transferred to the new institution at Sauk Center 
during the first year covered by this report, and though we had them here 
for nearly eleven months, during which time 28 girls were received trom 
toe courts and 7 on parole were returned, I can give Httle or no Inlormation 
concerning them even for that period, for the reason that when transferred 
the records and commitments went with them, and having no memorandum 
from which to make up anything In the way of statistics, this report will 
be somewhat inaccurate, and our figures and tables Tor the above reason 
will cover only the boys' department, though the girls did not leave here 
until June 22, 1911, 

There were In the institution on July 31, 1910, 2S5 boys. 

There have been received on commitments from the courts 235 boys. 
One hundred and forty-six who were out on parole have been returned, mak- 
ing a total In the Institution of 381. 
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During tbe period covered by thle r&port 367 boys have been released 
on parole; S were discharged; 2 transferred to the retormatory at St. Cloud; 
7 have escaped and not returned, and 1 transferred to the School for the 
Feeble-Minded, making a total out of the Institution of 3S3, leaving 283 
bere on July 31, 1912. 

The building formerly occupied by tbe girls has for the pa^t y^ar been 
occupied by two companies of tbe smaller boys. This additional room has 
made the necessity of early parole less Imperative, still tbe policy of de- 
taining the boys bere for the sliortcst possible time consistent with disci- 
pline and their welf-being has been followed. 1 am incllni^ to believe that 
if any mistake has been made it Is upon the side of leniency In granting 
paroles, and think, in many cases, tbe boys would have been further bene- 
fited by a long«r stay here. 

The usual tables showing in detail such Information as our records dis- 
close are attached hereto and made a part ot this report. 



COMMITMENTS, 

Tbe law passed three years ago, making each probate judge ol the 
state the Judge of a Juvenile court, has not been used to the extent expected 
or hoped for. We have had very few commitments from such courts. Pos- 
sibly this Is because the law may not be very generally understood. We 
have had several Inquiries relative to tbe Jurisdiction of theee courts and, 
til course, could only reply by referring them to the law itself. Quite a 
□umber have asked Tor blank forms Of commitment and I believe compre- 
hensive and uniform forms for such use should be made, but this should be 
done by the state's legal department The forms used by the district courts 
acting as Juvenile courts are not uniform. Some such commitments contain 
all tbe Information tbe court was in possession ot, others contain little or 

The supplemental Information conveyed by a history sheet from tbe 
probation officers of the court Is very useful and tbe practice of sending such 
history sheets la commended and urged. 

Your attention is called to the practice In some courts of sending chil- 
dren to this Institution apparently because it Is the easiest way to dispose of 
the case. For Instance, we have had two boys committed here, apparently 
BOlely because they were persistent runaways from the Scbool for tbe Feeble- 
Minded at Faribault. Several others have been sent here wbo were clearly 
eligible to that institution. This is not fair, either to us, or to the boy. 
This institution ought not to be made the dumping ground for Incompe- 
tents, no matter what their delinquency may have been, when such delin- 
(luency was clearly the result of their incompetence, 

A thorough physical and mental examination of all children should be 
made by a thoroughly competent physician and psychologist under the di- 
rection ot the court and his eligibility to a correctional institution clearly 
eetablished before commitment here. 

The system of placing Juvenile delinquents on probation for t^elr early 
delinquencies together with the establlsbment of d«tention homes In our 
larger cItleE has very effectualy stopped needless commitments here. We 
get no boys now from these courts that are not clearly eligible (or, and much 
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in need ot, the training; we can give, except possible defective boys as above 
relerred to. From our erperlence I am forced to conclude that In some cases 
earlier commitments vouid bave been better. Tbeir many trials on proba- 
tion hara had tbe effect to pretty tborougbly establisb In their minds that 
the law and the court does not mean what it says, and tbe probation pri*L 
lege has been cheapened thereby. It hardly seems to me that this privilege 
should be extended more than two. possible three, tlm«s in rare instances, 
and not six or eight times, as is frequently tbe case. 

I do Dot wish this construed as a criticism on tbe action of the court, 
except BO far ae to record our experience that they to whom have been ex- 
tended these numerous probation privileges do not yield quickly to retorm- 
atory treatment, or to disciplinary training. 

DISCIFUNB. 

The management of public institutions are always subject to Interfer- 
ence of people on the outside who depend on theory rather than knowledge 
■to guide their actions. 

This seems to be on« of the Incidents of InsUtutloDal life that Is occa- 
sionally to be expected. 

Because of Interference ot this kind by people who knew nothing ot 
the problems encountered the discipline bere was not up to Its usaal stand- 
ard for some time, but with a lessening of this Interference It has Improved 
and Is now fairly good. 

Tbe methods of maintaining discipline here are practically the same as 
In ninety.five per cent of similar Institutions the world over, and are ap- 
proved by tbe most successful workers with this class of boys. 

The disturbed disciplinary conditions extended to the boys on parole 
and those responsible tor this Interference should be charged with the re- 
sponsibility of making It necessary to return a number ot boys to tbe In- 
stitution as well as prolonging the stay of many others bere. 

With no outside Interference dlsclptlne has in the past and can in the 
future be maintained. With such Interference the problem is more dlffl- 
cult. 

The good people of Red Wing have, duHng tbe past two years, as here- 
tofore, very kindly Invited our boys to several entertainments at the audit 
orium and these we have never hesitated to take advantage ot and bavi 
never had any trouble resulting therefrom. Taking three hundred boys two 
miles or more after dark in this way, shows, at least to experienced people, 
that they are under fairly good control. 

HEAI/TR. 

Tbe health ot the children conflned bere has been fairly good during all 
ot tbis biennial term. We have had no deaths from disease. One boy died 
as a result of an Injury received by falling from tbe bay loft In the bam to 
the floor below. 

We have had no serious epidemic of contagious or communicable disease. 
Two cases ot typhoid fever developed, both were transferred to tbe city 
hospital and though both were seriously ill, they both recovered and each 
has since been sent home and are now In good health. A few cases of 
mumps have developed, but none were very severe. 
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For some tnonths the lavatory and toilet [acilitlee have been very poor, 
owlns to the fact tbat our plumbing Is being entirely renewed. Several 
caEBB of tonBllitie and other throat trouble have appeared, but with the com- 
pletion of tills work, whtcb includes the Installation of 'shower baths and 
other improTements In the quarters of each company, now well under way, 
I look tor a general lessening of troubles of this kind. 

Dr. Bruno Jaehnlg, who has been the physician at this Institution since 
its establishment at Red Wing, died on December 2lBt, last, and Dr. A. W. 
Jones WHB appointed Lo succeed blm. I feel It but Just to say that the In- 
mates of this InBtltution of the past owe much to our good Dr. Jaehnlg, tor 
bis faithful, skillful and painstaking care has been a large factor in the re- 
markably good health and low death rate of the past. 

The recommendation 1 have heretofore made, that all children be sub- 
jected to a thorough physical examination before commitment. Is again re- 
newed. This Is in no sense a hospital for the care of the sick or diseased, 
and experience has shown that a number of boys committed here are more 
In need o' medical treatment than correctional care. 



SCHOOLS. 

I have made It a practice to reappoint our teachers so far as possible 
from year to year. My reason for this is that I have learned that by their 
added experience they have become more e Sic lent, even experts. In handling 
the somewhat difficult class of boys we have to deal with. 

Without exception our teachers have shown an Inclination to help the 
struggling or dull boys and succeed In most cases. In getting them to- re- 
spond to their efforts. This is a most commendable trait. I am very sure 
If the teachers In our public schools would devote a little more effort to 
this class, and not give so much of their time and effort to the more at- 
tractive, but less needy, bright children, we would have fewer cases of 
delinquency . 

Slany cases that come here can be traced back to the time they started 
to fall behind their schooImateE, this followed by truancy and later de- 
linquency in various ways. 1 am thoroughly convinced a little extra help on 
the part of their teachers and others just at the right time, would make 
their coming here unnecessary. 

Our school is graded the same as the ordinary outside schools, and Is 
fully up to the same. In fact, most of our boys that enter the public schools 
when paroled are Immediately advanced one or two grades over their stand- 
ing here. 

Just before the end of the school year quite a number were given the 
regular state examinations la some subjects, with tbe result that out of 
twenty in our seventh grade fifteen successrully passed the regular eighth 
grade state examinations. 

The work done In our school of letters Is more Important to these boys 
than anything else we undertake and is, I am sure, tbe source of more real 
benefit. All of our teachers are ladles and to their tactful, patient, self- 
sacrtflclng effort, many of our boys could properly give their teachers much 
credit for helping them to a better life. The hours of service required of 
our teachers are long and hard and I have never felt they were adequately 
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cumpeneated tor tbeir work and the recommeDdatlon is earnestly made Tor 
an Increase in tbeir salarlea. 

For our boya on parole we have inaletcd so far as possible Id tlieir com- 
plying with the atate compulsory education law, but experience teacbes us 
tbat this iaw Is not yet as It should be and could be bettered by giving the 
truant officers more latltud« In exerclBlng their diacretion and Judgment In 
Its adminlatration. 

SHOP WORK OR TRADE SCHOOLS. 

It has never been a claim of thla Inatltution to teach a boy a com- 
plete trade, their stay here being too abort (or this purpose. We do, how- 
ever, maintain trade schools where the boya get fairly well started in the 
rudiments of a trade. Experience teacbee us tbat the boy receives ae much 
benefit from being taught to malie some use of bis hands as from the actual 
trade and instriKtiou that he may receive; in other words, the Important 
thing is, not what particular trade he may learn, as to Impress upon bis 
mind the necessity and real satisfaction that he may get in learning bow to 
do something. 

The paroled boys are encouraged to follow the trade they have started 
' here, If possible, but there are ao many obstaclea standing in the way that, 
in a good many caaes, we find this impoaslble. The fact, however, tbat he 
has been taught to use hia hands in some uaelul occupation has been the 
real and greateat bleaaing. 

During a portion of the year, especially the aummer acbool vacation, 
it is somewhat bard to find employment tor all of our boys and possibly 
some other trade school might be profitably established. Then, In my Judg- 
ment, If a more liberal appropriation were made, so that a tew more offlcera 
«)uld be employed, It would relieve this to a marked degree. As it is, our 
trade school officers are called upon frequently tor other, or extra, duty, 
and some of them regularly assigued to company or custodial duties so tbat 
the trade acbool suffers thereby. This would be eliminated by the employ- 
ment of a few more officers , 

In this connection I would like to leave with you the auggeatlon that 
more laud be acquired for farming purposes, if possible. Thla. I believe, 
should be done, even though the price necessary to pay for the same might 
seem to be high. We find tbat very many of our boys, even though they 
come from the cities, acquire a liking for farm work, and this occupation 
for the growing boy is, on the whole, perhaps the best one he can follow. 
Although we have something over four hundred acres of land in connec- 
tion with the Institution, it la so broken and so much of It nntillable on 
account of blults and the nature of the land Itself, tbat we cultlvaLe only 
about one hundred twenty acres. This could, with profit to the inatltution 
and especially to the boys, be at least doubled. 

OUR NERDS. 

The appropriation made by the last legislature for remodeling the girls' 
house and replumbing the buildings of the Institution was aufficient to quite 
aatiafactorliy do tbia work. Contracta were let some time ago for the same 
and should have been completed, but owing to the no n. deliverance of mate- 
rials same baa dragged somewhat, but is now fairly under way. When com- 
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pleted I believe the maDag^tnent will find the Improve menu, especially in 
the laTatorJes and bathing faclUUes, very benefli^lal. both to the health and 
discipline of the inmates. 

The appropriation made for auditorium and gymnasium has none at it 
been used and 1 regret that 1 have been deprived ol the privilege ot start- 
ing this work, which has been near and dear to me and much needed during 
all the time of my incumbency ol this poBltlon. However, the contractors 
(or the construction oF same are now here, and the future management wDl 
undoubtedly be gratllled to know that thla much needed Improvement is soon 
to be a reality. 

I anticipate that the gymnasium will be of Immense help, not only In 
tbe physical development ot tbe boys, but in their discipline and training as 
well. 

Tbe auditorium has been much needed, as we tiave tteea In the past 
frequently compelled to deny ourselves the privilege of taking advantage ot 
entertainments, lectures, etc., owing to the amount of work necessary to 
provide a place tor aasembilng. 

With these Improvements I do not feel that this institution would be en- 
titled to any very great appropriation tor hulldlngg In addlUon thereto for 
the present, unless It would be to receive nn appropriation sufficient to so 
remodel our dormitories that individual sleeping rooms might be provided. 
This has been suggested and urged in every report I have ever written and 
is again renewed. No one knows better than tbe management ot an in- 
stitution of this kind the evil that results from the open dormitory system 
and I am tree to say, that in my Judgment. In some cases theae evils have 
over-balanced the good a boy otherwise would receive by a commitment here. 
Knowing this, I have always felt that It was almost a criminal act on our 
part to confine these boys in an open dormitory. 

Owing to the meager appropriation for current expenses we have been 
deprived of even adequate night supervision. During the past year we have 
had two night watchmen on duty here. Prior to that we have never had 
but one.- If the changes cannot be made by which individual sleeping rooms 
could be provided, then I would recommend and urge an Increase of the 
current enpense appropriation sufficient to .provide adequate night super- 
vision and in this way some ot the evils might be lessened. 

Current expense appropriation: Owing to the continuously advancing 
prices of all material needs of the Institution the appropriation made has 
not been sufficient to maintain the institution as It should be In order to 
keep within the apportionment for each quarter allowed by you. We have 
buen compelled to cut from our quarterly estimates many Items that seemed 
absolutely necessary, with the result that the boys have been deprived of 
many things that would have added to their pleasure and comfort. The 
high and increasing cost ot living also operates to force a more liberal com- 
pensation for the otlicers. I believe the Institution should have, and is en- 
titled to, at least an appropriation for current expenses of (70,000.00. 

State Agency: The appropriations for tbe state agency were formerly 
tT.OOO.OO per annum. This was reduced by tbe last legislature to (5.000.00. 
and this has been found to be inadequate. The average number on parole 
has been 450, and In order to properly supervise this number at least four 
people should be constantly employed. One of our state agents resigned In 
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February, last, and no Buoceseor was appointed solely because oE the fact 
that we had not the money to pay blm. 

I look upon the state agency as being aa Important aa any branch of 
the work of the school and feel that under no circumstances should tlie 
stale be niggardly In the support of this department. 

From this fund transportation of Inmates to and from the school 1b 
paid and tbe necessary visiting by the agents has had to be curtailed be- 
ctLuae ol lack of funds. The compenEation of our agents Is lower than that 
of any other similar employment in the state and should be increased. In 
view of this and the importance of the work 1 would recommend .and urge 
an appropriation of at least $7,500 each year for this woric. 

Library: The appropriation made last year of (500.00 for th« supiport 
of the library has been found sulBclent to keep the library in fairly good 
condition and an annual approprlsUon of like amount is urgently recom- 



Manual training: There has been In the past an appropriation of 
$2,500.00 eacb year for manual training. The reason of the special appro- 
priation for tbie has never been very clear me. It should either be added 
to the current expense fund and paid for from that fund, or if there is any 
particular reason for a special appropriation, same should be continued as 
heretofore. 

STATE AGENCY. 

Probably no department of the Institution gives to the superintendent 
and the management in general more genuine pleasure and satisfaction than 
does the work of the state agency. 

To see these boys leave the Institution full of hope and faith in the 
future, carefully placed under the guardianship of the state and supervialOQ 
of this department, and then to learn from their subsequent reports and 
frequent visits ot the agents tbelr development Into useful citizens is, in- 
deed, a great pleasure and gratification. 

Of course, quite a number of them fall and their return Is necessary. 
These are the more prominent cases, especially before the public, hut to the 
workers In the agency department and the superintendent, who see and 
know, the large majority of them are making good, the failures to these 
workers are greatly minimized. 

Unlll February, last, this work was earried on by Miss Cora1>elle Sill. 
Paul Jansen, and Albert Hayes, with Mlas L. Ixiulse Orr acting as office 
clerk, all working under the direction and eupervision ot the superintendent; 
at least one-third of whose time is taken up with this department of our 

On February, last, Mr. Hayes resigned to enter a husinese career on 
bis own account. The work of all has been satisfactory and I feel that the 
state, and especially the boys, owe much to them for their faitiifulnees, their 
tact and good Judgment. In nearly all cases the friendly visits of the agent 
is heartily welcomed by the inmate and parents, or by Others with whom 
they are placed. 

The practice of requiring written reports In the form of letters once a 
month has been continued and a circular letter signed by the superintendent 
Is sent the latter part of eacb month to all on parole. This contains the 
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news at the school ixiup)«d with such advice as seems proper and bas the 
eDect of keeping the boy In louch with the school and serves also to re- 
mind him that ho owes the Institution a letter, and this usually IoUowb In 
a very few days. Those letters to the superintendent trom the boys are 
many of them of a confidential nature. They oak advice and give more of 
their private doings than might be expected. The practice ot their asking 
our advice when a move of atiy Importance Is- contemplated has been cul- 
tivated with the result that In many cases we know in advance the boy's 
intentions, and can guide and direct him accordingly. 

Within the past two years the system ot having one of our agents visit 
the homes and neighborhood ot the hoys committed Itere, early In their com- 
mitment, haa been introduced and followed with good results. As here- 
tofore, the home is again investigated before the child la allowed to return 
thereto, and in case the home, as described by the report of this investiga- 
tion, Is not approved, the law clothes uB with authority to place the child 
elsewhere. Many limes when this early investigation is made the agent can 
Bay to the parents that this or that bad babit or bad condition has contributed 
to the child's delinquency and can truthfully say that unless these faults 
are corrected the child will not be allowed to return home. Many times this 
Statement ot the agent seems to be the first real intimation the parents have 
had of the cause of the child's delinquency and serves to awaken them to 
'oetter things. 

We have noticed, too, that the second or later Investigation has. In a 
number ot cases, shown improvement in home conditions, so that we claim 
and know that many times we are reforming, in a measure, the home as 
well as the child committed to our particular care. 

The attitude of the parents visiting their children here, who have had 
a friendly visit trom one of our agents, is decidedly different and better than 
those who have not had such a visit. 

The work of the state agency Is not a work that can be reduced to fig- 
ures. We can give in cold figures the amount ot money expended in this 
work, the number ot visits made, the number of miles traveled, and all that, 
but this does not serve in any way to measure accurately the real good done, 
nor do I know of any record or system by which such work can be success- 
fully measured or compared. All that we can eay Is, that we know positively 
the real good aocomptlahed by this personal, and to some degree, con- 
fidential work. This is one department of the work of public servants that . 
cannot, and ought not to be, made a matter of too detailed a record. The 
work is too personal and too sacred to be measured by any fixed standard or 
cold figures. 

CONCLUSION. 

After giving to the institution, and to Us charges, nearly ten years of 
my life and best effort, I leave It with some regrets, but with the honest 
and Arm belief that I have been instrumental in turning many misguided 
youths to better things, and watching them develop and grow to honest use- 
fulness bas given me much satisfaction and pleasure. 

The hundreds of grateful letters and messages the boys and girls have 
sent me balances In a large measure the feelings ot anxiety and care that 
must come to one In this position. 
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I wish at this time to make to the State Board of Vlsttors, to the judgei 
and probation officers ol the Juvenile courts, and to all those wbo know of 
the conditions and problems we have to contend with, a srateful acknowledg- 
ment for their uniform sapport 

To the good people of the city of Red Wing, who, by their loyalty and 
friendship to me and to the institution, have been of great help and com- 
fort, I owe a debt of gratitude mere words cannot repay. I wish them to 
know ot my Appreciation and thankfulness. 

To ttie loyal, self-sacrificing and efficient corps of helpers bere at the 
school, and especially to you, the Board ot Control, I am indebted (or help, 
guidance, ani] support. To say that I am appreciative of and thnnkful for 
tiiese but feebly expresses my real feelings.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 
To the Superintendent: 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the medical 
department of the Institution for that portion of the biennial period, ending 
July 31, li)12, covered by my Incumbency as physician to the echool. 

Dr. Bruno Jaehnlg, aged seventy-one years, and for nearly twenty years 
pbyslcian to the school, died December 21, 1911, after an illness of about 
three weeks. His death necessitated the taking up of the work by other 
hands, and my service began December 2G, 1911. 

This report should cover the entire biennial term from July 31, 1910, 
to July 31, 1912, but I find this to be an ImposBlbillty, as Dr. Jaehnlg's family 
are unable to (umlsh me with the regular memoranda be Is known to bave 
kept. It cannot be found and is supposed to have been lost or destroyed 
in the distribution of his ettects, hence I am compelled to limit this report 
to the seven months and six days of my Incumbency. 

The general health of the Inmates of the Institution during the period 
covered by this report has been fair, but in my Judgment has not been as 
good as can be obtained. 

Insufficient bathing facilltleB, inadequate plumbing and sewerage, and 
overcrowding of dormitories has added somewhat to the amount of sickness, 
as evidenced by the number ot cases ot Irritative skin diseases and boils, 
and the excessive Dumber of sore throats, due to infection. The tearing out 
or the old plumbing and the necessary interference with the regular care 
of toilet rooms and under which, late conditions it was impossible to satit- 
factorlly purify them, has undoubtedly added still more to the unsanitary 
conditions arising from the nature of the ancient devices until now In use. 

Inspections have shown that dining room, kitchen and bakery are reg- 
ularly kept in a neat and sanitary condition, that the food Is sufficient in 
amounts, is wholesome and well prepared. 

The clothing auppty, in my Judgment, especially the underclothing for 
winter, has not been of the amount desirable or of proper quality for best 
conditions. I am well aware of the reason for this condition, however, and 
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point it out wtth the hope that some way mar be found to remedy It. I 
recognize that j-our approprlatloD Ib too small, and that the fact that grow- 
ing boys must eat, has comi>elled the management to economize abnormally 
on clothing, belleylng It the sanest place to make the obllgatoT^ cut. 

The water supply oF the Institution Is derived from two sources, 1. e.. 
a good artesian well and the MlsBlsslppl River. 

The drinking water and the water used (or cooking 1b exclusively from 
the artesian well and tests made show It to be. not only wholesome and 
safe, but to be equal In quality to any obtainable In the state. 

The laundry derives Its supply from the river and this should not In 
any way affect the health of the Institution. 

The two cases of typhoid fever which occurred this last winter are be- 
lieved to be traceable to the surreptitious use of tbe river water for drinking 
purposes. 

There have been but few cases of accident calling for surgical atten. 
tiOD and these were of minor nature only.

It Is very noticeable that certain boys ot th« institution require much 
more medical attention than others, so much so is this the case that cer- 
tain names appear on my list month after month. These repeaters vitiate 
Judgment baaed on such a table as shown above. Consequently, I have 
drawn up the following table showing the number of different Individuals In 
each family who have received medical attention during the seven months 
and six days of my Incumbency. 

This last table eliminates tbe repeaters, but It must be remembered 
that the population of a company Is continually changing aa new boys enter 
tbe Institution and old ones are paroled. 

Table showing by companies the number of Inmates sick and consulta- 
tions made from December 2G, 1911, to July 31, 1912. 
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During my attendance we have bad six cases of sucti a serious natnre 
aa to require their removal to the Red Wing city hoapltal. 

They were as follows: Two cases of typhoid fever: one case broken 
tibia; one case of infection following burns; one case of frozen feet, requir- 
ing amputation ol part of grea-t toe; one case ol Interstitial keratitis, {irob- 
ably of specific origin, hereditary. 

Since December 26, 1911, new boys to the number of 69 have been re- 
ceived at the school. Each has undergone a physical ezaminatlou at the 
hands of the physician and a copy of the findings in eacb case has been 
placed on file In your office. 

The physician visits tlte school every morning, except Sundays and 
holidays, and is subject to call 'at other times when necessary. 

In addition to the school visits enumerated, two boys have been attend- 
ed at my office in the city and forty-seven trips have been made to the city 
hospital to care for the six hospital cases referred to above. 

With the plumbing and sewerage perfected, as it will be whftn present 
work undertaken Is completed, and the new gymnasium In use, we may well 
anticipate better general health conditions for the future, and I believe the 
gymnasium will prove to be of special benefit to the class of boys we have 

A large proportion of these boys are backward, physically as well as 
mentally, and many of them show unequal physical development, which can 
be much benefited by systematic specially adapted exercise. 

Before closing this report, 1 wish to offer the following recommendations: 

First; That a larger appropriation be asked for Id order that better 
winter clothing can be furnished the Inmates, as a safeguard to health. 

Second: That alt boys returned to the school be examined by the 
physician on their return, in order that their exact condition on reception 
may be known. 

Third: That a more thorough system of physlcsl examination, especial- 
ly of sight and hearing be Inaugurated. 

Fourth: That a special room be provided for the physician's use in 
order that examinations may be conveniently and thoroughly made with- 
out Interference and that the room be furnished with weighing and measur> 
Ing scales and such other accessories as are essential tor tborou^ and 
bcientillc work on the part of the medical department.

To the Honorable, Tbe State Board of Control, 

This, the first biennial report of tbe Minnesota Home School tor Olrla, 
Ib respectfully submitted. 

Tbe beat energj of our first thirteen months has been spent In meet- 
ing the dally necessities of a rapidly growing population. It has been a 
question ot housing, feeding and ctottilng. But little has been attempted 
outside the four family cottages which up to this time have constituted the 
institution. The lite ot the girl has been in her own family group, its in- 
terests and necessities. Prom the standpoint of the policy ot the school — 
home life and natural processes of living — it Is a question If there could be 
devised stronger shapUig tActors than have been these small home centers. 
Durine tbe lite ot this Institution elaborate Industrial and educational cen- 
ters may develop, each with its own values, but no one ot them can take the 
place in building up within the girl that spirit of Belt reliance, responBiblUty 
tor the other girl, ot tolerance, ot charitable thinking and of service, than 
thie living together tbe simple life, banded together in the common cause 
of supplying the neceBsUy, and cheerfully meeting the inconvenient emer 
gency. In tbe years ot her experience in institutional lite, the superinten- 
dent has yet to feel, In ofllcer and girl, such a spirit of co-operation and 
unity as has characterized the Inevitable contentions of the pioneer days 
of this school, . 

POI'UL.ATION. 

Referring to the table "Movement ot Population" It will be seen that 
there has been a rapid growth In numbers. June 30, 1911, there were in tbe 
school — transferred from the Red Wing training school — sixty-five. In the 
meantime »ixty-one have been placed in the commilnity; today the school 
registers one hundred and twenty-six with the numbers rapidly Increasing. 
Suggestive ol the far reach of Che school is the fact that twenly-six counties 
have contributed to the eighty-three commitments of the thirteen months. 

SITE AND BUILDINGS. 

While the child is the Institution, and the work with that child de- 
termines Ihe good or bad of the Institution, there Is the material side which 
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cannot be ignored. In this material side tbe board 1b to be congratulated. 
The location, though lacking some of the advantages which a greater near- 
ness to tbe cities might afford a group ot workers, who must be constantlr 
giving, and who in return should have that renewal which contact with 
larger outside interests bring, U one which adapts Itself in an unusual de- 
gree to the acbool's needs. The soli Is proving most responsive t» those 
■ (arm products which best serve the achool'B neceBsItles; the lay or the land 
turniahes splendid bull'ding space; the take provides, not only fishing and 
boating, but a fine water supply; and our very remoteness from large social 
centers, a [reedom oF life to the girls which is one of the keynotes to tfie 
work of the school. Of the buildings occupied, and those now under con- 
struction, it is the superintendent's opinion that they excel any In any like 
Institution in the country. Here again it is tbe child which has been con- 
sidered; buildings to accommodate a maximum ot twenty girls, a number 
which admits of that individual attention and careful classiflcation which 
are the two supreme advantages of tbe cottage Institution; compact, roomy, 
sunny; fitted for good wholesome work and play incorporating largest 
utility with least possible Sipace; and, with all, permanent In construction 
and beautiful In an architecture that .must remain a classic. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 

Two years ago this last month the ground tor building was broken. Two 
years however, as years, in the lite of an Institution are <but as yesterday, 
but, two years ot birth may determine the Institution's Inheritance. The 
casual visitor sees only the buildings, the child and the processes of its 
training, but, only those wlio have suffered the labor pains of first cause 
appreciate the initiative and constant mental projection which must mark 
the inception and development of so permanent a undertaking. An institu- 
tion is many sided; there is the material — covering buildings, farm and 
economics; there Is the child in the InatiCution. the child in its after care; 
the officer; and the general and specific policy of the Institution. In the 
thirteen months ot the school's occupancy the largest attempt oC the 
superintendent has been to produce a general movement toward a living and 
producing basis for the institution, at the same time formulating its general 
policy. To us who have been dally meeting the Inconvenience of numbers 
beyond capacity, and of needs beyond supply, torces seem to move slowly, 
but, we have to show tor the two years, four family cottages equipped an4 
occupied; the grounda about them finished; trees and shrubbery well 
started; cottage, vegetable and flower gardens supplying the respective 
families; the stable— for the time being used as a cow barn; and a well 
filled ice houae. Under present construction are two more lamliy cottages, 
a hospital which la a model of convenience and fitness, the superintendent's 
home incorporating offlcea, a chapel, a store-bouse and three farm build- 
ings. 

Perhaps the largest effort has been In the farm. There is, even In a 
girls' school, no more Important factor Chan Its [arm. Employment on it is 
to the girl wholesome physically, mentally, morally; well managed, it be- 
comes a large economy. It Is hoped that many of our girts will find their 
futures away from the cities. The way to get the girl interested In country 
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llle iB to bring her claae Ui country problems. Tbe eDthuslasm of many at tbe 
glrlB In this contact with natural and growlns tbln^B is remarkable. Animal 
lite has greatly appealed; the young calf with Us mother, the goats with 
their young, .the 'plSB and chickens. Two of the cottages have built up quite 
a business in chicken raising; buying hens and eggs for settings. In one 
cottage two small incubators were installed in one of the family rooms and 
every sign of life eagerly awaited. The eventful day meant little accom- 
plishment in the houBB other than watching each feathered member from Its 
shell. One sympathetic girl devised a woolly proxy mother under whlcb they 
found refuge and comfort the flrst weeks. What can there be tor these 
glrla more wholesome than Iheae homely proceseea of every day rural life? 



Two years ago the tilled portion of the Farm was represented by flfty- 
flve acres badly Infected with quack graaa. It has meant strenuous work to 
bring it to Ita present state of cultivation. The flrst work — August, 1910— 
followed by a few months tbe clearing of the first cottage sites. The land 
was ploughed, disced and harrowed, and disced and harrowed again and 
again. The following spring the proceaa was repeated— a man and team 
being hired for six montha. Thia first year twenty-three acres were planted 
to potatoea, corn and gardens. Notwithstanding the tact that the school 
was apt occupied until June 22, there was raised thia flrat season over six 
hundred bushels of potatoes, nearly one hundred bushels of oniona, and as 
many ot beeta and carrots, while the tables were supplied all aummer with 
garden products. Many quarts of fruits and vegetables were canned. Two 
bushels of potatoes this August repreaent, with the exception of potatoes 
tor seed, all the vegetablea purchaaed this, our flrst 'Ploneer year, of the 
Girls' school. ThIa year more of the quack grass area has been reclaimed 
with larger planting; a silo is being made ready to Bll; eight calves, four- 
teen cows, as many goats, two horses, eight pigs and more than one hundred 
chickens are being fed, 

ECONOMICS. 

All this has not been without a large flrst output that has swelled our 
per capita cost. For the first two or three years it will be Inevitable that 
much of the Qrst cost of development must appear on the maintenance. The 
study of support will show thia to be true this flrst year. Tbe same ex- 
amination will show, with the exception of fuel, a very reasonable expendi- 
ture of consumption, food and clothing reaching a minimum. The adminis- 
trative, or office force, must be nearly as large in a small, as a large, institu- 
tion. Especially Is thia true in an institution In its beginning. Because of 
this, and tbe first large cost of labor already referred to, the salaries show 
a large per capita. While this, as every other per capita cost, will fall as the 
numbers increase, it la the policy of the superintendent that the payroll 
be alwaya proportionately large. Tbe officer, not buildings and elaborate 
equipment, make the institution; the houae mother and not the Douse 
walla, aurraund sind protect the girl; hers is the work rather tlian the 
architect's which after all must count Cor permanency in the making of 
womanhood. Minnesota can 111 afford to count Ave dollars a mouth on an 
officer's salary if that Dve dollars meams a larger efficiency. Work repre-

seHttng BO large an output, as tbe plants of our state institutions, should 
not, for the sake of a few more dollars yearly, dwarf and well nlgb undo its 
purpose. Nor should the large salaries he concentrated in the clerical de- 
partment. Those helpers who touch closest the girl and her soul are 
those of highest worth. Theirs is the greater skill. Clerks and stenograph- 
ers are easily obtained — soul makers are rare. 



AFTER OR C 

The test of all this attempt Is its results. The Institution is only an 
incident in the girl's career. Vain Is the training of the Bcbool unless the 
work Is continued in the girl as ahe returns to the community. The degree 
to which she fits into the community is the test ot the school work. In the 
fitting to society of the giri of newly acquired standards^Uie girl atlU crude 
In her sense of social relations— comes the supreme test of the institution. 
This part of the work calls tor adequate supervision. If the state is not 
prepared to give this adequate community care, It had better not build its 
Institutions. It Is unfair to the child and to the state treasury to drop at 
its most crucial rpoint so large a beginning. The organization of such 
community care tor tbe Home school For girls has been formulated this 
year and the state Is to be congratulated In Its work; a work which has 
been marked by a rare sense of the problem. 

NEEDS FOR THE COMING YEAR. 

Repeating a recommendation formerly made your board, the much 
exploited dangers of the large Institution lies not so much in Us numbers 
as tbe grouping ot those numbers. Today we are housing one hundred and 
twenty-six In quarters arranged for eighty. With the completion of the 
two cottages now under construction the institution will represent a bous- 
ing capacity of only one hundred and twenty. Based on the commitments 
of the past ten months we may reasonably expect at the end of the next 
two years a resident population of two hundred. The largest advantage of 
the cottage plan system Is in its ability to segregate Into small groups, 
classes of similar moral qualities. It Is no less than criminal to bring 
into the close contact of institution life those of highly varying experiences. 
With this In view, our family cottages are built to accommodate twenty. 
That there may be always empty space for the girl who In the classifica- 
tion may belong in a particular family group, or who may have earned a 
right to pass trom a lower to a higher group, there must always be in every 
cottage one or two unoccupied rooms. Recognizing the classifloation re- 
ferred to, there should be within the next two years four additional cot- 
tages. 

Both the chapel and the hospital under construction call for additional 
room. In the matter of the hospital a contagious wing which formed a part 
ot the original plan, was at tills year's building omitted because of lack 
ot funds. For the same reason only a part ot the chapel as formerly 
planned is being built. Sunday religious services there must be; enter- 
tainment there should be. This chapel represents the only center for sucb 
services and entertainment. In Us present building it Is barely large enough 
tor the present numbers. 
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ReCerence has been made to the temparary use of the stable for a cov 
barn — the piggery being used tor a stable. As a. food value milk la one of 
tbe greatest assets In an Institution. A farm can be kept at Its beet ool; 
when well stocked. A good dairy demands a good barn; nothing else 
would BO help to put the ffistltution upon a living basis. It is earnestlT 
recommended that a modern barn be built this year, its ultimate capacity to 
be for the accommodation of at least thirty cows. 

There must be an appropriation tor the clearing and grading ot tbe 
grounds. Tbe institution has already outgrown its temporary water system. 
A central heating and lighting plant, too. Is becoming a necessity. A local 
telephone exchange connecting cottages and other vantage points with the 
ofllce is much demanded. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

Whatever contention may have marked the work, the attempt has been 
enriched by tbe apipreclative and generous response ot tbe many who have 
made themselves, through their Interest, co-workers. Such have been 
a strong assurance. At this time, let me express for officers and girls their 
appreciation ot the thought that has found a material expression at Christ- 
mas and other times. In three of the family cottages, phonographs make 
glad the hearts of tbe girls ot these cottages every day In the year. Two 
of these are gifts oF women's clubs. iFrom others have come books and 
pictures; from yet others, materials for fancy-work and some of our hand- 
crattry. To Mr. Charles H. Pettltt of Minneapolis, we are indebted for ■ 
valuable collection of pictures which have so transformed the atmosphere 
ot our cottages. A beautiful pipe organ for our chapel Is ours through the 
generosity ot Mr. J. Hartley Davis, another Minneapolis citizen. Such 
gifts represent on tbe part ol tbe donors more than generosity; such giving 
Is the product of thought, and highly discriminating thought. And to oB 
who are recipients of this thought, are coming all those things which music 
pictures and books can bring. 

Through, uader and around all the undertaking has been a support 
from your board which could come only through an acute understandins 
o( the attempt. To be associated In a cause wltli I'hose so sensitive to one's 
ideals, that thought leaps to thought scarcely before uttered, Is not the 
advantage of every worker. Such has been the experience ot tbe superin- 
tendent ot this school. Need it be satd that she is grateful?

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REPORT ON COMMUNITY WORK. 

In aubmlttlDg my first report on community work for fhe Minnesota 
Home School lor Gtrla, It is Impoasltle to portray the traoBltlon from tn- 
Btitutional to community life; the Btrengthenlng of the young girl's cb&racter 
as she grows Into a self- supporting woman; or the courage required in win- 
ning the confidence of the community and maintaining her own self respect, 
so that her years of prohatlon win good, and lasting friends. 

It iB Impossible to record tlie Individual study and application of such 
methods as guide, encourage and protect each girl according to her IndiTtdual 
needs; the holding a girl close to good womanhood and Ideals until the 
crucial moment arrives when she needs new environment and new activities 
to help her win out. Yet It la largely this heart work, the good comradeship, 
the getting to a girl the moment she needs help, her aenae oF coDtesslon 
and protection which helps the girl to live true to her obligation In com- 
munity lite. 

In assuming the reBponslbilities of providing homes and watching over 
tDe girls placed In these homes from the new Sauk Centre school. It was 
necessary to make a study ot the work as I found It. Two missing girls were 
located and returned; a number of other returns were found necessary and 
several homes changed. Two girls from the Bethany Home and one from the 
Salvation Army Home were not capable of earning a living wage and so 
were taken to Sauk Centre that they might be taught to work to advantage. 
One resident of Bethany Home (or two years, was found upon proper medical 
examination to be of such Inferior mentality as to he a tit patient for the 
feeble-minded school in Faribault. It was also found necessary in several 
instances for the protection o£ our girls to enforce the laws and bring 
prosecution against the oRender. As far as possible I have visited the glri's 
home and learned conditions as they existed before she was sent to the 
school: and, as that home now exists, ttiat I may be alert as to influences 
which may again be thrown about her as she enters community life. 

In placing girls In bomes throughout the state careful Investigation 
Is made and the results submitted to the superintendent who In turn recom- 
mends the gin best adapted and qualifled for the home. It gives great pleas- 
ure to report that in thirteen months only four returns have been found 
necessary, of girls placed from the new Sauk Centre school. The first 
^irl had only a month to wait tor her final discharge but ber old com- 
panlonb persuaded her to Join them and enjoy life according to tbeir 
standards. The second girl allowed a violent temper to dominate her and 
spoil the enviable record she hod made as a, cook and housekeeper. The 
third return was for forgery, and the fourth for immorality. 

During these months the parole list has never shown less than fifty- 
three, nor more than sixty-two names. 

iSeveral weddings are deserving of heartiest congratulations. The bus- 
band in each instance capable of providing a good living; tbe wife a 
thrilty home maker. After visits find a happy home and cause me to be- 
lieve that children reared in tbese bomes will be carefully shielded from 
such temptations as beset their motkter, A number of marriages are now 
pending: and It has been our aim to make these girls teel that it is their 
birlhrigbt to claim with dignity and by permission from the state and 
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their employers, fUis sweetest tune In every true wom&n'e life; courtship 
and boDorable marriage. 

We have two girls working their way through school for the coming 
year — one perfecting a musica] education and one carrying high scho<d woit 
The otberB ere giving excellent satisfaction in cooking and home datie*, 
both in rural and town homes. 

Working with us hand in hand and heart to heart are the gloiioni 
women of the state, Wnile they take our girls into their itomes and pa; 
a wage commenaurate to the service rendered, they still give the girl that 
which is more than money; Interest, protection and love. One good 
woman todk her girl to the Atlantic coast with her family for the summer 
vacation; others are doing equally as commendable deeds. 

Every girl is asked to write to the school each month, the letter signed 
by the woman with whom she lives. She is i)rtvileged to write to me at any 
and ail times, however, speaking of dlBoourageTnents or that which troubles 
her heart, without inspection from her employer. In this way It Is possible 
to adjust ffli-sunderstandingB before they become mistakes. 

The girls are making reputations as home makers, reflecting credit upon 
th« new institution and Its methods of teaching. They also are makii^ 
good the conHdence and amtiitlonB whicli the officers and house mothers re- 
pose in them. 

Failures we expect, but, it we conaider the Individual and degree of her 
failure, I And It may be an Incentive for new effort and the strongest stone 
to build on for future character develoiMnent and moral growth. The laws Of 
Minnesota when properly enforced are adequate for the girls in eommonlty 
life; and I would express great appreciation to city, county and state officials 
who have ever responded when parole girls were menaced and prosecution 
was warranted. 

To you, Madam Superintendent, with your years of experience, the 
splendid foundation which you build for the girl during her first years in 
your institution, and your intimate knowledge of girl Hte, I look for in- 
spiration and wisdom to help guide these girls as they stand once more oD 
the threshold of community life. A conservative estimate of failure and 
e past year places three-fourths of our girls living normal, well 
1 lives, earning a good living wage, and recommended by the cont 
munlty as useful citizens. The State Is well organized with "friendly 
visitors." interested in our work. The Honor System of parole grows In 
purity and strength the longer the giri is out of the institution. 1 know 
the girl is not afraid to give me her confidence, rather she Is troubled to 
withhold It. Some girls need visiting much oftener than others. Ottentlttes 
it requires repeated visits to keep a weak glri on her feet, then I realise 
she will he able to walk awhile before another lapse is liable to occur which 
may take the concerted action of all Interested parties t« help develop the 
womanhood. 

The community work. 1 can truly state, has eliminated the call for 
servants. It means a call for service from both woman and girl, a borne 
making, and a helping of womanhood. Between the girl and myself .lies 
this understanding: that with the making of her living she is making her 
life.

To the Honorable The State Board ol Control. 

Oentlemen; No legislative Lommlttee has visited the reformatory 
during tbe past eight years, thojgh Individual memhera of ttie senate 
and bouse ol representatives have oalled and Inspected the institution. 

The reCormatory has ceased to tie a small unimportant institution. It 
has been In operation twenty-three years and Its population has nearly 
trebled In the last ten years. In spite of the fact that a law providing 
for adult probation has gone Into effect during that time. 

It Is altogether probable that, with some temporary variations, the 
population will steadily increase, with the population of the state. 

The bulldinga contem>plated and provided tor In the original plan, have 
been completed, and there Is now quite a considerable number of men 
sleeping' on cots on the floors. 

This condition is undesirable and unsafe, but must he increasingly 
continued until new sleeping quarters shall have tieen provided. 

The former chapel, which has been vacated, may be temporarily and 
inconveniently edm ployed, to accommodate seven ty-flve or perhaps one 
hundred selected men, with a place to sleep, but Its use for that purpose 
can he Justified by emergency only. 

The question of enlarging the present Institution, or ot recommendios 
the establishment and construction of a second reformatory, having been 
determined in tavor ot the formST alternative, and the hoard having decided 
to adopt a snggeStion to the effect that large square buildings, each with 
three wings of suitable capacity, be recommended to he added at the north 
and soutb ends of the present front. It becomes a matter of moment that 
the work of construction ot the proposed new buildings be commenced 
without delay, and pushed to completion, in oo tar as may be necessary 
to provide for the present surplus population, and the probable early 
increase. 
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Experience haa shown that It requires about three years with Inmate 
labor to complete a cell wins o^ 136 rooms, and, In my opinion, such a room 
will be required in hall that length of time. 

I therefore urge that the leglslatuTe be asked, at the approaching aea- 
slon, to provide (or the construction of a square at the north end of quar- 
ters "C" with three cell wings extending therefrom, and that the same 
be built b; contract, substantially in kind as similar bulMlngs have been 
built; the relortnaCory to make the excavations, construct the foundations, 
ahd the cell block, and floors, and to fUTniBb ail the necessary granite, 
both rubble and cut, and the required common labor. 

On QO other basis with which I am acquainted, can the building 
keep pace with the probable Increase In aumlbers of men to be cared tor. 
The Bontberly building could afterward be built by the labor ot the in- 
mates of the Institution. 

When this plan shall have been fully completed, the reformatory 
inmates may be separated Into two divislooe or classes, and kept apart, 
which will be recognized to be a very Important matter. 

For a fuller understanding I bave caused simple sketches of the present 
plant, and of tihe conitemplateid new plan, to b«i prepared. 

Quarters "B," now used as a cellhouse, and which contains 132 rooms, 
and accommodates that number of men, la most awkwardly situated be- 
tween the administration building and the other parts of the Institution, 
a condition which is most unsatsfactory. 

Beside this fact, the administration building, which was originally 
planned for a small Institution, and built accordingly, Is entirely Inadequate 
for the needs of the institutioa such as is now In contemplation, and 
quarters "B" should be dismantled, as soon as other provision can be 
made for the number ot men now occupying It,* and that room should be 
given over to administrative and other purposes, for which It will be so 
much needed. 

The architect will report the probable cost of the new buUdingB, the 
expense of changing over the chapel into a dormitory, and the cost of 
the changed use of quarters "B." 

POWETR PLANT. 

As often reported, the present power house and Its equipment, cannot 
satisfactorily and economically be operated. 

it is wrongly located, and ot InsutQclent capacity. Neither can it be 
economically enlarged, and tbe space which It takes Ib much needed for 
other purposes. 

The Institution has assumed such site and dignity that it can no 
longer be properly supplied with heat, light, and power without haTlug 
an enlarged power plant in a new location. 

An Ideal location with ample grade for gravity return, and at a dis- 
tance that will insure Immunity from smoke and noise, can be found on 
the hillside about thirCyHflve rods north of the present dining hall, and 
within the new granite wall, and for the purpose ot erecting there a salt- 
able power plant, with modern equipment, sufflcient for present and pros- 
pective needs, I recommend an appropriation of tllO,000. 
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S ENGlNEERtNQ REQUIREMENTS. 
PLUMBING IN QUAKTB31B "a" 

The flush tanks in tbis building must be replaced. The rest of tbe 
plumbing will be serviceable lor some time. Suoh tanks should be pro- 
vided [or the 136 rooms, as will be serviceable and proper when the rest 
or the plumbing shall require renewing. 

The cost or tanks of that kind is stated to be $2,000. 

YARD TELEPHONES, 

The wires should run underground. A plan is In the office ot the con- 
sulting engineer, and another, perhaps, In the ofHce of the board. 
The consulting engineer will state the cost of this work. 

INSULATION OF COUJ WATER PIPES. 

Tbe pipes drip in warm weather, keeping the utility alleys, basements, 
and tunnels constantly damp and unwholesome. 
To cover the pipes would cost fl,600. 

EXTENDING HEATING AND LIGHT STSTEWS. 

For this purpose, which is incldetital to the work of building, there 
should be available the sum of $S00. 

KITCHEN, 

For the kitchen there are needed two aluminum kettles at |210, list 
price, one steamer, list price, $270; and one steel hotel range and steam 
table costing $3G5, making In all, fl.045. 



i ARC LIGHTS. 

It has be^i determined to place two of these lights on tbe water 
tower. They can be installed by the chief engineer. 
The cost would be $300. 

INDUSTRIES BUILDING. 

Every indoor industry carried on at tbe reformatory, eicept stone 
cutting and blacks ml thing, is being conducted In quarters ill-adapted to the 
purpose, crowded and incapable of expansion. 

For this reason, at least in targe part, the Industries carried on have 
been small and few In number, and the quarrying and cutting of granite 
have been iglven too prominent a place. 

The men when received at the reformatory are entirely Inexperienced 
' in work In granite, and, I regret to say, that they do not follow It when 
they leare the institution. Many ot them are physically unfit for such 
hard work, and must be favored to prevent their being overtaxed or in- 
jured. My opinion Is that only men who possess the necessary pbystcal 
qualihnttona to diligently and profitably pursue the stcne work, ehouldi t>e 
assigned . to that department, and that the others should be employed In 
occupations more suited to their capacity and strength. 
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It must be admitted that tbe iDmates ot the reformatory axe not equal 
In [ntellieence or physical proweBS to th« average of normal men. for 
ttiRre are among tbem, many Invalids, and many of Inferior mentality. 

During tbe growing season they should be largely engaged Id garden- 
ing and farming, and In the cold weather they should be more generally 
engaged In fairly light indoor occapatlons ot various productive kinds. 

For this purpose, an industries building, with every sanitarr precau- 
tion and device, should be provided on the high ground, Immediately east 
of tbe water tower. It should consist of a high basement (to be largely 
used for storage), and two stories. 

With an appropriation of TSO,000, the reformatory can complete a 
building which would be worth {100,000, and which would fully answer 
the purpose. 

In this connection I venture to add that while the granite wall, when 
finished, will enclose fifty acres of ground, a considerable share ot that 
area will be required tor building sites, quarries, stone yards, railroad 
tracks, roads^ playground, ponds, etc., and that the remaining acre&ge will 
not be ButHclent to^ the production of needed fruits and vegetables, and 
that I look forward to the time when other areas of land will be suitably 
enclosed and irrigated, and extensive and systematic light-soil experimen- 
tation in gardening and field production will be sclentlDcally carried on, 
to the great advantage of the people of this state, and of tbe entire 
country. 

I know. of no more suitable, Imiportant. or practicable work In which 
the Inmates of a correctlcmal Institution may be employed. 

HOSPITAL AND CONTAGIOUS WARD, 

The construction of this building Is nearly complete, and when com- 
pleted a balance of about $1,000 of the fund will remain, which may 
be applied toward the expense of furnis-hings. 

The equipment is estimated, by the consulting engineer, to cost fS.OOO, 
and its installation f2,000, so that an aproprlatlon of }G,000 wll be required 
to complete tbe building and fully prepare it (or use. 

This matter has dragged along for many years, during which time 
very crude hospital facilities have been employed, without any laboratory 
conveniences. 

GRBENHOTJSE. 

The old greenhouse cannot be expected to stand up much longer. 

It has outlived Its proper use, and two years ago was reported to 
be beyond economical repair. No provision for a new building having 
then been possible. It was repaired and has since been used, but not 
economically. 

A greenhouse is a necessary thing In connection with a large garden. 
Its chief value Is In the jiiropagatlon of ueeful plants, and not In the 
culture of flowers, though large grounds need ornamental plants. 

It should be built in three sections at least, and should be located where 
It would have protection from the wind, and where it would gel tim 
warmth of the sun in winter. 
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Like the other buildings at tbe reformatoiy It sbould be a permaneDt 
structure, and It can be Bultably built for 15,000' 

IRRIOATIC»« OF OAHDEN. 

The encloeed garden, hj reason ot topographical and soil conditions, 
Is peculiarly subject to drouth. Intensified gardeming is carried on, and, 
tor want of moisture, heavy losses in valuable and necessaiy crops are 
experienced In dry seasons. 

The chief engineer has prepared a sketch, witlch covers the irrlga- . 
tlon ot tlie enclosed garden, and the lawns In front ot, and on the soutii 
side ot the main buildings. To carr; It out would require material ot tne 
value of ?2,800. 

It can be Installed by Inmate labor, and Us use In any one season may 
be worth the entire coat. I strongly recommend the Investment tor tlie 
reason Indicated. 

A failure In garden products has usually come in seasons wben, 
tor obvious reasons, the iprices ranged high. 

MAIN ENCLOSING WALL. 

The last legislature having seen fit to appropriate a suitable sum tor 
c;'nstruction ot the wall, the work lias gone steadily forward, ind so 
has tLc preparation of stone tor the continuance of the work. There is now 
on hand In the yard, about (40,000 worth ot stone, prepared for use in the 
•«all. 

I aek for a continued appiopriatian of $10,000 per annum. 

The beautiful wagon gate, which will give entrance to the grounds, will 
have been completed by the end ot the bultdlng eeason of 1913, and the 
railroad gate, which Is much simpler of construction, will no doubt be 
finished during 1913. 

Thereafter the only requirement will be "straight work," and It will 
progress expeditiously to completion. 

The building of the wall Is halt done. 

BAJtN NUMBER THREE. 

As heretofore frequently requested, barn number 3, known as the 
lower barn, should be raised, and should have a cement floor. Until this 
Is done the adjoining barnyard can<not be filled and graded, nor can the 
building be sdvantseeously used. 

The cost would be fSOO. 



CRUSHED ROCK FOR RO 

Elsewhere In this report aiipears a statement of the amount ot crushed 
rock furnished to the state highway commission for use In road making. 

H the work Is to be continued I ask for the continuance of the ap- 
propriation for extra guards required in that connection. 

I again urge, In the Interest ot the Industry which may eventually 
be of some considerable value, that an effort he made to secure from the 
railroads a rate on rough and crushed rock, tbat may make It possible 
to get them into the market.

OHANITE WATER TOWER, 

This fltructure has been completed* for water purtwaes, and Is In use, 
but a Kuard room was contemplated In tbe lower part of the tower, 
with an Dutelde gallery. The guard to be atatloned there la to bafe 
supervision of InsnateB In the yard, which Is necessary, and to reinforce 
tbe guard at the wagon gate, In case of need. 

To provide tbe guard room In the tower, construct the gallery, and ce- 
ment the floor of the tower will cost ?800. 

PBJNTINO OFFICE. 

New type and machinery are needed sufficient to cover the time in- 
tervening between this date and the time at which the printing office 
can be ramovedi Into proper quartera in the Industrlee builddug, to be con- 
structed, where tbe scope of this deipartment may he profitably enlarged. 

For this purpose, fSOO Is needed. 

K.ACKSMITH SHOP FURNISHINOS. 

A permanent and fireproof building having been built. It should be 
equipped with Buffalo forges and exhaust fans, or other similar devices. 

The cost would be ITSO, and the saving would be considerable and 
continuing. 

PtuynC STOCKADE. 

For . the repair of tbe old enclosing plank stockade, pending the com- 
pletion of the stone wail, the apropriatlon of fl,000 per «nnum should 1>e 
continued, to replace damage that may be caused by storms. 

NUMBEIt 2T9T, PETTER FERNANDEZ. 

By reason at an accident received by this young man while at work on 
March 3, 1912, he lost the sight ot an eye. 

I recommend for his relief, the sum of 1500, to be disbursed under the 
direction of the state board of control. 

ADDITIONAI, LAND. 

I esteem It as one of the failures of my administration that tbe slate 
has not acquired th^ 200 acres of land lying Immeddately 4n fimit of the 
main buildings, and within leas than 100 feet of the westerly wings whicb 
will-be constructed, if the present plan for enlargement Is carried out. 

The price asked for the land has doubled since first I recommended 
its ipurchase, and It is my belief that If It had been bought ten years 
ago, It would meantime have yielded to the state a net income equal 
to tbe price at which it can now be bought. 

Beside this. Its purchase would have made it possible to vacate a 
public road which cuts through the state holdings, passing close to the 
three large barns, and touching the enclosing wall. I regard this condition 
as a standing menace, hut have so often presented this matter to the 
Board of Control, and it is so well understood by them, that T am almost 
constrained to doubt my own Judgment, In deference to theirs.. 
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ADMTIONAI. GUARr>S— THREE SHIFTS. 

Ab you well feaow th« relormatory is situated ttaree miles from the 
busloeas center ot tbe city ot St. Cloud. Moat of the offlcere, guards, and 
keepers have their homes Id the city proper, entailing six miles of trayel 
per 6a.j tor them by such means of transportation aa they can command. 
Some of them walk. 

Their bours are very long, and when their day's work Is done, tbey 
are relied upon to teach in the school of letters three sTenloga per week, 
and to attend upon lectures and entertain meats, and to do special duty 
and serve as supernumeraries. 

Some of them, especially in winter, do not see their young children 
awake, for weeks at a time. 

They are fatigued, if not exhausted, almost every night, and are shut 
off from social affairs. 

Tbey are weary when they enter the school rooms to conduct their 
classes. 

Tbey get hut ten days vacation during the year. 

Tbalr life is therefore dull, and tbelr energy and ambition lag. 

There are eight night men wbo do thirteen hours of duty per diem, 
while tbe day men work eleven hours, besides doing relief work. 

By the employment ot seven more guards, at a total expense not 
exceeding t600 per month, at the maximum scale, it can be so arranged 
that there will be practically three shifts, with hours ol reasoaabie length 
for all. 

The service would be improved, amd a higher class of work might 
be expected. Employment at tbe retormatory would then be more desirable, 
and would attract a better quality ot talent. 

Tbe men would not be worn out, and might have a desirable home lite. 
which is now impossible. 

I urge and recommend this course as one of the most Important and 
worthy ot all Innovations which I have bad the privilege of submitting 
to your conalderattoin. amd as a matter that tbe people of this etale can- 
not afEord to longer disregard. 

Tbis item should he considered la connection with the support fund 
to be asked for. 

LAND MARKERS AND SURVEYORS' MONUMENTS. 

These c»n be produced at the reformatory. 

Fy beint; standardized by law. tbey will possess an unusiial value, 
because they will be enduring, and can be easily read by any one familiar 
with the law. 

The preservation of surveyed lines Is a matter ot general public con- 
cern, and it seems proper that a state institution should prepare the granite 
markers for state and CQunty use, and for sale to municipal corporations, 
and to private persons. 

If this matter is seriously regarded by the Board ot Control and by 
the Legislature, I request, before any legislation is enacted, that we may l>e 
consulted as to the form, size, and character of the stones to be prepared, 
so that advantage may be taken of every item of economy m production. 
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FUBNISHING THE ADMINISTRATION BUILDINO. 

The' building Is l&rge and bare. It contains Sve floors, and hu over 
200 windows. 

The accoustic properties ot the chapel, unfumiBhed, are not good. 

Storm windows, screens, shades, benches, school seats and deaka, 
floor coverlngB, twuiglDES, office furniture, vault equipment, dormitory and 
ball furnishings, and divers other things are needed. 

I request lor this purpose the sum ol (6,000. 

ACCOUNTINQ. 

Honey paid to the Inmates in waeea, and cash allowances made to 
tih«lr dependent reiMlves, have oome from the support fund. So bare 
the large sums annually paid in connection with state agency. 

Other portions of the support fund are Indirectly used In tbe construe' 
tion of permanent buildings. 

The per capita cost of the Institution, therefore, appears to be high. 

I suggest that in the Judgment of th« board, separate aj>propnetloDs may 
be asked for, to cover these necessary matters of disbursement, which 
do not directly relate to support, so that tbe per capita cost may appear to 
be what it actually is. 

RBPAIB FUND, 

This should be continued at $3,000 per year. 

TOBACCO CULTURHl. 

In the Interest of general agrloulture the reformatory has experimented 
as private citizens in the neighborhood have done. In the culture of tobacco, 
and tbe demonstration ot three years test, indicates that, under favorable 
conditions of lateral shelter, the raising of tobacco may be made profltable 
In this vicinity. 

The yield per acre Is valuable, and the cultivation seema to Involve 
no more labor or attention than the cultivation of an equal area of potatoes, 
though more fertilization Is required. 

OLD ADMINISTRATION BUILDINQ. 

This frame building has been vacated, and is largely unoccupied. While 
it Is old, it was well constructed, and has withstood several changes of 
location. 

It would be capable ot accommodating several families, or. If workmen 
should be employed In contract work at the reformatory, and were to l>e 
housed 'here, as has frequently been the case, It would be very useful and 
convenient for that purpose. 

If It should burn It might do irreparable damage, In the way of dla- 
flgurement. to the permanent granite buildings near It, and It sbould 
be covered with sheet metal, moved, or torn down. 
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THB PAROl^ STSTQU. 

In Uils Hoe of work tbere has been many disappointments, and a 
number o( ImproTementB. 

A (avorable feature Is the reeldence at St. Cloud of one of the state 
agents. 

It Beems to me that there has been too many changes In the parole 
board, for the good of the service. 

To parole a man Is to terminate or undo the sentence of the court. 

In my opinion it ebouldi be apiproacheti 'wltib extreme caution, and 
the fact should be borne la mind that a hearing on an application for 
parole, ae conducted, is practically am ex-parte hearing, and every lawyer 
knows how easy It is to prevail under such conditlona. 

I believe that more time should be given to the conslderaton of the 
cases, and the fullest possible Inquiry mad«. I think, too, that when a man 
has violated the conditions of one parole, after training and inatructlon 
in tbe reformatory, it should be in rare cases only, that he should have 
another. 

In my view of tbe matter, the granting of a parole or release should 
be conducted in « Judicial manner, and no man should have his liberty, 
after once having been convicted of a grievous crime, unless It la made to 
appear quite iM'obable, In the Judgmenrt of expertenoed and prudent men. 
that be Is not likely to violate tbe conditions which they may see fit 
to Impose upon him, by commiting another crime, or otherwise. 

The violatilon of parote conditions 1b, to me, fairly satisfactory evidence 
that tbe person is either incapable of keeping a parole, or that he does 
not desire to do so. and. In either event, the public Interests, as well as bis 
own, are best served by his detention where be can do no serious 

The fact that a man has served a certain length of time, or that 
- he must some time be paroled, is a weak, but common argument. Tbe 
question as to whether or not the Institution can do bim any more good 
Is Immaterial. 

Tbe only question that seems to me to be worthy of consideration Is 
whether or not be Is able to, and probably will, live an orderly life, and 
unless both questions can be "wisely answered In the affirmative, he Is not 
entitled to an <apportunlty to interfere again with the personal or property 
rights of others. 

I have carefully watched the men whom tbe alienists report as In- 
competent, and I have learned to have great confidence In the ability 
of skillful men In that line to forecast the probabilities, but I know ot 
few parole boards in the country, who do not prefer their own opinions 
or impressions to those of men who have specialized in such matters, 
and I am persuaded that avoidable mistakee are constantly being made. 
to tbe detriment and heavy expense of the public. 
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And at that, the lengrtb of the terms bfts Increased under the Indeter- 
minate irian. and Improveiuent has ben made, and perhaps the proerees 
has been as rapid ae can be expected, for, in the matter of practical 
penology, we seem to be emerging from a very backward condition.

For over twelve years I have been responsible tor the conduct of the re- 
formatory, coming to the work without much preparation, as most of the 
reformatory ofHcialB, unfortunately, do. I have In that time seen many 
changes, but none whatever in the co-operation which has been given me, 
and the unfailing kindness which has been shctwn by you, gentleme)^, and 
by your predecessors on the Board of Control, and by all other persona 
with whom I have come into official relation, and for this consideration 
I make my sincere acknowledgements.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN. 

St. Cloud, Minn., Jul; 31. 1912. 
To the GeDeral Superintendent : 

Sir; For the biennial period, ending July 31, 1912, I wish to submit 
the following report: 

Tlie general health of the inmates in this InstltutioQ for the past two 
years has been excellent. It Is certainly very gratifying that, with an 
aver&ge population for this period of nearly four hundred, I have only one 
death to report, the cause of death In this case being diabetes mellitus. 

The general eanitar; conditions maintained are splendid, and leavea 
little room for suggestions on my -part for their Improvement. The present 
method of cleaning the floors }n the Inmates' quarters with mops Is ob- 
jectionable, as It creates dampness In the rooms and corridors, which Is 
detrimental to health and especially hard on those Buffering from rheum- 
atism or other Uthaemic troubles. The floors could be kept clean and dry 
by using vacuum cleaners instead of mops, making a fan ventilation sys- 
tem unnecessary, whicli, under present conditions Is highly desirable. 

H08PITAL. 

The present hospital Is Jar from ideal, but I would offer no suggestions 
as to any improvements further than those already Instituted ' since the 
last biennial report from this department, as we expect very soon to 
be occupying the new hospital bullddog which Is now noarlog completion. 
Due to the precaution exercised upon Che adim'ieslon of Inmates, there baa 
been no epidemic of any contagious disease, aaul the nedi oif a ward to Isolate 
such cases has not ibeen so keenly felt. It would be of great advantage 
to have some form of booth erected In the yard, adjacent to the hospital, 
so that coinvalescenis and those suffering from chronic affections might 
be kept out in the freeh air without, at the same time exposing themselves 
to the direct rays of the sun. 

DIET. 

The food that Is furnished Is of good quality and well prepared. The 
variety la such tliat the eseentlal elements of nutrition, — piroteide, oarbohy- 
dratee and hydrocarbons— are properly proportioned. The proximity of the 
inmaics' kitchen to the laundry Is for various reasons objectionable, and I 
would advise that the laundry be removed to other quarters. 

BATH ROOM. 

Unless a new bath room will be available for use in a very sbort time, 
the one now in use should be considerably enlarged and to some extent re- 
paired. Any additions made, could be so constructed that they might easily 
be transferred to the new bath room when desired. The capacity of the 
bath room now Id use is fifteen stalls, which Is not more than half the 
number that is necessary. The drainage is Insufficient, and aCter being used 
the bath room floor Is flooded with water, and, due to the location of the 
room In the cellar, remains In a damp condition. This should be remedied. 
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RECREATION. 

The lacturee, and other forms of entertaininent, have doue a Twt deal 
of good in many waya. The greatest benefit derived, I am sure, haa been 
the effect produced tending to divert the mental processes from a morbid 
IntroBpectlon in which the average Inmate la prone to indulge, Into tiealthy 
channels of thought. It the men are permitted and encouraged, to In- 
dulge in games and exercise, which require them to be out In the son- 
light and fresh air, It would undoubtedly be of much beheSt to their pbrsicat 
and mental health. A gymnasium would be a valuable acquisition to thli 
institution, and I hope that we may soon hare one. 

LIGHT WORK. 

As noted in the last biennial report of my predecessor, the matter ot 
having light work for Inmates unable to engage In the heavier work, la of 
vital ImiKirtance. In the absence of such work they have to be kept locked 
In their cellB. Such confinement la a punishment and has a most de- 
pressing eOect upon mind and body. I have had them Insist on going to 
work rather than remain In their cells, when I knew thsit tiieir physical ooo- 
dltlon was not equal to the task they would undertake. 

PHYSICAL AND MENTAL EXAMINATION. 

AH inmates, upon admission, are given a thorough physical examina- 
tion. Their family blatorles are inquired into and any conditions or disease 
present in parents likely to be transmitted, or to Influence the physical or 
mental development ot the oOspring, are recorded. The mental examina- 
tions made up to this time have been superficial, except those made by 
visiting alienists. Henceforth, a thorough mental examination will b« 
made with Che latest revised and approved tests, and the mental age ol 
each Intellectually sub-normal inmate will be definitely established. With 
the assistance this Information will give, combined with a close Individual 
study, and study of the family history. I am sure we will be enabled to 
more definitely arxive at logical conclusions relative to the etiology ot 
crime, and thereby be placed in a position where the treatment and re- 
formation can be pursued upon a ecientlflc and not an empirical basis. 

DENTISTRY. 

The dental work at this institution has been ot very great benefit, 
and I regret that the credit balance of the Inmate is the deciding factor 
as to whether he can, or cannot, have such work done. In examining a new 
Inmate, I frequently find that the services of a dentist is required. It the 
work could he done at once, the cost would be Bmall, but It he w&lts until 
he has saved enough out of his earnings to have this work done, the 
probability Is that where only a small filling would have been necessary to 
save a tooth, owing to the delay, the tooth has to be sacrificed. If It i» 
practical, I would suggest that those entering the Institution In need of 
dental work be allowed to have such work done, the same being charged 
to their accounts, and balanced by their future eaminga. 
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AMETROPIA. 

Brrora of refraftton is a ver? commoD eye trouble among the Inmates 
at this loBtltutlon. All forme are manltest, — myopia, tiyperoplB and astig- 
matism, with TarlMMB forms of combination. Correcting lenses are furnislted 
thoee Buffering from such troubles, after thorough .teste liave been made 
of the eyes, and U la very gratlfyiag to note the reeults that obtain. 

' 8VPHILIS. 

Fifteen Byphilitica have been admitted during the last biennial period. 
Of tbese, eleven have received two doses of Salvorson (606) by the In- 
travenour method, four have i-eceived one dose. It is generally conceded 
now by those bavtng the widest experience in the administration of this 
drug, that it Is a specific remedy In cases of primary and secondary Byphllls, 
when administered as It Is at this Institution, by Injecting directly into the 
vein. One dose is considered by some sufficient, but It makes the cure 
more certain to give two doses. Those not having received a second dose 
wilt have It later. 

The results of our treatment here have been all that could have been 
wished tor. Not a single case has developed syphilitic symptoms since 
treatment— a perfect cure eeenis to have been effected.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL SECRETARY. 
To the General Superintendent: 

Sir: During the two years ending July 31, 1912, numerous changes 
have been made In tbe educational department, which, I am pleased to 
say, have been decidedly tor the better. 

Eleven new school rooms have been provided tor use on the first floor 
of the new administration building. Although these rooms are not suRicieDt 
to accommodate all our classes, the present arrangement Is far superior to 
the former. About (1,500 worth of books and other supplies were pur- 
chased during tbe past six months, which, on account of tbe Inadequate 
equipment, were extremely neceaaary. The new rooms are equipped wlUi 
slate blackboards which is far superior to tbe old wood«n boards formerly 
used, and the new system ot lighting tbe rooms la excellent. 

The old furniture, consisting of tabiea and benches Is atlll in use, and 
I recommend most strongly that funds be appropriated and individual 
seats and desks, such as are used In otber first class schools, be pur- 
chased. 

Tbe school term has been flxed at tour montha; three terms a year 
with no vacations between terms. I believe that the best way to reform tbe 
boys Is to educate them continuously during tbe short time that some of 
them are with us. Several times during tbe term, meetings ot tbe teachers 
and school guards are held, for the purpose of discussing matters pertain- 
ing to the weltare of the acbooi. 

A new system of keeping the school record has been adopted which 
is far more convenient than the old form and at the same time more 
accurate. 

Tbe cabinet maker of the carpenter shop department recently made a 
solid oak desk tor the school secretary's use. It Is an excellent piece of 
furniture tor which the secretary is very grateful. 

At the present time more care Is taken In grading the classes, and tbe 
work scheduled (or each grade is more closely followed than ever before; 
in addition to the subjecta formerly taught, a course in physiology has been 
instituted and has proven a great success. A number of excellent teachers 
have been added to the staff and more modern methods of teaching have 
been adopted.

Gentlemen, 1 beg to submit bcrewltti m; fpbh bteunial report ot tli« 
Minnesota State Priaon, tor ttie period ending July 31, 1912, together with 
reports ot the heads af departments. We have tried to cover understand- 
Ingiy all matters of Interest pertaining to tbe management of tbe vaiiom 
departments of the Institution. 

DISCIPLINE, 

The discipline of the prison bas been good during the period covered by 
this report. The officers and employee, as a rule, have discharged t&eir 
respective duties with loyalty and efficiency, and the inmates have been 
orderly and obedient with one serious exception. One year ago last Marcb, 
convicts Jerry McCarthy, serving sentence ot ten years from Hennepin 
oounty, for the crime of aHsault in tbe Qret degree, and Peter Juhl, serving 
sentence of nine years, also from Hennepin county, escaped from the cell 
house ot the old prison. This Is the tlrat escape we have had from the In- 
terior of the prison since I, became warden over twenty years ago, 

Jerry McCarthy, the leader ot the plot, was a most desperate man, 
with a love for bloodthirsty deeds that knew no bounds. Both ot these men 
continued in their lawless careers until McCarthy was killed by OfBcer 
Otiinger in an attempt to secure the desperate convict's arrest In Minne- 
apolis. The officer was murdered by McCarthy at the same time. A abort 
time thereafter Officer Frazer of St. Paul was murdered by Peter Juhl as 
be was about to place Juhl under arrest. Tbrougb this unfortunate escape 
two brave officers lost their lives; one of tbe convicts was killed and the 
other Is now serving life sentence In the state Prison as a result of bis 
crime. 
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We regrec moat alncerely this unfortuniie ociiurrence. whicli indicates 
most lorclbl]' that eternal vigilance la necesBary for the safe keeping of 
auch desperate criminals. We think It Is not out ot place here, however, to 
call the board's attention to the (act that Stillwater has one of the beet 
records In the United States for salely holding its wards. A careful read- 
ing of the reports ot the prisons ot the United States Indicates that the 
average number of escapes is very large compared with the records shown 
In Minnesota. 

In this connection 1 would respectfully suggest, that we ought to have 
a more stringent law covering unlawful verbal and written communication 
with convicts, and the bringing in and carrying out of prleon contraband 
articles, such aa narcotics, clothing, food or Information, that might be used 
to the detriment ol the discipline of the institution, or possibly the escape 
of convicts. Narcotica In their various forms are the underlying cause o( 
nearly every serious prison Insurrection. Other abuses naturally follow. 
The only way these abuses can be aalely guarded against Is by stringent 
laws and the enforcement of wholesome rules for the regulation of such 
a>buaes. 

PRISONER'S COMPENSATION. 

The prisoner's compensation law paased by the legislature four years 
(tco. Chapter 304, continues to work well and has done mucb good, in 
thaC it has not only encouraged the j>rlBoner to make the most of his mental 
and physical energies, but it has also proven a great source of comfort and 
support to his lamlly If he has one. The law aeema sufficiently elastic to 
meet all reaulrements. 

It w4tl be of Interest to note that the earnings are gradually increasing 
as shown by this report. At present, they average about tZSfiOO per year. 
The ensuing year will doubtless bring the earnings' up to t40,000 pei' an- 
num. We are making every effort possible to establish an Impartial piece 
price system ot earnings that will meet the approval of all Industrious and 
well disposed prisoners. As the state account industries develop, the earn- 
ings ol the inmates will increase In proiKirtlon. This will be the case 
especially In the farm machinery department, where it will be necessary to 
develop a large number of skilled workmen from among the Inmates. 

INDETERMINATE SENTENCE. 

The indeterminate sentence law, Chapter 298, S. F. /Jo. 9, passed at the 
last session of the Legislature, has worked very well so (ar and gives prom- 
ise of frulittui reaulta. Our experience thus far does not suggest any change 
in the lam. We have reason to believe Chat It Is one of the best Indeterm- 
inate sentence lawB In force In this country, and we have reason to be- 
lieve that It Its provisions are carefully carried out, It will he helpful to a 
large number ot unfortunates In that It will restore them to citizenship 
much sooner than would be possible were they committed under a determ- 
inate aeationce. On the other hand, it will also pirove a greater protection to 
society in that it will retain In prison those law breakers whose criminal 
tendencies prompt them to fall easily again into lives of crime. 
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Under the operation of this law all deserving .prlBoners are restored to 
cltizenshiip by gradual steps through parole, wltb suitable employment, un- 
der the -condltlona ol healthful freedom. All jiaroled men abould be kept on 
parole until they have given reasonable evidence of their ability and desire 
to obey the lavr and live honest, sell-support Ing lives. We hope and expect 
much from the Indeterminate Bentence law now In force in this state. 

POPULATION. 

The number of Inmates In confinement at the close of the flscal year 
1912, was 814, nineteen of whom were woin.en, 111 of this number w»re life 
prisoners. 

Our table of statistics shows an IncreaBe of lOS In prison confinement 
over the number shown two years ago, an Increase of fifteen and one-tbird 
per cent In our population. The number on parole as shown by our preced- 
ing biennial report was 87, the number on parole now Is 75, a decrease 
of 12. 

It may be Interesting to know that of the number of prisoners In con- 
flnemeat on July 31, 1912, 498 were single, 81 were married and had no 
Children, 126 were married and itad children, 64 were wUowera and 44 were 
divorced. 

NEW PRISON. 

The Board of Control is aware that good progress U being made In 
the erection of the neiw prison buildings. The contractor, while a little late 
In the fulfillment ot his contract, has promised that he will have the build- 
ings ready (or us by Dec. 1. 1912, so that we can transfer all ot the ma- 
chinery for twine and rope making and all of the prisoners working In 
that department to the new prison. This will enable us to use for the 
enlargement of the farm machinery plant all of the buildings that are now 
occupied in the manufacture ot twine at the old prison. 

The new prison continues to attract favorable notice from Interested 
visitors from many states througtaouit the union. The United States N'avy 
department and the War department have also sent representatives to look 
into our new prison construction, plans, etc. From the report ot the latter 
to the United States Department ot War we quote the following; 

"It is the finest and moat modern prispn In the United States, &nd prob- 
ably In the world, and when completed will cost about six million pesos 
(about f2,600,000) Including the manufacturing plant. When It Ib conceded 
that It will probably be years before the prison population will reach s 
thousand, It can be seen that Minnesota certainly means to be in the van." 

•TWINE PLANT. 

The financial statements given in this report show Chat we have made 
a net proUt of $216,255.27 from our twine plant during the past two years. 
The first was a hard business year which resulted In a smaller net profit 
than usual, namely. 349,962.42. Last year, bowever, was more encouraging aa 
our net protus were tl6G,292,S5, We were obliged to run overtime tor about 
six weeks toward the close ot the harvest season in order to fill as many 
orders as possible. ^ 
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Our outlook tor next year Is uDueually promtiiliig for the reason that 
we vere unusually Buccesaful lo making contracts for twine Bber something 
like four or Ave months ago when the prices tor fiber were so very much 
below the present ruling prices. In fact, we made contracts during this 
period for nearly all of ;the twine fther we will require for the manufacturing 
season of 1S13. This will enable us not only to make an unusually good 
financial showing next year, but also to give comparatively low prices on 
binding twine- 

•PARM MACHINERY PLANT. 

The total outlay for machinery equipment, labor, developing ex- 
penses, etc., up to date, leas receipts, has been f40S,913.G2. At the end of the 
biennial period two years ago our report showed under 'the heading of 
profit and loss a develofriag expense or loss amounting to M3,057.42. We 
are glad to call the attention of the board to tbe fact that our loss last 
year was (6,317.42 but that this year the pendulum has swung the other 
way and we have made a net profit of {21,207.09 in the farm machinery 
department. 

The total number of machines manufactured last year was 4,E0O made 
up as follows; 1,100 binders, 2,200 mowers and 1,200 hay rakes. We are 
now building tor the harvest of 1913, binders 2,200, mowers 3,000, hay 
rakes 1,000, total 6,200 machines. 

We And no dlfRculty in selling all the machines we can make but we 
think we are growing as fast as it is sate to go, as it takes time to de- 
velop sately and build up an organization to keep pace with a growing 
-buBlness. We believe it is safe to assume that we can increase our output 
from one-third to oue-balf every year from now on until we have reached 
the maximum requirements In this state. 

Our experimental department is now working on a corn harvester 
which we expect to have In the field for practical test next season. 

FARM. 

Our farm has furnished healthful em.ployment for a te>w deserving 
prisoners and has been so far a little more than self-supporting. 

. The farm Is not large enough, however, to answer our purpose.. We 
should have six hundred acres of good agricultural land Instead ot one 
hundred sixty acres of poor land. We have secured an ^iptlon on one 
hundred sixty acres of good land Joining on and lying to the west of our 
prison farm from O'Neal Brothers of this city, tor $85.00 per acre. We 
consider this price very reasonable and would respectfully suggest that the 
legislature .be requested to provide for its purchase. 

This addition will enable us to give outdoor work to many more men 
whose health require it, as well as a chance to employ more deserving 
prisoners who are about to be paroled to farm work and need preparation 
and hardening for such work. 

We rhould have enough land to raise and keep all of our milch cows, 
at least fltty good milkers, and all the forage and grain we will neeO tor all

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other stock, besides feed enough to raise and- fatten all the pork we wUl 
need, as well as ail the vegetables and garden truck we can use at tbe 
prison. 

APPROPRIATION. 

We ought to have an increase of flO.OOO in our annual current expense 
appropriation. There are four good reasons why It should be |SO,OO0 in- 
stead ot 160,000 per annum. First, because our prison population hu 
materiallr increased; second, tor the reason that supplies are getting 
higher and higher; third, because Che earnings of all prisoners working on 
prison duties have to be paid from this fund; and fourth, for the further 
reason that we shall have an increased current expense until the uev 
prison 1h (ully completed, as we shall be obliged to operate two prisons. 

1 desire to extend my sincere thanks to all oHlcers and employes ot 
the Institution for the faithful and loyal support they have so unlformlT 
given on all occasions, and to you gentlemen, members of the State Board 
of Control, I beg to express my sincere thanks for the many courteslei 
you have shown me.

I herewith tender you my report ol the work done in the 
lent of the prison during the last two years. We have had 
llsease, and the general health or the inmates has been good 
id all olIlcerB of the inBtltirtlon, are to be commended for 
llgence given In keeping the bulldinga and grounds scrupu- 
In the beat sanitary condition. 
9, the curse of Institutional life, continues to he the cause 
of the majority of deaths. This is due to many factors, chiefly we believe, 
to a latent or arrested tuberculosis that many of the men have when re- 
ceived. A glance at the atablstlcal report of the examination ot the men 
received during the past two years will show that a large percentage have 
some defect or pathological condition of lungs or the lymphatic system. 
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With a radical change In method of UtIiis, work and aurroundlngs and 
with more or less mental depreasloa, these men are susceptible subjects 
for the disease, or for a latent tuberculosis to develop. A careful watch 
has been kept and &s soon as any have shown active ermptoraa or manifes- 
tations of the disease, such have been segregoted to the ertent our tacilltieB 
would allow and given rest, out ot door treatment and nutritious diet All 
sputum, pus or other Infected discharges have been carefully collected and 
Incinerated. 

Vigilant warfare on the "White Plague" baa been the watchword, liie 
health of the female department, has been exceptionally good, due largely 
to the ef&clent care and watchfulness ot Matron MlsB Mary McKlnaey. But 
one inmate ot tbe department requiring more than ordinary treatment. 

Through you 1 wiish to express my thanks to Warden Wolfer who has 
given generous and loyal support to alt that we have undertaken and to all 
suggestions from our department. 

I also desire to express my hearty appreciation for valuable suggestions 
and advice, to Dr. B. J. Merrill, the former prison physldan and to Dr. 
Franklin W. Wright, oC Minneapolis.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 
To tbe Honorable, the State Boar^ of Cantrot. 

Gentlemen; I submit herewith my report ot the jtrieoa school work for 

the past year — 1911-1912, during which time I have been connected with it. 

The table which follows this brief report ^ves a record of the enrollment 

and attendance for the past two years and is lumlshed by Deputy Warden 

Robert M. Coles. * 

In general I will say tor the school that the beneficial results which 
arise from employing the minds ol the men when they are not occupied with 
manual labor are worth more to the state than the school costs. Further 
than this the disciplinary value ot the school work is considerable. 

The progress that the men make in their studies depends upon their 
attitude toward the work, their age and previous training and the ability 
and skill ot the teachers. 

In regard to the attitude of the men I am pleased to say that, with 
Tcry tew exceptions. It Is excellent. The men are there to learn, Uey soon 
become interested in their work and succeed to the limit of their aMIltyi 
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A considerable number of ihoae attending Ecbool have reacbed an age 
wbere It le hard tor tbem to learn. Having had no prevloua school training. 
these men have never . acquired studious habits and find their work hard. 
Their success in many cases has been very gratifying to those Interested 
in the school. 

The teachers rank from [air to excellent and are doubtless the best 
that can be secured From among the inmates of the prison. The Interest 
which they t&ke in their work and their conscientious etforta are hrliiKlng 
good results. 

The work of the school covera the common branches, with emphasie 
placed on tbe essentials of an education and those things that are of the 
greatest practical value to tbe men, and also otters work In bookkeeping, 
stenography, commercial geography, civics, political economy, general his- 
tory and physiology. 

It seem'a hardly necessary tor me to state that the success of the school 
is largely due to the deep Interest which the warden takes la it and to the 
earnest conscientious support of the deputy warden, Robert M. Coles, and 
that of Mr. J. J. SulMvan and the guards who are on duty during school 
hours. 

I appreciate this hearty support given the school by tbe warden and his 
deputies, without which Ita success would be impossible.

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BIENNIAL REPORT 

OF THE 

State Agent. Prison and Reformatory 



To the Honorable, the State Board of Parole. 

Oeatlemea: I herewith submit the tollowlag as my biennial report lor 
the period ending July 31, 1912. 

The indeterminate sentence law paaaed at the last Bestiion of the legis- 
lature has made no change In the manner oC handling paroled prisoners 
through the State Agent's office. There has been a considerable Increase 
In the number of men placed out on parole. Necessarily, with no additional 
help, the work has been restricted In some ways more than seemed good for 
the service, as the large member of parole violations show. 

I still believe that all the safety appnances far the prevention of parole 
breaking should be provided, such as the enactment of a law by which 
all time spent on parole Bhould be forfeited for violation of parole, with 
the condition that the Board of Parole may restore any or all time so lost, 
as, In Its Judgment, would seem best. Such a law, I believe, would act as 
a preventative and at the same time would be no hardship upon any person 
violating a parole, who did not so wilfully. Persons -who have special 
clerical pursuits have not been so readily placed on parole In satisfactory 
positions as the common laborer, especially the farm hand. We have a 
large percentage ot men on parole who are giving exceptionally good 
satisfaction to their employers; there are but tew complaints made 
to us on the score of poor service or bad conduct. There are many em- 
ployers who speah highly of the conduct and attention to business of the 
men secured from the prison or reformatory. 

The question as to the right time to give a man on parole his flnal 
release Is a problem. There are many who have striven to maintain them- 
selves well with the hope of an early release, wbo. If kept beyond that 
reasonable time, have become discouraged and thereafter have not, ap- 
parently, done as well, and sometimes make an escape. There are others 
who are differently constituted, who can be held a longer period to their 
advantage. It is hard to be able to Judge the paroled man correctly. 
We sometimes have what appears to be an entirely satisfactory interview 
with him and in a very short time thereafter, he violates his parole and 
escapes, sometimes leaving a good position, and as a rule we can discover 
no cause for hla abandoning his place and home. 

In seeklnR employment for paroled men, we would have no trouble In 
placing them readily it men were paroled who could fill the ordinary 
laborer's or a farm position, but unfortunately, many are received from 
the cities who are not adapted to farm or common labor. Frequently a 
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parolod maa Is willing to take any klAd of a Jab In order to be released 
from prison, he, very soon after his release, applies to the Agent tor a 
change in emj;>loyment which necessitates an InveBtlgatlon (or another 
place. 

There have been 349 prisoners discharged from the state prison fey 
expiration of time during the past two years, all of whom have been Inter- 
viewed by the agent. Of the 3i9 discharged from prison, 227 admit th«t 
they were in the habit of using Intoxicants and claim Uiat liquor waa ttae 
cause or their committing crime. 

Of the 349 prisoners discharged from the prison, 19S have admitted, or 
are known to have served previous sentences in Jail, work-houses and 
prisons. 

None of the above discharged prisoners have applied to the state agent 
for aid or employment. 

One hundred and fifty-seven have been returned to the prison and re- 
formatory from parole In the last two years; four from Iowa, one trojn 
Missouri, two from Indiana, one from North Dakota, one from Kansas, one 
from Oregon, one from Ohio, three from Wisconsin, one from Illinois, one 
from Alabama, one from California, one hundred and fort; from varlCMis 
parts of our own state.

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BIENNIAL REPORT 

OF THE 

State Board of Parole 

PERIOD ENDING JULT 31, 1912 

To the Governor and Legislature of the State ol Minneeota. 

Gentlemen: The State Board oF Parole preeente herewith the rules 
which have been adopted by them soverning parole rrom the State netorn- 
atory and the State Prison of Minnesota; alao the rules governing the St&ln 
Parole Agents. An examination of these rules will indicate the methods of 
procedure of this board and will show the principles tbat seem to them to 
lie at Ibe foundation of the work committed to their hands. 

In addition to the law passed by the last legislature creating thU board, 
there Is also presented herewith a comparative etatemeii't of the laws govern- 
ing boards of parole In a number of states, which will Indicate quite clearly 
the dlfTereuoe of law and method In the varktus coimmunltlee.* A parole sys- 
tem of some kind has been adopted In all the northern states of this country 
except Maine, Vermont, Montana, Nebraska, and Wyoming, It Is understood 
that the law creating this board was triimod after a careful comparison of 
the legislation already enacted in other states. 

You are turniehed also In this report with a statistical table showing the 
number of applications tor parole and discharge from the prison and reform- 
atory from June, 1911 to July. 1912. Including the number of those that were 
granted. This table Indicates the administration of the law during that part 
of the biennial period covered by the present ofllclals. 

In addition to this report there Is a further statistical table giving an 
account of the operation of the principle of parole from the beginning, with 
the results obtained so far as known. 

The Board of Parole was constituted by the appointment of the nittcet 
meimber on Jume 2, 1911 ,and on the same day the first meting was held In 
the office of the Board ot Control, The following is a list of the mer-tings 
of the State Board of Parole during 'the biennial period:

In transmitting these documeatB and laots, It, seems proper also to 
report eome coDcluBions with reference to the basis of the laws under which 
we are acting. During the past fifty years there has been a «teady move- 
ment among civilized people for a new lirteripretation ol crime and a new 
treatment of the criminal, Tlie manlfeBtation of the new movement Is, 
first, in the indeterminate sentence and, second, In the parole system. The 
indeterminate sentence has two forms. The one originating in this country 
is based upon the proposition that the object ot the confinement of the 
criminal is his reformation. On this princdple no man should be released 
from confinement until there Is a reasonable preeitmptlon that his conduct 
Is as likely to be correct when set at liberty as that of other persons in the 
community. Such an indeterminate sentence, however, while logical, has 
not been framed into law. What is meant by the indeterminate sentence 
is the limits Included between what is known as the minimum and the max- 
imum terms of confinement. In the case of persons confined In the reform- 
atory, the statutes do not fls a minimum, but they fix a maximum. When 
a man has served the full term prescribed by law, whether he be reformed 
or not In the Judgment ol those having control, he is to be set at liberty. 
The Indeterminate sentence has been adopted in tnaiiy states and also in 
a number of foreign countries. In England it has taken Quite a dltterent 
form, for there, after a man has been convicted ol crime three Umes, there 
may be a supplementary term ot confinement Imposed upon an individual not 
provided for the -particular offense by statute. Many penologists who 
recognize that there is at least a certain percentage of criminals who after 
repeated offenses do not respond to the curative treatment of prison dis- 
cipline, favor their detention for an indefinite period. In practice in England 
those prisoners who are undengoing the supplementary penalty are regarded 
not so much as responsible as they are thought to be dangerous, and for 
those who are considered hardened criminals there la a relaxation of labor 
and an increase of privileges, the theory being to make the life ae tolerable 
as possible during what may be a permanent confinement. In England the 
supplementary' penalty cannot be longer than ten years, Australia, on the 
other hand, has adopted an indeterminate system without limit, so that life 
imprisonment may be adopted automatically on the Judginent ot a commis- 
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alou for those who have been convicted or tbree or more graTe crlmo!). Tb4 
general doctrine In recent years has been toward a social attHude ot increu- 
Ing severity toward confirmed criminals. While there are donbtiese cases 
wliere a supplementary penalty 1b indicated, tbere are perhaps as grave dan- 
gers in an indeterminate system without limit as under any ot those now 
in force. 

There are tour distinct views ot crime. First the one which society 
furnishes in the laws established by Its constituted authorities. This view 
of crime consists solely ot the deed that has been committed. The question 
Is, is the act under consideration one which is forbidden by law and tor 
which penalty is provided? There is a second view ot crime used in the 
administration of law. This consists of the man, with his history, his en- 
vironment, and the special circumstaDces accompanying the act. This view 
Includes the man and his deed. The third view is that which arises after 
the man iias been put in custody. Here the. first question is not what tlie 
man has done, but what lie wlil do. He has Indeed broken the laws of 
society, but will be now keep the rules of the prison? Many men who are 
persistent violators of law outside of conflnement become model prisoners 
when taken Into custody, and among them are some of the most daneeroua 
men. The rule Is that experience prisoners often behave better than 
those who are committed for the flrst time. The fourth view of the criminal 
is the question of hia probable conduct when restored to llherty. All of 
these views must be considered In order to form a sound Judgment, 

While the old idea of ipunlshment as retribution has iwaotlcally been 
given up and Is Indeed denounced by many enlightened philanthropists. It 
still remains that the deed called crime must be considered In the prohlem 
ot penology. It the punitive Idea is no longer retained, the condupi ot 
penal affairs must tie such as to have a deterrent effect. The prisoner must 
not Qnd conflnement so agreeable that be will be likely willing to come baf^ 
again, nor must the sentence be so lacking In both shame and pain that the 
average boy will think it is, on the whole, not a bad thing to be convicted 
and sent to the reformatory. 

The indeterminate sentence rests fundamentally upon the theory that 
there is a difference in criminals that cannot be provided for by statute. 
The act does not always Indicate the man, and a sudden access ot tempta- 
tion through the Influence ot association, through the lack ot family in- 
fluences, may cause him to oommit an act which the statute declares a crime. 
The shame and shock ot exposure are enough in many such cases to lead to 
an early reformation. There are others who prefer crime to toll In order to 
satisfy their wants, and who deliberately make up their minds to rebel 
against the social order. Conduct Is Important as a symptom of characto', 
and must be so regarded. 

The Indeterminate Sentence relieves the courts of a task which ts al- 
ways difflcult and sometimes impossible to perform. In the limits ot time 
which a trial In court of Justice takes, H Is Impossible to discover the 
record of the man and to adequately estimate his character. Men who have 
served sentences several times over In other states conceal the fact, and !)V 
cause they plead guilty when the evidence Ib overwhelmingly agiainst them, 
the court Is lenient because so little expense and trouble are occasioned. On 
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the other baud Judges differ in tern pemm eat. Some are inclined to take R 
lenient and some a severe view of biunan conduct. The Indeterminate sen- 
tence eliminates the personal equation of the Judicial temperament. 

But the indeterminate sentence ie In some form or other necessarr to 
the operation of a parole law. The theory of the parole law Is that a part 
of the term that the prisoner Is serving in the custody of the state may he 
spent outside of confinement. The old plan was to keep a man until the ex- 
piration ot bis definite Bentence, and then turn bim loose to flgbt blB way 
agalnat a bostlle world or to yield to recurrent temptation. The parola pla.i 
insists that there ia a period ot convalescence from the dlseaaeof crime, a.d 
that during this convalescence great care must be taken teat there be a 
relapse. The Modem method asserts that no man should be released from 
confinennent until suitable occupation be found for him under proper sur- 
roundings, nor should he be released at all until It seems probable ttiat bis 
future conduct will be normal. The sitate furnishes guardianship In the form 
of parole agents, and 'the community should furnish friends In the form of 
voluntary associations, organized under the autborlty ot the Board of Parole 
and co-operating fully with them. The theory Is that a man will be more 
likely to watcb his own conduct and to resist temptation If he knows that 
any failure will result in bis reincarceration. Bipertenco shows that after 
a man has kept hla parole for one or two years at most, he rarely relapses 
Into crime. The after-care or prisoners is the chief problem of modem 
penology. Prison discl-pline and prison organization are on a pretty sound 
foundation. The operation of the courts as a rule secures Justice. The 
new obligation which the state has discovered is the care of the man 
after his release and before his full restoration to liberty. 

The reasons for a parole system are very weighty, but the difficulties 
are very great. If parole ot some man is made too easy. It will seem to 
others who remain In confinement that they are unfairly treated. It Is not 
quite possible, therefore, to consider each case upon its own merits. The 
general good of the prison population must be considered. Nor will It do 
to omit from the judgment the necessity of such treatment of prisoners 
as abati be deterrent. The law must still be In some definite degree a 
"terror to evildoera." 

This discussion briefiy indicates the basis of the law under which your 
board la acting, and, with the accompanying documents, will indicate the 
methods that have been employed. It may be urged against any parole sys- 
tem that every prisoner who breaks his parole Is distinct proof that the 
system Is a taJlure. By the same token It could be argued that every 
prisoner who serves his full term and after release returns to crime, proves 
that the prison is a failure. 

Your board la well aware that the parole system is at present in an 
experimental state. We have doubtless made mistakes. Some men have 
been released who should have been kept in confinement Some perhaps 
have been kept in confinement who should have been released. We have, 
however, acted upon our best Judgment. It must be remembered also that, 
while there are failures, and always will be, under a parole system, there 
are doubtless many more successes. Many men who would return to 
crime It given their liberty abruptly, by the gradual process are safeguarded 
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until the habit ot the tree lite enablee them to be normal In conduct and ia 
character. It 1b the Judgment ot this board that atter the experlmenUl 
stages have been passed, better .reeults will be secured. 

There are two important matters that muat have more adequate atten- 
tion. It Is evident that the conduct ot the prlsoiier during confinement ii 
no snfndent teat ot his Htness tor liberty. Iti addition to the discipline ot 
work, ot education, and ot obedience, It Is necessary to have a very com- 
plete knowledge ot the physical and mental makeiLp ot each man. Tbis 
knowledge must come by expert examination and a definite amount ot data. 
This [lart ot penological science Is yet In its Infancy. But increasing eSor; 
toward accuracy must be made, and It is likely that provision tor more 
expert assistance should be secured. 

The second matter calls tor the co-operation ol a group ot the best 
people In every county in tbe state. We desire to have local prisoners' 
aid societies established throughout the atate, cooperating wltb the cen- 
tral office at tbe capltol, so that whenever a man is placed in any com- 
munity we imay be sure that be will have constantly at band a confldential 
adviser and friend. It is not possible tor tbe state to have enough paid 
agents to adequately meet the situation, nor la It likely that such agents 
can be so efficient as private citizens ot the best order who act in co-opera- 
tion with the public authorities. 

In the report ot the committee on discharged prisoners made to the 
American Prison Aasociatloo at Baltimore In November, 1912, the follow- 
ing statements were presented as its main conclusions: 

1. The problem ot the discharged prisoner is an important one. 

2. Supervision ot tbe released prisoner by official authority is im- 
portant. 

3. From the economic standpoint It Is extravagant for tbe state, or a 
political BubdIvialon ot the state, to expend a considerable amount of money 
In the care and training ot tbe prisoner during Imprisonment it atter the 
prisoner's release the state expends little or no money on the period ot 
parole or rehabilitation ot the prlBoner. 

i. The principle of parole is accepted in general by the members ot 
the American Prison Association, 

6. The principle ot probation is accepted In general by the members 
of the American Prison Association. 

There Is very great wisdom in tbe third conclusion ot this committee, 
and tbe doctrine that It ts extravagant to neglect tbe discharged prisoner 
is one based on such sound reason that its simple statement furnishes the 
only necessary argument. 

The same committee reports its conclusions as to the important items 
belonging to a parole system. Tbey are these; 

(a) Release from tbe institution before the maximum sentence ot tbe 
prisoner has expired. 

(b) A so-called parole period, during which the prisoner must report 
at speclUc times to stated representatives of the institution, 

(c) One or more parole ofBcers, with the duty ot visiting paroled pris- 
ed) Efforts on the part ot parole ofBoers not only to visit but to render 

aid, financial or otherwise, to paroled prisoners. 

(e) The following up ot violators ot parole and their relmprisonment 
It circumstances warrant such Imprisonment. 

(fl The granting of absolute release to paroled prisoners who have 
satiflfled the requirements of the Institution as to conduct during parole. 
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These Budiugs were preeented after a study of the work done In all the 
stateB and or the principal literature upon the Bubject. The parole Byetem 
of the Btate of Minnesota will be found, by a comltarlson of thla report with 
these conclusions, -to measure up to the most advanced opinion presented 
to -the moat repreeentative penological organdzatlon In this coumtry, If not 
la the world. 

Your board, In presenting this report, with the accompanying statlatlcs, 
calls your attention to the need of patience In the ad ministration of a new 
system. The statistics of crime in this country are very uncertain, and 
the conclusions based upon them are often erroneous. It is not to be ex- 
pected that perfect methods can at once prevail In this Important and new 
social duty of caring for released prlsonere upon the parole plan. Your 
board Is using every effort to take advantage of the experience of the best 
men in the beet states of the Union and working together with them. It 
may reasonably be expected that reeulta may be secured which will In- 
creasingly satisfy not only the generous Instincts ot humanity, but even 
more iperfectly that rational demand for the stability of the social order 
which Is definitely assailed by every violation of law.

JULY 31, 1912.

Qentlemen: I have the honor to Bubmlt herewltt m; report for tbe 
MInneaota State Sanatorium tor Consumptivee tor the biennial period end- 
ing July 31, 1912. * 

Altht)U9b the technical capacity of the eanatorlum at the hesinnine 
of thlB period was 110, the actual capacity was 85, this figure being deter- 
mined by the seating capacity of the dining room, the officers and office 
employes eating in the same hall with the patients. The completion of the 
adminUtration extension to the main building relieved this condition 
to the extent that a small room, formerly used for offices, U now used as ■ 
dining room for officers, and the partition cutting out a corner of the 
dining hall for laboratory purposes has been removed. It is sUll neces- 
sary, however, that some employes occupy space In the dining room which 
should be utilized for patients, and the capacity of the institution la still 
limited to lOS by reason of this. 

Four of the six cottages built during the last biennial period are 
uaed for housing employes, thus limiting the sleeping-quarters for patients. 
With proper provision made for the housing ot employes and lor dining 
rooms for both employes and patients, the present ones being removed 
to a separate building provided for that purpose, we could care for 
188 patients. In other words, there are now quarters tor 188 patients. 
were some of them not occupied by employes and by the iilning hall, 
but not equivalent facilities for subsistence. 

During the past two years there have been 1,101 applicants for 
admission. Of this number, 6TE have been examined by our various examin- 
ers, ot whom 443 were accepted for treatment and 2A2 not accepted, of 
the 443 who were accepted, 41 failed to come after being sent for (a cer- 
tain number of whom undoubtedly simply wished to be examined at tbt 
expense of the state) which leaves a total of 402 admitted. 155 other 
applicants were ordered examined but no report received, for reaaoni 
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unknowb; and 282 ol the total number of applicants were manifestly un- 
suitable tor admission and not examined, by tbe B^uatorlum examiners, 
or the 403 patients who have been admitted, 78 were Incipient. 199 
were moderately advanced, and 122 were tar advanced; 3 being non-tuber- 
culoua; 219 were male and 183 female. Of tbe total number, 215 were 
married and 1ST single; tbe average age ot all being 27.69 years. 107 
o( those admitted were born outside tbe limits of tbe TTnlted States. 

The following class Ifl cation oC patients on admission and discbarge 
is in conformity with the classification adopted by the National Assoclalton 
tor the study and prevention of Tuberculosis, as modified by the National 
Sanatorium Association. 

During tbl« period 386 patients have ben discharged, ot whom 65 were 
classified on admission as Incipient, 217 as moderately advanced and 111 
as far advanced. Ot these 386, 76 remained less than thirty days and arc 
not ocmsldeired In ibe following tabullatlon, leading 310 to be accounted 
tor, ot whom two died. 

The average gain in weight of discharged patients was 11.76 m-iinas 
the maximum gain by any one patient being 69 pounds; 96 patients gained 
over 15 pounds each; 26 over 25 pounds each; 4 over 35 pounds each. 

The toUowinf tabl« (se Table "A") shows tliot ot the, SO patients 
discharged who were incipient when admitted, 16 were discharged appar- 
ently cured, 25 arrested, 9 Improved and 1 unimproved. 

01 the 180 moderately advanced, 10 were discharged as apparently 
cured, 105 arrested, 43 Improved and 20 unimproved. 

Of the SO tar advanced patients, 4 were discharged as apparently 
cured, 34 artested, 24 Improved and IS unimproved. 

In regard to the condition ot patients after discharge, great difficulty 
bas been experienced In keeping In touch with them, many of them having 
returned to the "Old Country" and others having gone to the West and 
Southwest. Convalescents from tuberculosis are well known to be a 
shifting population. Unfortunately, there are some who do not care to 
keep In touch with the sanatorium through a mistaken Idea that there Is 
some stigma attached to being tuberculous and a desire to keep the tact that 
they have been bo from new acquaintances. 

or 446 discharged patients to July 31, 1911, we have been unaible to 
get any word from 69, and It will be noted by Table "B" that ot the 377 
whom we have been able to hear from, 141 have regained their working 
capacity and are apparently well; 101 are ilving, many ot them still 
improving, others not so well; 135 have died, and it will be noted that 
only seven of tbe latter were in tbe incipient stage when admitted. 

It is regretted that more complete data Is not to hand as to the cause 
ot death of tbe 136" who have passed away, Inasmucb as It Is altogether 
probable that a number ot these died Irom some other cause than pul- 
monary tuberculosis. We know that one of our Incipient patients who 
was discharged apparently cured, died ot typhoid tever, but exact Informa- 
tion in regard to most ol them is lacking. 

The decrease In the number ot patients heard Irom after one year 
should be Interpreted that the patient has been lost track ot rather 
than that he is not so well. Doubtless, it we had complete daU very 
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many of our patients whom we are forced to claseify simply as living and 
also those from whom we have no report, would be found to be apparently 
welt; and, on the other hand, some would be lound to have died. In 
the absence ot this information, no definite deductions can be drawn- 
but the apparent results seem most satistactorT. 

In this connection, we would recommend that some person, presum- 
ably an ex-patient, be employed as a statistician to take charge of ali 
correspondence with patients subsequent to discharge and thus a con- 
stant effort made to ascertain the results of the sanatorium treatment 
upon the future lite of the patienL Such a position should be made 
sufficiently remunerative so that the same person could be retained In 
the position from year to year, as a personal Imowledge of the corres- 
pondence etc., would be essential. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

In considering the admission of patients, although the statute es- 
tablishing the Institution states that it Is for incipient pulmonary tul>ercn- 
tosls solely, when a sufilclent number 61 Incipient cases have not applied, 
our t>eet discretion has been Jised In admitting cases which could not 
be classed as incipient, but In whom a reasonable prospect of ultimate 
recovery was apparent, to the limit of those whom we could care for 
properly with our small nursing force. 

The educational value, not only to the patient thus admitted, but to 
the public at large, has been great, as these patients, most of them earnestly 
endeavoring to learn the best method of living and the proper care of them- 
selves, although remaining in the institution only a comparatively short 
while, have been. In a sense, missionaries Into localities scattered ail over 
the state, wherever their Iiome may have been, and the knowledge of sani- 
tation, prevention of infection, etc., which they bear with them, has undoubt- 
edly been of great value In the general flght which is being wagfed against 
tuberculosis. 

' It should not be assumed, however, that the undue proportion of moder- 
ately and far advanced tuberculous which has been admitted to the in- 
stitution during this period, has been due wholly to this. Unfortunately, 
a great many moderately advanced and far advanced patients are sent to 
this Institution without previous correspondence and many times without 
funds for more than a few days' expenses, and we have been under the 
painful necessity of refusing admission to them. This is not only true of 
patients from our own state, but numerous Instances could be recorded 
of patients being sent to this Institution from adjoining states, stating that 
either their physician or friends had told them to come here. It has been 
apparent many times tliat the motive actuating the givers of this advice 
has been simply to get rid of a far advanced tuberculous patient by lead- 
ing him out of the community with false hopes. This is most deplorable and 
fortunately Is not done nearly so much of late as formerly. 

Until the fall of 1911 there had always been a list ot patients waiting 
for admission. The completion of the new building, however, admitted ali 
who had then been accepted, since which time there has been no wait- 
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lug for admiBslon after It baa been decided that the applicant can conform 
with the requirements. 

During this period, the extreme difficulty oC securing competent help 
has continued to be a source of constant annoyance and It has on several 
occBslooH been Impos Bible, for a ilmlted time, to maintain the proper 
degree of cleanllneae and proper service which was to be desired. The iso- 
lation of the institution, the tact that tuherculoela Is treated, and the Jacb of 
pleasant and home-like environment, all tend to discourage employee for 
remaining for any considerable length of time. Some few employes have 
remained here tor several years and have rendered most efllclent and 
faithful service. 

It would seem the Isolation could be made profitable it small but 
suitable quarters were provided for married people, as on numerous oc- 
oaBlona It would have been possible to employ a omn and wife who 
were probably capable and desirous of settling at some employment 
rather permanently, with a view to laying by something lor the future. 
This class 4f people make excellent help but will not stay where they hgve 
to give up all the comforts of home. It Is recommended that cottages 
be erected for a few of the officers and also several small buildings that 
could be occupied by married couples where they could live less publicly 
than in the institution. 

The Institution Is urgently in need also of a domestic and service 
building to contain sufficient quarters for employes, parlors for amusement 
and relaxation; containing also, for service, dining rooms tor employes 
officers and patients; a large recreation ball; modem kitchens, with prop- 
er store rooms and refrigerating rbom In conjunction as well as an Incin- 
erator and dlsintector. 

During the period just ended, a much needed steam laundry has If.-en 
installed, doing away with the old band machines formerly employed, but 
this, for lack of suitable quarters. Is In the basement of the new building. It 
should be removed to a separate building as the noise and steam from a 
laundry are both troublesome and unsanitary. 

A central heating and power plant is much to be desired as the up- 
keep of the present acetylene plant Is expensive, as is also the present sys- 
tem of heating. 

FARM AND GROUNDa. 

During the latter part of the past two years we have been able to 
procure a much better quality of certain articles of diet than formerly, 
the two most Important' being fresh vegetables and eggs. 

The institution garden has furnished many of the former, and of most 
excellent quality, but more ground should be used tor this purpose r.nd 
this is In process of preparation. During the summer of 1911 su^Rclent 
potatoes were r^sed for the first time, for the yearly need of the insti- 
tution and this season we will doubtless dig a like amount. The preparation 
of land for crops Is both slow and expensive done by few bands by day labor 
on account of heavy undergrowtb and many rocks. It would doubtieus 
be profitable to contract for a sufficient amount of clearing to furnish 
ample fields for food and forage crops. 
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What vegetabieB we do not t-aise, we have to procure trom the Twin CltT 
markets and transportation Increases the cost markedly. This diatanre 
trom centers ot supply should be noted In comparing our per capita cost 
with other Institutions tor the treatment of tuberculosis, located mor« 
conveniently. 

Oood, wholesome and appetizing food Is one of tbe moat Important 
factors In tbd treatment of the tuberculous and a too rigid economy in this 
department would deleat the object for which the Institution was established. 

For the past several months we have been able to procure strictly 
fresh eggs direct tram the producers and the good results hare more 
than Justlfled the added expense. It would seem an excellent measure 
to establiBb a sanatorium chicken ranch. The work being mostly light in 
character would give employment to some patients and ex-patlents suEB- 
ciently well to do that class of work. 

In considering the per capita of maintenance, It should be remembered 
that tbe addition of a single service and domestic building will enable 
us to care for 1S8 patients; an increaee of 74 per cent, white the added 
number of employes necessary would be only suSlcIent addition to the 
nursing corps to property care for the patients — proI)abty two nurses — and 
enough working girls to ensure the cleantinese ot the new building — prob- 
ably two or three. This should greatly reduce the per capita cost. 

It Is recommended that a survey ot the grounds of the sanatorium 
be made and an eaeily graded road and «MkB be constructed to the 
lake. The approach from the lake Is so abrupt that the climb Is not com- 
patible with the welfare of the patients and they are thus cut ott trom m>3t 
ot the beneOte to be derived from its close proximity. 

A launch large enough to accommodate 3D to 40 persons should be pro- 
vided tor the use ot patients. Occasional lake trips under proper super- 
vision would.be a diversion ot great value. 

There has been Installed a duplicate pump which, together with 
the newly erected water tower and tank, has been a much desired improve- 
ment and has done away entirely with the dlfflcuUy of hauling all water 
by team occasionally, as formerly was necessary^ 

During the reported period, a dairy barn has been built which at 
the present time, needs an eitenBlon as It Is already overcrowded. Pr^ 
vision should be made tor about 40 milk cowB. 

An ample sIIo should also be constructed. 

Our horses are still stabled In the old log barn and in a shed built for 
Implements. A horse 'barn is consequently badly needed. 

It Is recommended also that the hog herd be Increased materially, 
wblle hog meat is not much used on the table, It is believed that It would 
prove a source of revenue. 

Our herd ot goats, where sulBclently restricted, Is doing excellent 
service In keeping down the brush. 

It is believed that a stone crusher would be an economical investment 
luaemuch as our roads should be buitt with a good foundation as thpy are 
mostly Bandy and the drawing of heavy loads Is hard on the teams. 
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PER CAPITA COST, 

The per capita cost during the period 1910-1912 has been fl2.SS per 
week. This includes all expenses paid out of the fund for support and 
includes many repairs and smalt constructions which were essential and tor 
which no other fund was available. But more important than this, It In- 
cludes the expenses of the farm, purchase of horses, agricultural Imple- 
ments, the pay roll of several men who are clearing land and doini; other 
work tncldent to developing a farm out ot a wilderness ol brush an'I rocks. 

Without investigation It would seem that wood standing pratlcally 
at one's door would ibe economical luel, and it was with some surprise 
that an experimental week, during the coldest portion ot last January, 
when soft coal was burned in the furnace, demonstrated that the coal cost 
was close to (150.00 per montti while the cost of wood for an equal per- 
iod was over (360.00 without considering the standing value of the timber. 

Deducting the cost of the farm, we find our weekly per capita cost to be 
Sll-10. This we believe would be reduced by using coal for fuel, as 
noted above. 

The actual weekly per capita aost tor provisions alone was (4.48.

REPORT OF THE MINNESOTA STATE HOSPITAL FOR INDIGENT 

CRIPPLED AND DEFORMED CHILDREN TO SEPTEMBER 1, 1912. 
Minnesota State Board ot Control. SUte Capitol, St. Paul, Minn. 

Gentlemen: Seven hundred and fifty eight children have been admit- 
ted to the Minnesota State Hospital for Indigent Crippled and Deformed 
Children. 

Three hundred and elRbty-flve have been absolutely cured of all 
disease and deformity. 

One hundred, and ninety-four have been discharged improved. These 
children atlll have some deformity remaining, but they have been cured 
ot their disease and suffering, are no longer In need of treatment, will be 
able to care for themselves through life, and will not he a burden to the 
state. 

There bave been 24 children discharged unimproved. This is due 
In many cases to the fact that the parents refused to leave the children with 
us as long aa was necessary. 

There bave been 62 deaths, which Is a very small percentage of deaths 
among children, especially when one considers that more than three-fourths 
of the children admitted were suffering from deformities due to disease. In 
short a deformity due to an Injury or present at birth Is rather rare. 

Not only have these children been relieved of tbeir suffering and deformi- 
ties, hut they have been able to continue their education, and many of them 
have been taught industrial work as well. None of tbem have lost anything 
educationally by beUig In the hospital, lor the regular curriculum taught 
in the public schools is followed, and in many instances the children have 
received Instruction while in bed, before they were able to go to the school 
room in the hospital. 

It Is quite interesting to note, and Inspiring, too, to find that the school 
work is really of great benefit to the children In a medical way, as It assists 
In whiling away many hours in bed which would be very tedious if they 
did not have something to do to keep them from brooding over their 
physical condition. It ie not unusual when the .pSiyaiclans and surgeons 
are making their rounds to have the children beg to be allowed to begin 
school work, ana we do so Just as soon as possible In all cases, for the 
children are much better oft both mentally and physically. 

It must be remembered that while we aim to overcome deformities, our 
office is also to relieve the children ot their pain by our treatment. In en- 
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deavciring to overcame deformities we seldom use forcible correctioD, wlileh 
would cause palb, but Instead gradual corrective treatment, so that In 
nearly all cases we do not cause pain by our treatment, but immedlatelr 
relieve it. 

It seems providential tbat we started our new Industrial school at 
Phalen Park when we did, tor the year tollowine the granting ot the appro- 
priation for this building, that terrible disease known as Infantile paralrsis, 
which bas visited so many states reached Minnesota. Tbe result Is that 
we now have In the State of Minnesota, hundreds of Incurable cripples 
among rich and poor, who will never completely recover, though tbey are 
bright mentally. It is of the utmost importance to the state that those be- 
longing to the poorer class at least, be taught some trade, Industry or 
profession, tbat they may be self supporting. The disease does not altect 
them mentally, but Is always more or less crippling, and their education 
should be such as to fit them for some occupation best adapted to their 
physical condition, while they are being rellered as far as possible of their 
detormitles. We are prepared for this with our new Industrial school 
and hospital now located at Phalen Park. 

As tbe Ramsey County Board of .Control does not wish to renew its 
contract for board and care ot the children, and as a bill was Introduced 
at the last legislature asking that the hospital ot one hundred beds on the 
grounds of the city and county hospital be retfirned to Ramsey County, 
which bill was passed by tbe legislature, we will be left on January 1, 
1913. without BufBcient room to care tor our patients. 

Ramsey County has been very generous In providing the preeent site 
ot twenty-three acres of land beautifully situated at Phalen Park, adjoiii- 
fng a tract of five hundred slsty-flve acres of unoccupied land and water, 
making it practically a country location, and yet It Is near enough to the 
city for us to have the services of all ot the physicians and surgeons free 
of charge, and tor patients and their parents to have easy access. It Is 
also within easy reach of expert instrument makers who provide braces and 
supports tor the children. 

We have all of the sanitary conveniences ot the city and all of the 
comforts ot city lite, and yet the children will have what la most important 
ot all, the benefit of plenty ot fresh air and country lite, and gardening 
and light farming can be carried on. 

Not only did Ramsey County give us the tract of land at Phalen Park, 
but there was also donated money toward the building ot a hospital and 
school, which Is now fully equipped, and Is caring for a large number of the 
children. We now require on these grounds extra wards. We can use 
the same building for cooking and dining rooms, and also use one heating 
plant. We only require room for one hundred beds to take the place ot 
the hundred bed hospital which was returned to the Ramsey County Board 
of Control during the last legislature. We cannot retrain from expressing 
our appreciation of the assistance which was given us by tbe Ramsey 
County Board ot Control and Dr. Arthur B. Ancker, in establishing the 
Minnesota State Hospital for Indigent Crippled and Deformed Children. The 
hospital has not only benefited Minnesota, but because of our Initiative, 
several states ot tbe Union have already copied our laWs, and are caring 
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for their Indigent cripples. All the extra huiiding necessary will be wards 
extending out from the main building, and one extra story on the main 
building for the nurses and help. We would Ulce to have In the basement, 
one or -tfro rooms set aside to be used as work shops, where shoe making, 
carpentering, blacksmith work, etc., <:an be done, wbere tbe patients, under 
an InBtructor, can be taught to make the shoes and braces necessary for 
treatment. This would be quite a saving as the braces are necessarily 
expensive. We also should have two extra rooms in whlcb to establlsb out- 
door treatment, where our discharged patients could visit us from time to 
time for Inspection. We could also in this way treat a great many poor 
crtppled children who do. not need hospital treatment, and thue save the- 
state tbe expense of their board and care. With the department establlAed, 
wc could, too, discharge many o( the hospital patients much sooner, as many 
of tbe patients' parents have requested us to do so and allow tbem tn vlelit 
us from time to time for Inspection, to have ttaeir braces changed or re- 
modeled as their growth and progress may require, and not remain in tbe 
hospital BO long. 

It would also be a great addition to the Industrial department, and 
would add much to the attractiveness of the institution IC we could have one 
small building to be uBed as a conservatory for the raising ol flowers and 
plants. 

In short, to double the work we are now doing for the Indigent crippled 
and deformed children of Minnesota we ask only tour small wards of twehty- 
flve beds each, adjoining the present main building, with an extra story on 
the present executive building for the nurses and help. The extra expense 
for maintenance will be small as compared with the work being done. 
Tbe statt of physicians and surgeons is already organized, and they tender 
their services free of charge.

REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 

When school first opened at the Sanatorium for Crippled Children, 
January 1, 1911, there was an attendance of nine pupils. Now the number 
vlarles from Uilrty-flve to forty and tbese range aJl the way from five to eigh- 
teen years of age. 

All the common branches up to and includiug the eighth grade are 
taught. The hours in winter are from 9:00 to 12:00 and from 1:00 to 4:00, 
Ing. sewing, weaving, mending and basketry. In summer their hours are 
but part of this time is given to the industrial work, such as manual train- 
from 9:00 to 12:00, thus giving them tbe entire afternoon for study and 
recreation. 

Instruction is also given to each individual bed patient 
Music 18 taught to some extent, all the children having about twenty 
minutes dally. 

During the year of 1911, classes were maintained in the following 
subjects: Kindergarten, composition, reading, drawing, painting, stalling, 
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meatal arithmetic, practical arithmetic, elementary seographr, United States 
history- 

INDUSTRIAL REPORT. 

This department wae opened October 1, 1911, and divided into four sec- 
tions, according to sex and age. 

The first two aeotlona Included the boys and girls between six and ten 
years of age. Their work was very simple, chiefly braiding, mat weavlnE 
and sewing. These children met every morning from 10.46 to 12:00. 

The ttilrd dWision Included all the oldest girls and they met Monday 
and Wednesday afternoons from 2:00 to 4:00. These girls were taught 
how to weave and sew. During their school term they made petticoats, sofa 
cushions, towels and crochet. 

The fourth division consisted of the oldest boys. The majority of 
tbese were afflicted with deformities In their tower extremities, leaving them 
strong in their arms and hands, thus enabling them to make many useful 
artlclee of vood, leaUier and brass. This class met Tuesday and Thurs- 
day afternoons. 

On Fridays the children were obliged to do the largest portion of the 
weekly mending. 

Besides their regular school work, they were Instructed how to make 
beds, wash dishes and set tables.

The Foregoing indicates th&t the movemeut of the population has been 
active. 

Children are received in the first Instance upon orders ot the courts 
adjudging them dependent or neglected. They come from every county 
in the state, the Probate Courts having jurisdiction and lasuln^ the orders 
ot admission in ali counties having less than 50,000 population, and the 
Dtstrict Courts in the counties having more than 50,000 population. Children 
are also received and readmitted on being recalled or voluntarily returned 
from homes in which they have been placed. 

More children tiave been cared tor in the school during the last two 
years than in any litfaer like period in its history. The number received 
for the Drst time is larger than in tormer years while the number returned 
trom homes and readmitted Is about the same. The number returned from 
homes has not varied greatly in the Last Ave years, the average per year 
being 210 or about 16 per cent oF the nuiober out. The records show 625. 
the number received From all sources this year, to be the largest, and 438 
the average number received annually for five years. 

The biennial period closed with 263 children present, 63 more than 
were present at the beginning of the period, the largest number present at 
any time being 276 on June 24, 1912, and the smalleet number being 200 
for several days in April, 1911. 

It will be noted that while the average dally attendance was 222 in 
1911 and 242 in 1912, the total number cared for in each oE these years 
was about three times greater, being 616 in 1911 and 739 In 1912, so active 
has been the movement of the population. The daily attendance at this 
school Is not easily controlled, so large a constituency contributes to Its 
population under conditions which the management Is not able to restrain. 
All of the 86 counties of the state may contribute their quota and a 
percentage ot those out in homes are returned and From both sources, their 
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coming iB frequently unannounced. The fluctuation In attendance itSM oc- 
caslonally resulted In a crowded condition but such condition has be«n 
soon relieved through the ptacing-out work, which 1b constantly going on. 

Oi the 2li3 children present at the close ot.the period, 1S8 were boys 
and 76 were girls, about the usual proportion ol boys and girls. One 
hundred twenty-six boys and 43 girls were under 10 years ot age, the 
average age of the entire school being 7.9 years. Twenty-oeven were 
babies. With the babies as with the older children, the gtrle are in greater 
demand for adoption than the hoys. 

Some of the children present are not available for homes for varloaa 
reasons. A few are physicaJIy defective, some are held for the time being 
to enajble their parents to become able to take tbem, and others having 
been tried in homes and returned are held for training to prepare them to 
succeed ]n homes or support themeelves. Boys from 4 to S years ot age 
are considered by applicants as of an undesirable age and are not wanted 
as are the attractive bable« and the older children. 

C ARE IN THE INSTITUTION. 

Statistics can convey only In the coldest way an outline ot the work done 
by the state for its dependent children. They cannot express the real value 
nor the spirit ot a work which conslHts ho largely of personal service. The 
children have not only been housed in the comfortable buildings and clothed 
and fed hut have been given schooling, manual training, medical treatment, 
nursing and the personal care so necessary in the daily lives of young 
children. 

Tbe cottage plan upon which the Institution is established permits ot 
the division of the children into family groups and gives opportunity for 
Individual care. Especially do the babies, of which there have been pre«ent 
at all times during the last two years all that could be comfortably ac- 
commodated, require individual care and mothering. Their care and feed- 
ing is a problem that has received the most thoughtful attention. They have 
been directly under the care of an experienced and capable trained nurse, 
and wet nurses have been employed to teed or partially feed such as hare 
come in a poorly nourished and weakened condition. Excellent results baTe 
followed the feeding of such infants In this way. in fact, such feeding seems 
to he the only means of saving the lives ot «ome of them. 

All children received have been carefully examined by our physician 
and many physical defects, often the evident results of neglect or ill treat- 
ment, have been discovered and remedied. Among such defects most fre- 
quently observed maybe mentioned adenoids, enlarged tonsils, detective 
breathing, impaired vision, and mal-nutrition. Surgical treatment has been 
resorted to when necessary. 

In some instances children too nearly blind, or with hearing too de- 
fective to be taught in this school have been transferred to the school tor 
the blind and the deaf at Faribault. 

In the absence ot disease In epidemic form, good health has generally 
prevailed. There have been two epidemics, one of measles In the spring of 
1911. and one of Wihooping cough In the prlng of 1912, There were no 
fatalities resulting from these epidemics and no serious consequences 
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althaugb considerable Inconvenience and dlacomfort were experienced and 
It was neceesar; to reetriot tbe admission of cblldren during their con- 
tinuance. The mortality list, Table No. 11, in the appendix, staowa the 
number and causes ot all deaths in the school since tt opened. This shows 
4 deaths In 1911, in a total population at 615, and 12 deaths In 1912, In a 
total population ol T39. All but 1 of the deaths in 1911 and all but 4 In 
1912 were of infants received In poorly nourished condition. 

With few exceptions tbe children received during tbe biennial period 
have been bright and promising. Tbe exceptions Include 10 who are 
mentally defective, fit subject's tor tbe school tor the feeble-minded at 
Faribault, one of whom baa been transferred to that institution and applica- 
tion has been made for the admission of the others. One boy was found to 
be incorrigible and returned to the county from which be came and from 
there sent to fhe state training school at Red Wing. In all such cases It 
baa been thought beet to remove tbe children from the school as their 
presence is .harmful and tbe law does not contemplate their retention 
here. 

Crippled cblldren who can walk and help themselves are not excluded. 
It has been feared that such children would accumulate in the school In 
time to the detriment of tbe placlng-out work but such has not proven to be 
tbe case. The number of such children present now Is only 3 and while 
tbey cannot be placed in homes they are not so seriously crippled as to 
prevent their becoming eelf-eupportlng It they can be given the necessary 
training. Four who were proper subjects for treatment In the State Hospital 
tor Crippled Children have been itransferred to that Institution during this 
biennial period. The results of tbe treatment that they have received there 
have relieved their sufferings and corrected their deformities to a marked 
degree. 

Tbe discipline In a school like this [snot as dIfllcuU as In schools for 
older children. A kindly atmosphere pervades the whole institution. While 
obedience to proper authority is required, whipping and other severe forms 
of punishment are not necessary and are not used. Encouragement for right 
doing and the rewards which follow good conduct are made prominent and 
are effective with our little people. Occupation is an important factor In 
the discipline. Bach child old enough has bis hours for work, for study and 
for play, and with due attention from those In cbai«e there is little oppor- 
tunity for conduct that calls for puntehraent. Things Impossible to little 
cblldren are not required and there Is a large measure of wise lettlng-alone. 
It does not matter if a boy does turn a handspring over his bed when he 
Is sent to make tt up If he only leaves it neatly made. 

THE DAT SCHOOLS. 

During ten months of the year tbe children of school age attend regular 
day school. It is tbe aim of the principal and teachers to conduct our 
schools along modern improved lines, though the changing population and 
previoue lack of schooling of the children offer some limitations. Then, too, 
the increase of enrollment during the last two years from an average of 
about 165 to that of ISO with four schools covering seven grades makes 
necessary an over burdened schedule of studies for each teacher to manage.i 
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The librarian has glv«n special attentloa to backward children, but 
even with this help and tha help ol the special industrial teacb«rs, should 
the Increase oF children continue, and the same number of grades be taugtit, 
another teacher will be neceaaary. 

In spite of theae difllcuttlee most commendable work has l>een'done In 
alt of the rooms. Those children who stay here but a few months out ot 
the ten have been able to enter their proper grades in other places. There 
are six children attending the Owatonna schools, five in the eighth grade 
and one in the high school. 

The work tn the different departments has been as follows: 

Kindergarten: Children from four to seven years of age attend the 
school. Th« average enrollment Is about 65 with two sessions daily. 
nine to eleven A. M. and two to (our P. M. The attendance at the morning 
session is ab^<it 30 and at the afternoon aesslon about 36. About 12 children 
attend both sessions. The work is outlined as follows: Gifts — First to 
sixth inclusive; occupation— stringing beads, parquetting, drawing, sewing, 
moulding in clay; observation — form, color, numbers, studies In neatness 
and symmetry; calisthenics, songs and games. 

Primary school: The work in the primary and Intermediate schools 
overlap to a. certain extent, 'both because of the igreater number of chtidren 
who come to us between seven and nine years of age and the leaser demand 
Tor children of that age. So it happens that white the primary room Is Interna 
ed for first grade work, the highest class is doing full second grade wort. 
The average attendance is about 46, and the school Is kept for two hoiir« 
morning and afternoon, with a fifteen minute recess in each eession. Num- 
ber work covering- the combinations Is carried on principally by oral and 
blackboard instruction and reading and writing are taught by modem 
methods. As much time as posslhie is given to hand work, freebaod draw- 
ing and nature study. The books uaed are Brooke" first reader, Baker ft 
Carpenter's primer, Orover's art literature reader, book I, and word study 
is taught by means ot charts and liiuatrations ot different kinds. 

Intermediate school: This school covers work done In the second and 
third grades and the sessions occupy two and a half hours forenoon and 
attemoon with a fifteen minute recess each session. Mornings have been 
given bo reading and spelling with three classes in each, and afternoons to 
arithmetic, language work and stories from nature and travel. The work 
In this room is espepially designed to insiplre in the pupils of this age a 
real interest in study and a keen observation of the world about them. For 
this purpose the teacher has had to be much of an interpreter and by a 
good deal of outside preparation has been able to span the interval between 
the age demanding amusement only and that enjoying real study. The 
books that have been used in this room are Milne's ArTthmetic. The Art 
Literature Reader, books II. Brooks' second and third reader. Baker A 
Carpenter's reader, book III., a primary geography by Fairbanks, an Intro- 
duction to language hy Reed and an art reader by Calv ;»nd Dewy. 

Senior school: The senior school Includes all children at>ave the third 
gvaJc. The lowest grade is doing Fourth grade work and tlie highest seventh 
grule. The average enrollment is 35, There are two sessions dally, from 
Dine to eleven-thirty A. M. and from two to four-thirty P. M.^ with flttoen 
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mf nil tea re^ees each ceeEioii. Tbis ecbool 1b studying reading, lilstorj, 
geograpiy, langiia,je, gi'ammar, arithmetic, writing and spelMn;;. The text 
books ueed are Montgomery's hlMory, St«i>8 in English, and Read & Kellog'a 
grammar, White's arithmetic, Frye ft Tarb ell's geography and Brooks', 
Carpenter's and Baker's art literature readers. The work in geography Is 
supplem^ited by Carpenter's readers and Stoddard and other lectures. 

Industrial d^ipartment: The average enrollment in the sloyd cIbasbs 
has been about 115. This work lor the last two years has been given to boys 
and girls, but with tbe introduction this year of a special sewing and domes- 
tic science teacher, wood working will be taught to the boys only. Sloyd 
classes have been conducted during the school hours, all children above 
the primary grade being given two periods a week, those In the prlmsr? 
room having bad one period a week with necessarily simple work. In- 
struction has been given in the correct use and care ot tools, in ttae eoonorolc 
planning ot the lumber needed in making any object, and in the cutting o( 
the same trom long boards, in the testing ql wood surfaces, in the making 
of Joints, In the study of woods, all of which involves much training ot tbe 
senses of sigbt and touch. This work Is both practical and en>oyabte to 
little and big children and Its activity and tangibility seem to meet a 
special need among our cbildren. 

Music department: The enthusiasm which music affords Is contagious 
and one need only listen to the splendid singing of our Stat« School Song to 
appreciate how many a new child Is made happy and loyal at the very 
beginning. All children above the kindergarten assemble in the Music room 
For a half bour each morning for drill and singing. A good deal of time 
Is taken up with the learning ot 9onga for Sunday and special occasions. 
Aside from this, because ot the continually changing constituency ot the 
sohool, systematic and advanced note reading has not been attempted. Dur- 
ing the past year, however, the simplest tone combinations have l>een taught 
by means ot the American Book Company's chart and correct breathing and 
Intonation emphasized. Only good music has been introduced and even the 
play songs and comic songs tbe children love have been of a musical Daiure. 
Ragtime Sunday school songs have never been taught, It being believed 
that the dignity and reverence of worship may be instilled In the youngest 
child. A choir and special music have helped also to make our Sunday 
school service a pleasant one. Also the past year saw a boys' orchestra 
started and a drummer boy has made possible a grood deal ot work In drills 
and marches. The plaiming of all special entertainments has been under 
the direction of the music department. Appropriate programs have been 
given at Halloween, Thanksgiving, ChrLstmas, Easter. Memorial Day. and 
Flag Day. These observations are always anticipated by the children and 
the individual parts assigned encourage aelt-confldence. In addition a more 
elaborate cantata or costume entertainment is usually planned, and town 
people invited. Tbe children have atao taken part in some of the Owatonna 
programs. One of our girls who has unusual talent and who has had some 
outside instruction In piano, was during the last year given a prize at 
Pillsbury Academy aa the pupil who had made the greatest Improvement In 
the year's worh in music. The family with whom she haa recently been 
placed are now giving her a thorough musical education. 
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Games and sports: The playgrounds have been supplemented during 
the past year by a complete outdoor gymnasium outfit with everything from 
swings and slides tor the youngest to traveling rings and horizontal bars 
tor the oldest. A director has had charge of the playground during the 
summer, and the children have enjoyed tramps to the nearby woods and 
river. The boys and girls have been coached in hasttet ball and base ball 
and great interest was created in the former game last winter. Special suits 
were provided, match games played between cottages, and a cbajnq)ion^ip 
pennant awarded to the cottage winning the most games. We are hoping 
the time may soon come when we may see the completion of a well equipped 
gymnasium with modem appliances Including a swimming pool. 

Sunday services: Many of the older children attend religious aervlcea 
In the several churches of Owatonna. Those who do not go to church in 
the city meat in the school auditorium Sunday mornings at 10:30 where 
appropriate exercises are conducted by the teachers and state agents. Sun- 
day, school is held every Sunday attemoon from three to four o'clock and 
ministers and IntereBtod members of the different churches of the city fre- 
quently attend and give valuable assistance. 

THE LIBKART. 

The very sattstactory organization of our library according to modem 
standards, reported two years ago, has been maintained under Ihe efBcient 
direction of Miss Gladys Chute, our librarian and director of music, whose 
report of the library follows: 

REPORT OP LIBRARIAN. 

Since the last report was published, we bave seen the completion of our 
new children's library and reading room. This has meant not only a large 
Increase In the circulaition of books, but, we believe a real stimulation ot 
interest in good reading, and a refining influence noticable tinvughout the 

The room was ready for occupancy In the spring of the present year. It 

is one of the large well-lighted rooms in the school house and is equipped 
with every modern tumiahlng being comfortable as well as attraotlv^even to 
the smallest children. One traveling librarian declared It the prettiest 
children's library in the state. 

Our aim in this new room has been to meet the need of all ages ot 
children, and because so many ot our children are not oM enough to read 
we have greatly Increased our use ot pictures, amd picture books. We have 
enough famous pictures, story pictures, beautiful colored prints and picture 
books to delight the soul ot any child — ^and how much more do our children 
enjoy them. The reading room Is in constant use, while every child old 
enough has the privilege ot drawing books to read at the oottage. 

In addition we tiave tried to make the library a sort of center of our 
school activities. Here the finest work from the different school rooms is 
exhibited and here the children bring their ouldoor specimens, their oollec- 
tions ot various aort^ and athletic trophies for exhibition. We are planning 
to use the old library room as a club room where such exhibits may be 
kept. I am also looking forward to reopening our winter evening clubs witb 
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new interest beoauae ot our new library. I have in mind a travel club [or 
older children, a scrap book club tor younger children, and perhaps an art 

club. 

The children have already made a fine collection of clasalfied scrap- 
books; one showing pictures of famous men, one ot animals, one of ooun- 
trieB, (with a SF'eclad one (or the United SBatea), one of the ooou pat tons, and 
eeverai others of value both in the school room and in the library. We have 
found this a profitable use of all our old magazines. 

Another prominent feature In connection with our new room, by which 
we encourage good care of books Is the Library League. Alt who draw books 
are enrolled as mentberB by which tbey agree to treat their booke with 
respect, expecting otherwise the Just curtailing of their privileges. This 
seems to take the place of a fine system whioh of course is impoaslblo 
here. 

The business end ot the library has been kept up according to ap- 
proved standards since Miss Gary's reorganization in r909. and the children 
are faat becoming accustomed to th« working of a modern library. 

The shelves contain 2,218 hooka of which 32B have been added during 
the past two year«, over a hundred of these being picture books and eaay 
books for youngest readers. Since the last report, monthly records show a 
total circulation of 6,070 books with a average monthly (drculatlon of 303. 
Since the new room has been eaulpped thia average monthly circulation has 
been Increased from 226 to 634. 

The largest clrculaitlon was In .picture books, luvenile fiction, anJmal and 
talry books, and we believe tor the normal child that is what la most needed. 
However, it is encouraging to notice that the average monthly circulation 
of history books, books ot travel, and books of biography has increased. 
The percent ot readers to the school enrollment approximated SB. 

Current periodioala including adult, and practically all approved children's 
magazines, now number 22. 

I cannot overestimate the scope of a children's library in such an Insti- 
tution as ours. Considering the fact that so large a number of our children 
go into farm and rural homes where perhaps encouragement ito good reading 
la not over abundamt. considering also the tact that the ereat majority 
ot children who came to us have never seen the Inside of such a library, 
I conaider the Held qt a librarian boundleas and the opportunity thereby to 
implant culture and refinement In the minds of our children unlimited. 

' I hope in the future, thanks to the generous funds allowed iia by the 
state and to the enthusiastic co-operation ot the teachers and superintendent, 
to make the library aitlil more ettectlve as an educative and normal In- 
fluence.

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PIBU) WORK. 

What ia done at the institution la only a email nart ol the work. 
The greater part is in the field comprising the whole state. The placiog- 
out plan outlined in the law tor ithe guidance of the management has 
been followed from the beginning. It Is believed that tor normal bealtb; 
children the family home la the best place. It la the place where little 
children deprived of their natural parents can best find ithe nurture, the 
care, the share of affection which is their due. 

It la recognized that the care and training given the children In the 
Institution is of great importance, yot tor the largest eiipressioQ oF 
the institution's usefulness, we must look beyond its mission as a custodial 
or an educaUonal institution to its work of placing the children committed 
to its guardianship in the homes of our good citizens where they wlil 
be reared amid the activities of a pure, clean respectable home life, 
and be given the advantages of an education in our public schools. 
Therefore, all other departments arc adjusted to promote the work ot 
the placlcg-oiit department. 

That this work has been actively carried on Is indicated by the 
records which show 391 to have been placed in 1911 and 461 in 1912, 
a total of 855 in the two years Including replacements. This Is an aver- 
age of 33 per month in 1911, and 3S per month In 1912. 

It is interesting to note that notwithstanding the large number 
received and placed out the average number under guardianship baa not 
Increased for four years. This is accounted for by the tact that many 
are annually reaching the age ot eighteen when they are discharged 
from guardianship, and others through legal restoration to parents, or 
adoption, are passing from our supervision. 

No part of the w^ork has received more earnest attention than the 
placlng-out work. Every applicant tor a child has been carefully in- 
vestigated and his home inspected and the results recorded in this 
office. This record contains the information upon which Is based the 
approval or disapproval of the appMcation and upon which the decision 
Is made that every home approved is a good one for the particular child 
selected for It. This record also Indicates the racial and religiouB 
afn<ilations of the child and the family, — for we have to consider these 
questions In deference to the wishes of the parties concerned and in obedi' 
ence to the provisions of tJie Juvenile Court laws under which children 
are assigned to our guardianship. 

For various reasons less than one hah of the applicants tor children 
have been supplied after Investigation. Care has been taken to make 
sure that children removed from the custody of unfit parents have not 
been placed In unfit foster homes. 

Responsibility does not end with the placing of the children In homes 
however much care may have been taken In the investigation and selec- 
tion of the homes. This board's policy has been to continue its care 
of the children after they have gone from the institution by careful 
supervision through visits to them in their homes by Its agents. A written 
report of each child visited has been made and filed In this office. Frequent 
visits have been made to many, and at least one visit a year to all. 
Experience has shown that frequent visits are more necessary during 
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the flrst years after placement tban after the cbild has become well os- 
tabllahed tn the borne and community. 

Tbe reports ol our state agents wbo are chained with the duty of iu- 
vestlgatlug applicants and supervlsJiiB the placed-out chlldreii, give in- 
tefesting accouctps of tbelr work, and are herewith presented. 

IMPROVBMBNTS. 

The imi>rovements authorized by Uie laet legielature have either 
been made or are now under way, among which are a new cottage for 
babies, an addition to the cow barn, the renewal ot tile .tloon ,in the 
kitchens and bathrooms, fire escapes for the achoolbouse and four cot- 
tages not previously supplied, mechanical refrigerating plant, mechanical , 
stokers, new engine and generator, and domestic science apparatus. 

These Improvements when completed will add materially to the 
efficiency of our equipment. The new cottage will afford far better ac- 
commodations for babies than we have heretofore had. It Is our desire 
that this building shall have tbe latest and moat app'roved eqidpment for 
the purpose tt Is to serve. 

The mechanical stokers, wbicb were inetaJled in the fall of 1910, are 
ot the underfeed automatic type and have proven to be very satisfactory 
in operation and a means ot economizing fuel. 

The playgrouDil apiparatus which was provided for by'ttie legislature »rf 
1909, but not Installed until the spring of 1912, has tn-ought to tbe 
children genuine pleasure and beneiflt and has been ot great value In pro- 
moting contentment and good order among them. 

A BBOADHR POOCr DBSSIRABLD. 

While the policy of state care for dependent children eatatillshed In 
Minnesota has been well sustained and consistently carried out. there is 
now a demand (or a broadening of this policy to Include In Its provisions 
better opportunities lor vocational training and closer cooperation with 
private child-helping agencies. It Is not proposed to interfere with tbe 
established placlng-out plan by tbe extension ol vocational training In 
the school, but to help It and make it more efficient. If a boy Is destined 
to a farm home, for Instance, he should be given a course in agriculture 
to fit blm to be successful on a farm. ' 

The work that is being done by all agencies should tie better cor- 
related and there should be eo-operatlon by which all who are in service 
for dependent children shall pull together In a comm<m cause. With a 
farm of 320 acres of good land we see no reason why tbe state public 
school cannot co-operate with and help other institutions (or children 
Va tihe matter of agricultural training, and, when additional equipment 
shall be provided In other vocational training. There are In all such In- 
stitutions, children who have (ailed In homes and been returned or who can- 
not be Bucceasfully placed, who should be given a course of special training 
to at them to hold their places or to support themselves. A plan could be 
adopted for the transfer From other Institutions to this of such children 
as might profit by vocational braining here. 

In order to carry out such a plan. lunds would be required for the oon- 
Btructlon and equipment of an Industrial building, a cottage tor industrial 
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students, the enlorgemeat of the dining room and the attendant Iccrease 
In current expenses. Appropriations for this purpose are included in 
our list of appropriations recommended. Whether the proposed plan of 
co-operation with other In^Ututioss la carried out or not, the facilities 
for the Industrial training of children who come directly to tbts school 
sltould he extended. 

The need lor better facilities tor industrial training tor dependent 
children was recognized by one branch of the last legislature by the passage 
of a bill carrying an appropriation of flEO.OOO to eetabllBh and equip 
a new atate institution to meet such needs. The object sought to be 
accomplished by that measure could be attained at less cost by eniai^big 
present opportunities at tbis school. 

A resolution setting forth the poeition ot this board on the question 
of a broader state policy for dependent children was unanimously adopted 
at Us meeting, April 12, 1912, as foUowa: 

Whereas, Communications have been received expressing the desire 
of the board of trustees and superintendent of the Washburn Memorial 
Orphan Asylum of Minneapolis, for closer co-operation between that in- 
stitution and tbis whereby children may be transferred from that InstitutlMi 
to this to receive industrial training as their needs and fitness may Indicate 
and whereby children placed In foster homes from that Institution may be 
visited and supervised by the agents of this school, and 

Whereas, There appears to be a strong demand tor better facllitiea lor 
giving vocational Instruction to dependent and neglected children in this 
state, therefore 

Resolved, That this board favors closer cooperation between the State 
Public School and the Washburn Memorial Orphan Asylum and all other 
child-caring aeencles of this state, better correlation of the work in behalf 
of dependent and neglected children by all agencies, a broadening of the 
policy of the State Public School and an enlargement of Its equipment to 
afford adequate provision for giving vocational training and the opening of 
the school under proper safe-guards to children from other Institutions de- 
siring to place them here. 

Other institutions iiave Indicated their desire tor such ofroperation. 
Offlclal action was taken by the boaird of trustees oC the Washburn home 
of Minneapolis by the adoption of the following resolutions at a meeUng 
held May 28, 1912: 

Whereas, It has been brought to the attention of this board that the 
authorities connected with the management of the State Public School, have 
expressed a willingness to co-operate with the management of the Washburn 
Memorial Orphan Asylum, In receiving by transfer, for further care and 
training certain children selected for such benefits, and 

Whereas, It is proposed to so extend the facilities for the Industrial 
training of children at the State Public School as to recognize choice and 
capacity for vocational opportunities, and thus increase the early power 
of self support, without sacrifice of necessary scholastic training, therefore 

Resolved, First, That we approve the genera! plan lor such coopera- 
tion between the management of the two Institutions, and authorise the 
superintendent to report to the board through the Children's committee, 
from time to time, the names of sucb children as may be deemed suitable 
candidates for transfer to the State Public School, and for the approval of 
the trustees and Judicial authorities. 

Second, That tbe secretary of the board shall furnish the superinten- 
dent of the State Public School at Owatonna with a certified copy of 
these proceedings. 
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We renew our recommendations of two years ago, that the proTlslon 
be made tor helping certain children, committod to our guardlanStllp. 
in th«lr own bomee. The reasons tor thia reconuneadatlon, ae stated 
In our report to the last le^elature, ar% as follows: Many requests have 
been received for the admission of children conditioned irpon their being 
held In the school for six months or a year to enable a worthy parent — 
usually a mother— to improve her condltloik and clrcumBtancea so as to be 
able to take them again. Such requests come from the judges who have 
authority to commit children to the school, from relatives and friends 
and from the parents themselves. 

We believe tt would be a wise, bumaoe and ecoaomical step for the 
state to give authority and make ppoivision for helping such children 
in their own homes. This board could l>e authorized, on the order of the 
court committing them to its guardiaaship, to expend for the benefit 
of the ohlldrec so committed and left In their own homes a sum not to 
exceed the amount tliat would be expended for tlielr care and support 
in the institution for a given period. In such cases the children should 
be kept under supervision and visited in their homes the same as any 
other children committed to this scliool and placed In homes not their 
own. Tbls would cost the state no more for their support, would help 
both the children and the parents and avi^d the necessity of breaking 
up many homes and destroying family relationships.

Four Items In this first list are intended to accompileh the purpose of 
the foregoing resolutions, viz.: 

Industrial building and equipment, cottage for Industrial students, 
enlarging and cqulping dining room, additional I>oller and auxiliaries. 

The enlargement of our coal bunkers Is Important, The uncertainty 
of ooal sIU'pmentB in fall and winter makes it necessary to secure a 
large supply before railroad traffic is Interfered with and shipments 
delayed by the movement of the grain crop and stormy weather. We now 
find It necessary to unload about one-half of our fuel supply on tbe ground 
outside the cool shed. This causes loss in the deterioration ol the coal 
exposed to the weather and considerable expense In handling It twice. 
The shed should be enlarged so that cars can be run Into it and the coal 
dumped at the least expense. Its present capacity sbould be about 
doubled. 

The installation of a water softener at this Institution would be a 
a of economy. The water which is obtained from deep wells Is hard 
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and not good for laundry and steam purposea. It leaves a bard deposit 
In the boilers, pipes sjid -plumbing fixtures wbich damages them and causes 
heavy expense for repairs. The water aoftoner would to a large extent 
relieve this ditHculty. ' 

A new greenbouee Is needed, tibe old one l>eliig too small aad so badly 
dllapldat«d that It cannot longer meet tbe requirements of the iustitutlon. 
It should ibe torn down and a naw one of sufficient capacity erected In a more 
suitable location. The greenhouse Is a valuable and necessary part of tbe 
equipment for giving agricultural instruction. ■ 

The propriety of making the proposed improvements to the cemetery 
can hardly be queatloned. It Is proposed to provide suitable marble markers, 
like those already In use, tor the graves in our cemetery wbich have bot 
been provided with suitable markers, and to erect a neat and substantial 
fence around the cemetery. 

The gymnasium and bathing pool asked lor would afford proper 
means of amusamenl and development of the children. It would be a most 
valuable aid In the discipline of the institution and a means ol preventing 
the necessity for punishments. We thl-nk the construction of a suitable 
gymnasium at thiH InMituUon siiould not be delayed'. 

The flreprooiflng of the buildings should be continued. Tbe central sec- 
tion and north wing ot the main building hav« been flreproofed and it is new 
proposed ito fireproof the south wing so as to comxQeto th« prelection of tbe 
largest and most important of the Instltuiion buildings. 

The fund recommended for repairs and betterments for the first year 
ot iSie biennial period is the same as has been heretofore appropriated. 
For the second year of the period we recommend that the fund bo In- 
creased 4500 as many repairs to the old building will be necessary In ordM* 
to keep them in proper condition. 

It Is Important that the small sum requested for the library each year be 
granted. The library plays a very important part in our school work. 
New books will be needed and old books will need to be rebound. Tbe 
amount asked tor Is none too large to properly maintain the library. 

An increase in the ai^ropriation for the support of the institution 
and state agency will be necessary. The new cottage now being erected 
will add to the capacity of the institution so that there will be an increase 
In the population after It Is completed, and it the proposed industrial train- 
ing Is Introduced, provision will need to be made to me^ tbe increased 
expense. It is our opinion that the amount named for each of the tvro 
years of tbe biennial period is none too 4arge to meet such requiT«menta. 



CHANGBJS IN THH PBRaONNBI, OP THB BOAKD. 
This board suBered serious loss by the death, on December 25, 1910, ot 
Dr. D. S. Cunonlnga, whose reliable Judgment and fine qualities" of mind 
and heart made him a most valuable member. His loss was sincerely 
mourned not only by bis colleagues on the board and tbe officers and 
employes of the school but by tbe children who, during the four years 
of his service, bad been recipients of bis unfailing kindness. 
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The reHlgnation oC Prof. Cbarles R. Booatrom, who for a like period 
hud served moet efficiently in the hoard, caused another vacancy la 
February, 1911. 

Theae vacaaciee were filled by the appointment oC Mr. L. p. Ward, 
of Waseca, and Mr. J. L. Mitchell, of Austin.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 
Galen A. Merrill, Superintendent. 

Dear Sir: Herewith I preaeut my report as physician of the Institution 
for the biennial period ending July 31. 1912. 

During this time S43 children have been the subjects of hospital care 
and treatment (aside from the nursing Infants cared tor entirely in their own . 
building) with a mortality tor the two year iperlod ot i, one each from the 
CoUowing causes: tuberculosis (pulmonary), epilepsy, mastoid abscess and 
meningitis. One accidental death trom drowning occurred during the 
summer of 1912. 

There have been 16 deaths among the children during the past two 
years including those tabulated above, distributed by ages as follows: 5 
under one year of age out of a total ot 57; 7 over one year and under 
five, and i over five years. 

During the spring of 1911 the school was visited by an epidemic of 
measles and a year later by one of whooping cough. Fortunately the gen- 
eral type of the disease in both instances was mild and no fatalities 
resulted from either. 

The lowering of our Infant mortality rate as a result undoubtedly 
ot the improved facilities for dealing with this part ot the school population 
is exceedingly gratifying and we hope to attain even more favorable re- 
sults in the future.

THE 8TATE AGENCY. 
MR, JAGBK'8 KBJPORT. 

I have visited 469 children in their homes, and In addition attended 
to 197 special cases, and Investigated 352 applications for children, making 
B total of 1,018 fornval visits. During the first halt of the period I traveled 
1,492 miles by team, while during the second halt my work was In the 
Twin City district and I covered only 175 miles by team. Mileage traveled 
bj rail (not including street car) 30,6S4. My expenses have been as follows: 
Railroad and street car fares, 1675.36; livery, 1226.25; hotel, (630,50; mis- 
celaneous. (30.65. Total Including salary (4,446.30, making the per capita 
cost of visits (4.36, 

During the winter ot 1911, I made a long trip through Wisconsin, Ill- 
inois, Iowa, North and South Dakota, visiting a large number of scattered 
homes where we had children who had not been visited tor some time. 
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owing to the great distance away. Theae children are either with relatives 
or with former residents ol Minnesota, who bave moved out with permlssloi 
to take the children along. Where no good reaBon exists for contlnuiig 
our eupervlaion of these children, I liave arranged for le«al adoption or 
discharge and thus reduced greatly their numbers and the future ezpeaaes. 
I also visited a number of Institutions tor children In these stales. I 
spent a day at the Orphans Home at Davenport, Iowa. A Sunday and part 
of Monday I spent at the Boy's Home at St. Charles, Illinois, haviag bed 
and board at one ot the cottages. 1 also visited the Home at Wawatousa, 
near Milwaukee, ttie Children's Home, at Fargo, North Dakota, and several 
smaller sectarian institutions. These viaits were very profitable to me in 
many ways. 

Next I took up the work In the Dulutb District, which Includes the 
Iron' RAOge and Lake Superior Region. The Duluth Humane Society is 
doing effective work in this vast territory with Us great number of poor 
and Illiterate foreign laborers. In the Children's Home m Duluth, I Und 
a real model of economy and efficiency oomblned, a great boon to the 
children oC the needy in that locality. II the Twin Cities had a home like 
It our memibere would be greatly reduced by avoiding temporary commit- 
ments from their courts, in the Duluth District is seen the great gulf 
which separates wealth from poverty. The solid village of laborers' huts 
and miners' shacks le contrasted with magnificent public buiMings and 
picturesque residences and grounds of the mine owners. Were It not for 
the generosity of the wealthy in contributing to the relief agencies our 
help would be needed there very much more than it la now. Many a poor 
homeless child has been adopted Into these homes of wealth. One of 
these, a little girl, badly disfigured by bums, so that I thought no one 
would want her, was taken by a well-to-do family. I was telling about this 
noble act In another fine home where I was calling, when the gentleman 

ot the home Interrupted me and aald: "If Mr. and Mrs. did that 

we will bury the hatchet and "he friends though we have not spoken tor 
years." Surely a noble deed has Its reward. 

Prom Duluth I went to the Twin City District and spent the last 
halt of the biennial period there. Thus I bad a chance to note and cam- 
pare the work in the three large cities and observe the wonderful progress 
made In the Intelligent handling of children and the Increased facilities 
at the Juvenile Courts, Detention Homes and broad system of probation and 
splendid corps of probation officers. The field there is limited only by the 
capacity ot the worker and 1 have had a revelation ot conditions in society 
ot which I had not dreamed. To anyone who has not come in personal 
touch with the woirk carried on by the Juvenile Court and Probation Offi- 
cers, the Associated Charities, Humane Society and Sunshine Society and 
other relief agencies, the needs and the efforts put forth to meet them are 
simply beyond «om prehension', and the more effort one puts forth the more 
need one discovers. The bearty co-operation which I bave met wltb from 
these societies have been gratifying and 1 have gained much Inspiration 
from my contact with their devoted workers. I only regret that we are not 
always able to relieve them of all the children they want to send to \ia. 

To me the most distressing feature of the city work Is the large and 
apparently ever-Increasing number of hometesa babies. Many ot them

do not really belong to the cities, but tbe unbappr girl mother has been 
Bent there to eome so-called "private hospital" where she will be careil 
lor In se<:rec; and her balby disposed of, at! for a certain enm of money. 
It the child la nice and health; It Is given to anybody wbo will take It and 
this is the horrible part ol tt — these helpless Innocent little souls ore often 
given to vicious and degraded women who use them aa a blind to give their 
dens of Iniquity the appearance of family life or to t>e a plaything tor the 
Inmates of the place and later on a source of revenue. We need a law j 
maKlng It a crime for any person or institution to give away children nnlesa 
they bave the faciUtiea for keeping records ot their work and investigating 
tbe homes and supervising the children placed therein. Tbe present situa- 
tion is equal to the heathen practice of throwing baby girls to tbe alligators; 
for it Is the girls that are taken by this class of women. It tbe baby is not 
marketable by these modem slavetraders. It will And Its way Into a private 
boarding house for babies or into the City Hospital and the mother disap- 
pears after which the child is brought into Juvenile Court and committed 
to tbe state's guardianship as a deserted child. Some ot these babies are 
in a dreadful state of neglect before they reach reaponetble bands. 

1 shall never forget one baiby girl weighing four pounds when three 
months old, Its body blistered and raw from neglect. 1 had an application 
for a baby girl from a Polish woman and" sent her to see tbis baby. 
She was an exile from an arlstocxatic home across the waters, because 
ot her democratic views; she was a princess gracing the plain home of an 
honest big-hearted day laborer. When she saw the child she was horrified 
but sbe could not turn away from its suffering. She took the repulsive 
little creature In ber arms and Into her great heart and carried It home 
and nursed It tenderly, day and night until at the end ol tbe three months' 
trial period she showed me a clean wholesome nine pound baby. And 
how she loves it! What hero is more entitled to a Carnegie lifesaving 
medal than she is? Tbe one great bri^bt spot in thia year's experience 
la the memory of the many babies I bave succeeded In placing with 
splendid foster parents and thereby Increased the sum total of human 
love and happiness. 

It has also t>een my happy lot of meeting many of the old boys and girls 
who first came under my care when 1 began my work thirteen years ago. 
Many of them are now married and have good homes ot their own and 
occupy positions ot responalblllty. 1 meet some very pleasant surprises 
at times, the stories of which would make Interesting reading, but the 
lack of time and space compels me to omit them,

MH. SWANSON-S RBPOBT. 

During the period I have visited 664 children In their homes, investigated 
233 applicants tor children, attended 131 special cases, transferred 34 chil- 
dren to othu" homes or returned them to the school and accompanlea 
31 children to homes selected for them, I have collected money due chil- 
dren to the amount of {687,6^, and arranged for mlany eeUtlementa of 
Indenture co'ntTacta with tardy guardlana. The neceasary travel to ac- 
complish tbis has been a total of 27,903 miles, 22,638 by rail and 5,366 by 
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team. My ezpenaee have been as tollowa: Railroad fares, fSlO.SO; liveTT, 
(686.10; hotel, 1650.50; boobs, stationery aad printing, (6.65; teteenpb 
anid lekiilione, 17.95; IncUlentalB, 129.07, an average coet per tIbU « 

The targe number ol special casee assigned to me, the tact that an 
entire month was devoted to Bpecial work of investigating applicants for 
children, tbe increased cost of livery and hotei rates, account for tlie in- 
creased cost per visit over former years. Special cases require and are 
aiways given prompt attention, often necessitating leaving our regular 
work and making long expensive trips to remote parts of tbe state. 
One stubborn guardian who was inclined to put hie own interpretation 
on the plain provisions of his contract made it necessary for me to spend 
three days and travel more than four hundred miles in order to get 
a fair settlement for the boy who had been a faithful worker and was 
entitled to all that was stipulated in the contract and which was anally 
secured for him. 1 have endeavored to visit such children aa were approach- 
ing their eighteenth birthday as near that time as possible In order to see 
that they received their money and the required "two good suits of clothes;" 
and in casee where they contemplated leaving their homes I Invariably, In the 
presence of their guardians, informed ttiem of their rights in this respect. 

The scarcity of help, especially tor (arm work, enters Into our work 
very materially and is often the cause of much trouble between child and 
Kuardian. This Is especially true where we have placed older boys. Ttaere 
are people In every community who either never have learned or have 
forgotten the Golden Rule,— «t any rate do not apply It^that" In ordo' 
to obtain help will tell our boys they are tooiish to remain in their homes 
on an Indenture contract when they can earn "big wages" and be mu(4 
(setter off flnancialiy by leaving their homes. As a rule such parties. are 
not responsible people and could not bear an investigation, but they suc- 
ceed in making the boy discontented and often in causing him to leave 
his home. His guardian who has treated him well for several years feels 
the injustice and refuses to take him back and tbe boy is the looser. 

Within the past two years I have met a large number of our fonner 
wards occupying responsible positions as teachers, merchants, bankers, 
mechanics, bookkeepers, railway clerks, etc., and many of them have 
accumulated considerable proiperty, established homes and are raising 
nice families. 1 believe that If a complete historic census of alt who have 
been wards of this institution could be taken, it would make a very in- 
teresting volume and would convince those who are opposed lo placing 
children In family homes, that the home with proper environments la tbe 
best place for a child. 

Some guardians tall when taking a child because they expect too much 
of it and do not stop to consider that the child has come into their home 
a personal stranger and a stranger to the ways of the household and 
community. He may Just recently have been removed from the only friend 
he has known and from an environment far different from his new 
surroundings, it cttea means an entire transformation In the child's lite 
and he is confronted with tbe problems of learning what is expected of him 
in bis new borne and forgetting the things be has learned In his former 
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BurroundiDgs, Not all wlio are financially able and morally fit make good 
guardlaoB tof children. 

The bond of love and affiection between cblld and guardian 1b often 
toucblng In the extreme and dlBprovee the contention ol some, that one 
can not love other people's children. Not long ago 1 visited a home in 
the western part ot the state where we have two children, PrtM* to the 
children's coming Into the room the foster mWher had told me that 
she contemplated selling her property and moving out west where she has 
an only sister living. She wanted to know what we would do in regard 
to the chUtiren, should she want to make the change, as her going would 
depend on whether we would allow her to take the children with her 
or not. She saJd that nothing had been said to the children about the 
contemplated clMnge because she did not wish to disappoint them should 
we refuse to allow them to leave the state. I told Mrs. C. before the children 
arrived that 1 would be glad to recommend to you that she be given per- 
mission to take the children with her wherever she chose to make her home, 
but suggested that the question as to whether they wanted to leave. their 
schoolmates and friends and go to a strange country with the foster 
mother be put to test, I asked Anna, who is about fourteen, wtiat she 
would like to do should her ipoeter nfother decide to make a change in her 
home. She looked a little perplexed tor a moment as If she did not quite 
understand the situation, but presently In a very decided manner made this 
reply: "I will go wherever m&mma goes and her (rlenda will be my friends. 
1 shall never want to leave mamma."

MISS MoGH£lGOR'S SBPOHT. 

The work for the last two yeajs has taken me over a large territory. 
Completing the 6tb district which includes Ramsey, Hennepin, Anoka, Isanti, 
Chisago and Washington, I have visited the second district: Wabasha, Good- 
hue, Rice, Dakota, Le Sueur and Scott Counties; the fourth district: Martin, 
Jackson, Nobles, Rock, Pipestone, Murray, Cottonwood and Watowan 
Counties; the fifth district: Nicollet, Brown, Redwood, Lyon and Lincoln 
Counties; eighth: Benton, Sherburne, Stearns. Pope, Stevens, Traverse, 
Grant, Douglas, Todd. Morrison, Crow Wing, Cass, Wadena, Ottertall and 
Wilkin Counties; and the ninth Including Hubbard, Becker, Clay, Norman, 
Mahnomen, Clearwater. Beltrami, Polk. Red Lake, Marshall. Kittson and 
Roseau Counties. The work In the eighth district Is not compleTed. This 
leaves the seventh district Ute only part of the state not regularly visited 
by me since beginning this work. 

In the fourth district I found conditions generally good. The crop 
failures in the northern and western parts of the state did not extend 
here. The farmers are prosperous and the majority of the children are on 
farms. 1 had the pleasure of visiting many former wards, some In business, 
others in their own homes, and in some cases apipllcants for children. 
The fifth district has been In the crop failure belt and I believe that Is 
the reason why there has been fewer children placed here than usual. Three 
years of dry weather b85 left the comfortably well-to-do In straitened cir-

cumBtancee, especiaUy near the Dakota line. However, the situations bei« 
are [airly good. There are few caBes ot abort acboollng. Conditions 
In the eastern counties of the second district are in most every case ex- 
cellent, prosperous times, full sohoollng, pr(>per treatment and hapiiy 
situations. One child, graduating from the eighth grade at thirteen, had not 
missed a day or been tardy at school since coming to this home six years 
ago. He has now J42.00 In the savings bank and Is doing first year 
high school work. The same lamlly have legally adopted a little girl, 
now six years of age. land they are doing ae well by ber. I visited one of au 
twelve-year old g>lrls In this vicinity. Her foster motiter was not at 
home and it was about dinner time. Upon ber Invitation I remained and she 
prepared a 'mieal worthy of on« twice her age. Anotlier, a girl who bad 
no chance previous to coming to tfae school, and wbo bad been cruelly 
treated, neglected and flnalty deserted, was placed in a family where she 
had schooling through her sixteenth year. She then devoted her time 
to teaming to cook, to sew, and to generally being a home maker. She 
will soon go into one of her own, competent to do her part. Another from 
this district baa completed tbe high school with credit and will enter 
college this fall. She expects to earn her own way throughout tfae course. 
In the western part of this district It has been necessary to Impress 
the necessity of full schooling upon guardians. Our children often average 
better than their own In attendance. It seems to he the standard of the 
community. There are good situations here also, one family has lonr ot 
our children, two legally adopted, and are doing well by all. 

In the ninth district the children arc widely scattered and on tbe whole 
th". homes are good. There are not many children placed In this district 
although many apply for them. Farm life Is seldom desirable for our 
children In a new country unless the applicant has lived there long enough 
and has the means to make Improvements, which many of the applicants 
.have not. 

Tbe elgthth district is large, with many children and varying condi- 
tions. A boy In Morrleoii county graduated' from the eighth grade with tlie 
highest record of any child completing the work given in the rural schools 
in that county. His record in tbe agricultural department was excellent 
This boy Is in a home with his brother and sister. He plans to go to the 
Agricultural college when he completes high school, and his guardian Is as 
enthusiastic as he U about it. 

The sixth or city district constantly presents varying conditions. The 
homes for babies are generally permanent and satisfactory. The court work 
takes much time and is of Importance. The children returned to relative* 
are tbe greatest problem here. I am still of the opinion that the country 
is the best place for the large majority of our children. Infants and those 
desiring special school advantages do well in the city, but for half grown 
boys and girls who have had little training, poor food, Insufficient fresh 
air, before coming to the school, the country is the better place. A porch 
on a second or rtblrd etcry flat building is a poor substitute for a garden 
where not only pure air is afforded hut healthful occupation as wet), which 
is of no small Importance. 
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Tbe large number of boys and girls wbo are doing high school, normal 
and college work deserves special mention. Others who bave completed 
courBes are teacbing or boldlng creditable positions in otber occupations. 
One visited recently is principal ot a higb school, anotber a successful busi- 
ness man. I bave made an eflort to visit or obtain information about 
former wards whenever possible and have visited many during this period. 
These and other cases aimilar to them are not unusual. A girl who came to 
tbe school from the poorest home conditions possible without training, and 
witb a knowledge of tbe streets, bas by constant and patient training, de- 
veloped not only in her school work but Is a competent housekeeper, a 
good cook and a reliable girl in every respect. She leads her class as' a 
senior in higb school, takes an active part in school activities and will no 
doubt prove a credit to berseir and those who bave assisted her. Another 
has shown sucb musical ability and has amilied herseit ao taitbfully in 
opportunities she bas had that her training has been provided for by a 
recognized mu-slclan who believes ehe has a future. One of our most trying 
girls mentioned in my last report has since married a man of good habits. 
Industrious and thrifty, and they have a comfortable happy home. These 
cases and many others Bimiiar to tb^em help to keep up courage when deailQg 
with the less promising and weaker sistera who find it so bard to do well. 
Tbe case of the unusual or perhaps usual girl who needs special counsel, 
unlimited patience, and tact, a firm hut kindly directing influence. Is second 
only in this work In my estimation to the work with the babies. 

Much is being said and done at this time in the scientific study of hered- 
ity. The raioet important subject on the scientific horizon is that of eugen- 
ics. When definite results from investigation now in progress are ascertain- 
ed and theories only partly formulated are completed we will doubtless be 
able to do much that we are not now doing. However, the fact remains 
that children from impoverished homes, starved and ill-treated before and 
after birth have come to us and in spite of the handicap of poor parentage 
and an unequal physical Inheritance have developed into citizens of whom 
the state may well be proud. The trouble with many who discuss inherited 
tendencies Is that they consider the child born from such conditions and 
remaining there until bis habits are formed and disease Is contracted, 
and then consider it Is due to Inheritance, The large per cent of our children 
who are received and placed under tour years of age and who respond to 
the life into which they are transplanted indicate beyond any question the 
right of every child to be well brought up whether or not he has been well 
born. During this biennial period I have visited and placed in all 33 
babies under five years of age, some In ordinary homes, some in the beat 
homes the state bas to offer. From this number I am unable to select one 
who has been a failure. 

I am of the opinion that the work with our babies Is the moat Important 
that we have to do, and while more is being done for tbe older children in 
the way of agricultural training, domestic science, playgrounds, athletics, 
library and reading clubs, it la gratifying to know that the facilities for 
caring lor the babies are Increasing and being Improved so that they will 
bave a better chance to be physically bulh up before going into homes that 
in most cases are permanent where they will receive what by misfortune or 
adversity bas been denied them in their own. 
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The school question is still before us. Most localities maintain [rom 
seven to nine months school eaoh year and during the busy season children 
are kept Out to help. I believe the average attendance has improved. Some 
o[ the wise guardians have discovered that much- of the discontent and 
trouble arising In the case of the boys over sixteen years ot age can be 
avoided by paying him wages, at least during the busy season. In other 
cases it would require the attention ot an agent wtio would arrange for 
aud collect salaries. Boys and la some cases girls become discontented 
when some one often less competent than they is earning good wages for 
the same work and %15 or }50 looks email a year or two away. Girls gen- 
erally are not disturbed about the wage question, but there are disturbing 
Influences hard to cope with In many homes. Many excellent foster parents 
lack the understanding and sympathy and fall in Judgment in dealing 
with girls during the trying age. if this period can be bridged all generally 
goes well afterwards. Sometimes it ia necessary to remove the child, other 
times frequent visits from the agent suffices. I found it necessary to 
transfer one girl Ave times in three months and Anally return her to the 
school. Others of low grade mentality, who can only hold ordinary homes, 
and are doing well to become Just ordinary citizens need special attenUoD 
In order that Shey may receive proper care and are not taken advantage of 
on account of being below grade. 

A number of the older girts work for their board, room and incidental 
expenses during the school year and earn from f3.50 to (4.00 per week 
during vacation. 

1 have visited during this period 729 children, 309 applicants, In- 
vestigated 143 special cases, accompanied 63 ciiildren to homes, returned 14 
to the school and transferred 12 to other homes. I have substituted In tbe 
olllce and accompanied children to hemes for 4 months. The special cases 
Include visits to children concerning whom complaints as to treatment have 
been made, or whose conduct has not been satisfactory, visits to Juvenile 
court, county ofllclals whose duty It is to commit children to the school, 
probation and humane offlcers, associated charities' and similar organlia- 
tlona. other Institutions for the care of children, and the relatives of children 
concerning whom we have insufficient information, also attending court with 
children who have been called as witnesses. In general all cases not class- 
ified as visits to children or applicants, accompanying, tranaferring orre- 
turning children, are listed as special. It is difficult to adequately indicate 
the work In figures, — for instance the investigation of one applicant neces- 
sitated two weeks' work, over GO people being Interviewed, 742 miles traveled 
by rail, besides street car, livery and walking. This was the case ot a 
mother who applied for her children. 

I have expended for railroad and street car fares (668.51; hotel J722.80, 
livery and bus f575.15; telephone and telegraph, (11.75; Incidentals, which 
Includes funeral expenses and doctor's bill for one of the children, (39.1)8. 
witih salary making a totQl exr^nditure ot |4,417,31, and a per capita coei 
of $3.51. I have traveled 26,2S4 miles by rail, 4,583 miles by team, besides 
street car and walking neither of which I can give a correct estimate. 

During this time, the work has lost none of its interest and bib added 
much to my understanding and faith In humanity, A discouraged' worker 
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from an eastern, city recently said, "Blanketn, coal, food, clothing, amuse- 
ments. medical attention — there is nothing we have not given, and the more 
we have given the less Joy, energy, thrift and dignity we see among our 
people." And it Is always so. Our. object is not charity but to give the 
children a.n opportunity to work out their own destiny under the right con- 
ditions. 

m conclusion I wish to express my appreciation of your assistance and 
consideration.

MR. HARPMAN'S REPORT. 

I began this period In the seventh district and have visited our children 
In the flrst, fourCh, eighth, third, tenth and fifth. In the order named and 
am now again in the seventh district. 

I have spent coDsiderat>le time in the tenth or Duluth district the last 
year. The work In Duluth has been very pleasing because of the helpful 
Interest shown by the probation and humane officers and the quality of the 
homes that have taken our children. One thing which impressed me very 
favorably when 1 beigaa the work in Duluth and the thriving range towns was 
the age of Vtie children these people had taken into their homes. A greater 
percentage of babies and very young children have been placed here than 
in any other district 1 have so tar visited. It Is the aim of most of these 
people to legally adopt these little ones. A larger percentage have already 
done so than In the other districts 1 have visited as was made evident 
by the greater number of certified copies of decrees of adoption I secured. 

One home of West Duluth was supplied a baby girl. The foster father 
found he could secure higher wages at his trade, that of carpenter, on the 
range, so he moved on a claim twenty miles from a small range town and 
built a comfortable home upon a hill overlooking one of our plcturesue 
range rivers, a very pretty place, homelike and cheerful when one reached It. 
It required, however, two days of hard driving, riding In a lumber wagon 
over muddy or rough corduroy roads and part of the way no road at all, 
only a trail through timber. The roa'd during part of the year Is almost im- 
ipaasable. 

1 was more than repaid for what difficulties I had experienced in reach- 
ing this home by the kindly greeting given me when they learned I was 
Interested In their little girl. 

The mother explained how It bad required two days of hard walking 
on her part through the forests and over muddy roads to reach the railroad 
at the time she went to Duluth to make the child legally their own. This 
home new has no school advantages and the neighborhood will tumish her 
but few playmates outside of the trees, the flowers, the river and the 
singing birds. But I left them feeling that their little charge would not 
be neglected for they plan to move to town where they will have school 
and church advantages aa soon as they get a deed to their homestead. As 
this will be before the girl la of school age she will have missed but little 
tor her early experience upon a claim. 

DiqitizeObvGoO»^IC 
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The large tax received from the mines adjacent to these range cities 
makes tt possible tor them to make public improvements tbat would be 
Impossible tor cities of no greater population in a purely agricultural dis- 
trict. This Is noticeable in tbe larger and better equipped school buildings, 
better water and lighting systems, and other public improvements. 

In a rural district where It was difficult to And a suitable boarding place 
for their teacher they solved the problem by uniting two schools, building ■ 
two-room school on the ground floor and finished rooms upon tbe secoad 
floor for the teachers to live in during the scSiool year. In another sdiool 
tliere were not enougli children In the high school grades to Justify them 
In enlarging their building and hiring teachers so they are taking theh- 
cblldren to school In a neighboring town. I rode back In their hack one cold 
morning and found it warm and comfortable. 

They seem to value these privileges more highly, at present at least, 
than In some sections where school and church organizations date back 
beyond' the recollection of the oldest inhsibitant. 

One thing our children, as a rule, can be thankful (or la good health. 
Tb«re are of course eiLceptlone to this rule. A little nine-year old girl I 
visited at her school Impressed me as being very delicate and anaemic 
I made some inquiry concerning her general health and attendance at 
school which resulted in the school .physician's attention being called to her 
When I visited her home I found her sleepiug room had no ventilation. They 
promised to be guided by tbe school physician's Instruction and to send her 
out in the country during tbe summer vacation. I later called again and was 
pleased to find that my suggestions had been acted upon. 

In another home that had taken a seven-year old boy, the foster father 
had lost his wife, one daughter and mother-in-law from typhoid fever last 
winter. Another daughter was convalescing very slowly from the same 
disease. This placed the care of the household upon one daughter who was 
about twenty years old. In speaking of the future the father told me that 
Willie had become one of the family, that he thought as much of him as he 
did of his two remaining daughters and that If It was in any way possible 
(or him to keep his family together he could not send him back to the 
school to go out again to another home. 

Some of our children returned to their relatives are the means of 
re-establishing their natural homes. In this connection I recall the case 
of three little children who were sent to the school at the time of the 
death of their mother. The father, a good man, has remarried and eslab- 
lished a home. The children have been returned to him. It was a pleasure 
to me to visit and to find them a united happy family. 

The motives which prompt people In taking children Into their liomes 
are many and varied. Some have no children and are lonely; others have 
only girls and wish a boy; some have Iwys and wish a girl; some wisti help, 
while others have lost a child and wish one to take Its place. 

I recently visited the home of one of our little boys who had been taken 
as a bahy to fill the place of a bahy boy which had Just been tost. When 
he came to this home the people were In very moderate circumstances aAd 
Iheir friends thought they werfe taking upon themselves an unnecessary 
burden. Since that time the home has not only been blessed by three little 
elrls of their own, but they have also Jnherlted property amounting to forty 
i:.g,t.-ecovCoO»^lc 
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or fifty thousand dollars. It is bhe iuteDtlon to legally adopt this Iwy. The 
foster father told me the boy came to him when they were in modest 
means, and would have bad lo share their hardships, and it Is only right 
that he should share in their good fortune. 

To cite another case, 1 wilt only quote a portion of the applicant's 
letter to the school: "'We are talking very seriously of taking a child, ifiy 
own little ones aj-e not little any more. The high chair stands in the attic 
and the little bed is put away. They might as well be used. Our nice 
yard would afford ample playground and our home and hearts need a little 
boy." They have their little boy. 

As a rule the haippieet skuations are those where younger children have 
been selected. 1 visited a family wlio had taken a brother and sister under 
school age and was much pleased in noting what they had to say in praise 
of them. I thought, as 1 listened to them, surely no one can say more in 
favor of their children than these people. It so happened there was a 
similar clrcumstaoce in another home In the same city. I visited the second 
home the same day and after hearing the children praised (in the children's 
absence) and after hearing them sing as they held each others hands and 
speak some little pieces they had been taught I came away feeling that 
these people had been made happy in doing a service to little children. 

We Hometlmes receive complaints ot Ill-treatment of some of our 
children, "nieae complaints are investigated and the best interests of the 
child served. In one such case I was asked to look up I found the child, 
a boy of ten years, had been sliamefully beaten, .Before returning the boy 
to the school I brought an action against the foster pkrent who had beaten 
the boy. wtiich resulted in a plea of guilty to cruel and inhuman treatment. 
The fine t20 and cost was none too large for such treatment . 

I have visited 704 of our children, 198 aiiiplicants tor children. Investi- 
gated 73 special cases, transferred to other homes or returned to the «chool 
31, accompanied 26 to homes and secured 17 certified copies of decrees 
of adoption. 

I have traveled 23,310 miles by rail, 5,706 miles by team, besides walk- 
ing many miles. 

My expenses including salary were (4,622.87, making an average cost 
per visit of (4,48. 

In conclusion permit me to express my appreciation of the help I have 
reoetx'ed' from all those connected with t!he institution.

To the Honorable Board of Directors. 

Sirs: The Biennial period covered by tbie report embraces the two 
yeara from August 1, 1910, to July 31, 191&. Tbls being a permanent record 
of the work ot educating the deat In Minnesota, It Is my hope to aaj such 
things only as will be ol interest to succeeding generations. Added to tbU 
It shall be my aim to suggest what will, In my Judgment, add to the efficiency 
ot the property of the state In promoting the work of developing the deaf.- 

We have enrolled in the year 1910 and 1911 279 pupils, and lor 1911 
and 1912, 280 pupils. The compulsory attendance law has enabled me to 
keep a number of pupils In school whose parents would otherwise have with- 
drawn them. It seems strange that any parent would Insist upon depriving 
the child of not only the school, but the Industrial training we give. Min- 
nesota la perhaps doing as much for her deaf children as any o( the states. 

This Is not a custodial institution, except as an Incident. After the 
school days are over, our pupils can take their places in the busy world, 
and do, almost without exception, give a good account of themselves. I 
think that with the training we give the deaf, a larger per cent of them 
succeed and make good citizens, than of their more fortunate brothera. 

THE FARM. 

The Board ol Control made it possible for us to add one branch of train- 
ing 1 have long wanted. That board purchased a nice little farm tor us. 
We now have twenty-flve acres. These grounds join those of the school 
on the east. There is a comfortable residence, a good barn, a chicken house 
and a fruit orchard, consisting ot large and small fruits. 

Since Its purchase we have added to the fruit orchard and' built a silo. 
We have converted a part of one of the chicken houses into a greenhouse. 
We have the following crops planted:

Six acres In potatoes; Hve acres In aJfalfa; six a1^^e6 in com; two 
acres in vegetables; two acree in appl*s, plum trees and small fruits. 

We have a small dairy and a chickea ranch. 

Monthly details of the older boys are thus instructed in the best way 
ot doing everything pertaining to these various departments. While it is 
true that owing to our long winters, and to the adidtlonal fact that our 
pupils spend the tbreeBummer months at home, still we are able to teach 
the pupils much concerning the various operatiouB ot the different depart- 
ments named, before they leave us In the spring, and In the fall alter they 
return, th« harvesting of most o( the crops affords opportunity for instruc- 
tion. 

I quote one paragraph of my address before the Minnesota Afioclatjon 
of the Deaf, which held a convention at the institution In June, 1911. 

"As to our school. I think it is better organised today than it has been. 
Ab to equipment, our prospects are good. The Board ot Control has lately 
purchased us a small farm. This purchase was {purely voluntary on the 
part ot this board. Other institutions under their charge were clamoring 
for lands and our school waa given the preference. 

"We expect to teach poultry raising, agriculture, horticulture, bee cul- 
ture and dairying, all In a modest way. It shall be my policy to train pupils 
not to, but from the factory. One difficulty with which we must contend in 
all this, is tbe length of our winters. In my opinion, nothing so tends to 
age the body, etagaate the mind and to dwarf the soul, as tbe factory. 
There is more opportunity for the exercise of personal Initiative and more 
real freedom trom the trammeia of commercial life In the lines su^ested, 
than in any other vocations. Commercial life is so organized nowadays, 
that It Is hard to keep off the mill, — tile mill that grinds the life out. Let 
us get into lines where manhood has the best possible chance of asserting 
Ittfeif. We hope to continue using the advantages to be gained from the 
extension department of tbe agricultural college." 

I should add in this conneotion tbM Mr. N. E. CQuipman, connected with 
unlvereity extension, gave ua a week In the tall of 1911, during which be 
addressed himself to the subject of poultry raising. A number ot others, 
professors from the agricultural college, gave us lectures on other topics 
during the time. 

Mr. R. A. Shuts, also connected with the extension department of the 
university, has, from time to time, given the school lectures on fruit and 
vegetable culture, and the best methods for preserving tbem ior winter use. 

During the week Mr, Chapman was with us, ail school work waa aban^ 
doned by the advanced classes, and the whole time was given to the instruc- 
tion offered. Tbe lectures were interpreted and copied Into note books. It 
was the opinion of Mr. Chapman that our pupils responded as fully and ac- 
quired as much of the lectures as any audience he had sought t« teach. 

Each teacher was present and took the class to the school room at tbe 
close of tbe day and notes taken by the pupils were revised and these 
books became the property of the pupils who made them. Mr. Chapman was 
strictly practical and the pupils were enthusiastic over the lectures. We 
hope such instruction can be repeated in the future. 

There are about twenty acres of good land lying between parts ot the 
little farm owned by the school upon which I have obtained the refusal at 
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two hundred seven and one-half dollars ((207.50) per acre. I strongly rec- 
ommend that this be purchased. The little farm coDststB of about twentj- 
flve acres now. With this twenty acres added wo ought to raise enough 
vegetables for use of the whole school. 

CONVENTION OF THE DEAF. 

The Minnesota Association of the Deaf held its eleventh biennial ees- 
sion at this school, June 13 to 16, 1911. It was a source of much pleasure to 
the old pupils to meet once more at the school. Many of them expressed 
pleasure at the evidences of growth and Improvement seen. 

This meeting occurred Just after the close of school and the exhibits 
of the school work and of the Industries were left intact In the display hall 
of the school. 

His honor, the mayor of the city, Mr. Alonson Blodgett, the Honorable 
Mr. B. B. Sheffield, president of the board of directors; the Honorable Mr. 
B. K. Loyhed, secretary of same board; the Honorable Mr. R. A. Mott, the 
Honorable Mr. F. i,. Glotzbach, each addressed the convention. 

Other members of the board of directors and citizens of f^ril>ault, hon- 
ored the occasion with their presence. 

NEW ADMINISTRATION BUILDING. 

In previous reports of the several boards In charge of the Institution, 
aittentknn hae been called to the danger from fire of Mott Hall as a domnl- 
tory. It was recommended that It be flreprooted. Upon Investigation It was 
found that a large expenditure would be Involved in doing this. It was 
finally concluded by the boards that it would be wiser to construct an en- 
tirely new building. Consequently an appropriation was made (or the new 
building, which is now in process of construction. 

In order to utilize Mott Hall, I would recommend that a part of tt be 
converted Into an Industrial building. Two ample gymnasiums could be 
provided in the same building. In this case an excellent little boys' dormi- 
tory could be had by remodeling the present cabinet shop for the purpose. 
The estimated cost of this would be tS,OO0. At leiast, little boys could be 
tlHiB givrai a coraforable home to themselves. This sidheme further con- 
templates the converting oT the sewing rooms inito an addition to the 
laundry, with wbioh they ere now oonnectedi 

The changes suggested in Mott Halt would be f3S,000. and when once 
done the institution would be well rounded out, and would be one of tbe 
most BatlafaotOTy plant of the kind; in this coTintry. 

Thebe children are terribly handicapped. They should have a good 
home for the few years they are in school, and the equipment for their 
training should also be good. This, I believe, the citizens of Minnesota will 
not begrudge them. The institutions of no state stand higher than do those 
of Minnesota. We promise our best endeavors to sustain that reputation 
and believe that the Minnesota legislature will, as it has always done, give 
us the chance. 



Two deaths have occurred at the school within the two years, Mabel 
McAuIey, on January 22, 1911, and Irene Hillman on October 9, 1911. The 
latter had been talien to St. Lucas Hospital in this city. The parents were 
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with each ot th«m, and their remainE were taken to their homes. 

An epidemic of measles .prevailed. We had over eight)' cases. It wab 
brought to us b7 a pupil who had been home. Several deaths of pupils 
have occurred while they were at their homes. 

The physician, Dr. W. H, Hobllllard, has made a report which Is em- 
bodied with thiB. His exceptional skill and raitbtulneas, combined with the 
BfislduouB care of the matron, Miss Boone, have averted several threatened 
contagions, besides tided us over a number ot serious cases of sIcKness. 
With over 300 hundred children we could hardly expect to escape all serious 
maladies or to have no fatalities. 

WEIGHING PUPILS, 

It has been our custom to weigh pupils when they come to school in 
the fall and again at Its close In the spring. We find that th| aggregate In- 
crease for 1910-11 was 1,002^ pounds, and for 1911-12 was 1,588% .pounds, 
an Individual Increase for the first year of 3.59-1- pounds, and for the second 
year of G.67-I- pounds. 

CONVENTION OF AMERICAN INSTRUCTORS OF THE DEAF. 

This- convention was held In Delavan, Wisconsin, In July, 1911. Our 
school bad the largest representation of an; similar school, except perhaps, 
Wisconsin. There were over twenty teachers from this Institution present 

APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED FOR CURRENT EXPENSES. 

The fTO.OOO tor the year 1913-14 Is but fl.OOO Increase over the appro- 
priation for the year 1911-12, and the (71,000 but 11,000 above that.

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The usual appropriations for repaJre, for grounde and driveways, for 
Gallaudet students, tor library, for Instruction and appliances Cor the deaf- 
blind, will be sufBclent, though the fSOO for grounds and drlvewara will 
hardly make the new roads incident to changes on account of the new 
building, and b'ep the grounde as they sJiould be kept. Five hundred dol- 
lars should be added. This makes the fl,00O. 



DRY ROOMS FOR THE LAUNDRY. 

The laundry dry rooms are consructed ol wood and the extreme heat 
and dampness have charred the wood so that they are in a collapsed <x>n- 
dltion. The appropriation asked. Is for metal dry rooms equipped with fans. 

MECHANICAL STOKERS. 

This device is said to effect a saving of from 15 to 20 per cent in fuel. 
If so, they would soon pay for themselves. The amount asked contemplates 
some kind of simple carriers from the bins to the boilers, also bunkers. 
These carriers are the more needed because the space In front of the boilers 
Is cramped. In order to Judge of the efficiency of the coal and the proficiency 
of the firing, scales should be Installed in connection with the carriers. The 
probable cost of carriers, bunkers and scales installed, would be $5,000. 

DAY AND LATE NIQHT LIGHTING AND WATER SOFTENER. 

We have ample generating capacity tor ordinary lighting, but not for 
sleeping hours and day lighting. Lights are needed during tbe day and at 
night in places, after tbe household has retired. For tbls purpose a 50 K.W. 
direct connected unit sAiould be installed. We have one generator now. 
Any sne who bias had expierienoe with ma>ohlnery will concede that it, tike 
man and beast, should have a rest. Tbe cost of such a generator would 
probably be about $6,000. 

Electric light, when the power Is furnished by steam and when tbe . 
exhaust Is needed for heating, is admitted to be economical, but when 
the exhaust is not needed, is perhaps not so economical as water power. 
At night, after all have retired, this exhaust, as a rule, cannot be 
used. It has then, to be thrown Into tbe air. In mild weather also, when 
the heat is not needed day or night, steam after generating the power 1? 
lost. There are times, too, in the vacation when there is no occasion for 
steam, still motors to run machinery are needed. When any of these con- 
ditions confronts us, It would seem that a direct connected gasoline engine 
generator would furnish economically the small number of lights and power 

To this end I recommend that a small direct connected generator of 
say six K.W. capacity be installed. Tbe cost of such a generator would not 
probably exceed (TOO. 

The request for a water softener Is In line with policy of the board In 
other institutions where tbe water Is so charged with lime as is that of prac- 
tically all deep wells. Our boilers coat and pipes soon fill with lime. 
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BOILER HOUaE EQUIPMENT. 

Our boHer house equipment has all along been extremely primitive 
Hence the boiler feed pump, the feed water heater, the water weigher, the 
lathe, the pipe machine, the replping and the betterment or the boiler house 
and resetting of the boilers, are all Improvements that any thrifty business 
firm would make. Should not the state meet the proposition in the same 
way? 

WATER TANK. 

Many years ago a well to the depth of 824 feet was sunk by the board. 
Tbe supply of water at the time, upon test, was 300 gallons to the minnle. 
It was probably more, but this was the capacity of the pumping machinery. 
It has been tested recently and tbe supply seems ample. An air com- 
preBBor was installed at tbe time, and is now in commission. Owing to 
the fact that the city of Faribault furnishes water from tbe same strata, 
probably, at 10 cents a thousand gallons, and too, to the additional fact, that 
no tank or receptacle was provided, the well bag never been used. If the 
receptacle were provided and the exhaust steam from the compressor were 
used, our water could be furnished at perhaps, a more reasonable figure stilL 

DINING BOOM AND KITCHEN EXTENSION. 

Tbe last legislature made an appropriation for an administration and 
dormitory building, to take the place of Mott Hall. It was understood and 
agreed at tbe time tbat the dining room and kitchen extension would be 
added to complete the building by tbe succeeding legislature. In fact the 
tentative plans for this, extension were submitted. We assume tbat It Is 
still the intention of the boards to recommend that tbe building be com- 
pleted. 

The boards and committees of the legislature will no doubt recall these 
facts. I therefore recommend tbat the appropriation be made at this time. 

, ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

We would not fail to mention with gratitude tbe donation of ten dollars 
to the amusement fund by P. O. Rosten, of Audubon, Minn,, each of the past 
two years; the donation of fruit to the pupils by tb« firm known as the 
Olympla, and the annual Invitation by Father J. J. Slevln to tbe play in tbe 
opera house, by tbe home talent of bis church; the services of the Reverend 
Father J, J. Slevin and the Reverend Mr. C. M. Larson, who have instructed 
our pupils so faithfully. 

To tbe board of directors, the Board of Control and the Board of Vis- 
itors, each of which has had supervision over us, each of which has shown 
conBidoradoa for ue, that call tor our gmtitude; to the several publlehervot 
the papers who have contributed their periodicals to our pupils, we desire 
to extend our thanks.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 
E>r. J. N. Tate, Superintendent. 

Dear Sir: Since my last report the library has been moved and Is now 
very commodiously and conveniently established In the room designed for 
It, back of the auditorium. In the school building. It Is more than ever 
before, a distinct and separate feature of our work. During the two years 
a larger proportion of the whole number of our pupils has made use of Its 
facilities and privileges. 

It has been a special aim and effort of tbe library to help In the language 
work of the school room as well as to provide -reading for our pupils. Our 
eiperieuce seems to show that this feature of the library is not only useful 
but capable of promising enlargement and extension. 

Th« .past year, at the suggestion of Mr. Peterson, Instructor of the sloyd 
i-oom, thi? Idea of coK>peration of the library and the school room has been 
extended to include tbe industrial department of our work. Mr. Peterson 
noticed that hoys in his room became so interest-ed in certain books from 
the library that they undertook of their own initiative to make things de- 
scribed in those books, and he conceived the idea of a technical department 
In the library that should be tor the trade what the library Is to the school- 
room. Such a department accordingly has been established. It can not fall 
to be a good thing for boys and girls to learn how to use books In their work, 
and some, who otherwise might never be interested in books at all, may 
be led to become real readers through Interest in hooka that tbey see or 
use in tbe workroom. 

I^ast spring Miss Meriatn E. Carey, the organizer of the Public Library 
Commission, employed by the. Board of Control to supervise the libraries of 
all the institutions under its control, spent considerable time with us, com- 
piling a dictionary card catalog of the library. That with the classlQcatlon

A letter received from our deaf-blind girl. Vera Gammon, after ber trip 
to Canada with ber teacher, Mlas Hansen, and ber parents. 

St. Paul, Minn., August 31. 1912. 

My Dear Friend: Miss Hansen told me that she received your letter 
at Forest, telling her to please ask me to write you a long letter about our 
beautiful trip to Canada. I will tell you about It now, as It is the most 
interesting tblog about my vacation. 

'One evening, In the latter part of last July, my folks, Miss Hansen and 
I took the Soo Line, or the Canadian PaciHc Railroad, from SL Paul to 
Trout Lake, Michigan, where we changed trains, and took the Dulutta, South 
Shore and Atlantic Railway tor St. Ignaoe, Michigan. Michigan Ib a great 
lumbering state, for all the way througlt Michigan to St. Tgnace, we saw 
great forests, a number of saw mllla and great piles ot lumber. In some 
pieces it seemed as though a cyclone, a terrible storm or a bad forest fire 
had visited the forests, tor many of the trees were burned, while others 
had been taken up even by the roots. At St. Ignace we saw a train of cars 
going on board a railway ferry, which was at the dock, ready to take It 
acrosB Lake Huron to Mackinac Island, which 1b opposite the shore. E^rly 
in the afternoon we boarded the large steamer, called "City ot Alpena, the 
Second," which took us safely to Port Hufon, Michigan. The first place at 
wbicb we stopped was the beautiful island. Mackinac Island, where we saw 
fine bouses, a fine hotel, called Grand Hotel, a good many rich people, and 
old Port Mackinac. The fort, with a pretty park below the hill, on which It 
iB flltuated, was the most Interesting place on the island. Every year many 
rich people from all parts ot the world come to this island to spend tbe 
summer there. On our way to Port Huron we passed many boats, among 
which were freighters, carrying Iron ore, coal, or lumber, ferries and pas- 
senger steamers. We saw a pretty large passenger steamer, with a Cana- 
dian flag floating from It, which came from distant Scotland. The next 
place we stopped at was Sheboygan. Michigan, where we saw some boys 
swim after money, which was thrown into the water by the boat passen- 
gers. That night the beautiful fnil moon shone very brightly on the kively 
lake, and we saw a large number ot pretty sea gulls, which followed the 
boat. In order to get food thrown Into the water or air by the passengers. 
The next morning we arrived at Port Huron, where we were met by a 
brother and sister of my father's, who accompanied us through tbe St. Clalr 
tunnel, which Is built under the clear St. Clalr River, and la one mile and 
a quarter long, on an electric motor. It was strange that a river was flow- 
ing overhead and boats of all kinds were sailing from place to place. Tbe 
tunnel, which was built In 1S90, Is lighted with electricity. We arrived at 
my father's parents' home safely. 
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The beautiful lawns, with the flow ere aod vines beautlCuIlr arranged 
about them, tbe fine fiiiit orcbards, tbe nice buildings and the beautiful 
trees and Ledges make Forest, Ontario, Canada, a very pretty tittle town. 
The trees In the orchards are JuBt loaded with fine fruit Almost every day 
ne took flne long walks through thiB lovely town. 

During our fine visit with my grandparents aod Aunt AlUe. the sister 
of my father whom we met at Port Huron, In ForeBt, we took a beautiful 
and grand trip down the St. Clair River, into Lake St. Clair, aud down tbe 
Detroit Elver to Detroit, Michigan. The steamer which we took there was 
a Canadian one, with a Canadian flag floating from It, and the name of tbe 
boat was "City of Toledo." We saw many, many beautiful summer resorts 
on our trip, and also a beautiful Island called Belle Isle, which Is much like 
Como Park. There Is a zoological park on this Island. We also saw a place 
which was called Venice of America. Miss Hansen, who told me about all 
the things of interest, told me of Venice, Italy. Venice of America looks 
like this town, and tbe houses are built above the water. We saw boats 
filled with dowers around those places. Among the boats which passed us 
was a pretty .passenger steamer called "Tasbmoo," and it was tbe best of 
all the boats we saw on both tripe. 

W« left Forest, Ontario, Canada, two weeks ago for Sarnla, Ontario, 
where we spent a few days with a brother of my father's. During our 
visit vltb him and bis family we took several trtpa across the St. Clair 
River to Port Huron on a terry. This terry carried two big automobiles, a 
buggr and a horae. One ot the automobiles, tbe buggy and the horee were 
taken out at Port Huron. What queer things shipg do carry! We took the 
same route home as ve bad done when we first went to Canada. During 
the trip home I met a sailor for the first time. He kindly let me feel his 
navy blue suit and cap, and told us that he was going on bis way to Escan- 
aba, Michigan, where he lives, after having several weeks aboard the train- 
ing ship "TanUc" on a cruise. He will send me a card from that town. We 
arrived home very safely and were very happy. This has been the most 
enjoyable summer I have ever had. 

Give my love to your daughter and sister, and keep a great deal more 
for yourself.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENOENT, BIENNIAL PERIOD ENDING 
JULY 31, 1912.

To the Honorable Board of Control. 

Gentlemen: 1 herewith submit a report of this school [or the biennial 
period heglnnlnK August 1, 1910, and ending July 31, 1912. This period 
covers Um forty-fitth and forty-elxth annual sessions of the school. 

During the regular school year 1910-11 there were in attendance 91 
pupils, of whom 53 were boys and 33 were girls. During the summer 
school session ot 1911 there were 13 men in attendance. The total attend- 
ance of both the schoola for the year was 104. 

During the regular school year 1911-12 there were' Id attendance 83 
pupils of whom 49 were boys and 34 were girla. During the aumtner 
school session ot 1912 there were IS men In attendance. The total at- 
tendance of both schools for the year was 101. 

The reduction in number in the regular school is due to the lowering 
of the age limit from 25 to 21 years, made practicable hy the existence of 
the summer school tor such persons and the transfer of a number of 
children of hopeless, mental, deficiency, through epllecsy, feeble-mlnded- 
ness or degeneracy to the school for the feeble-minded, or their return 
to their homes. 

By such transfer or dismission the attendance roll has been dlmlnsh- 
ed by fourteen during the past three years. 

There have been graduated from the high school course In 1911, 
John Stackpole ot Mlnoeapolis, in 1912 John Erlckson ot Marine Mills 
and Lillian Frendln ot Minneapolis. 

CHANGES. 

At the close ot the first year ot the period, the head teacher, Mr. J. 
P. Jewell, resigned Ws position to pursue further pedagogical study and 
the place was very acceptably filled by Mr. J. H. Neff, a graduate of Upper 
Iowa University and a -post graduate student of Chicago University, with 
successful experience as a high school principal In the state. Miss Lillian 
Helms, instructor In high school and upper grade classes also resigned 
to take up high school work etsewherB; also Miss Fannie E. Ladd, in- 
structor In language and arithmetic In the upper grades, and for twenty- 
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two years a devoted and blgbl]' successful teacher lu tbia school, resigned 
and accepted a similiar poaition In the Maryland School for the Blind. A 
consoHdatlon oF classes and re-arrangement ot the work o( the tiigb school 
and upper grades baa enabled us temporarily to dispense with one teacher, 
and the remaining vacancy has been filled by Miss Orleans Ormoud, a recent 
graduate ot Carlcton College, 

At the close oF the second year of the period Miss E. Floy Kesson re- 
signed the position of head music teacher and the place has been filled 
by Miss Margaret Lawson, a lady of high musical culture, and extended 
experience as musical director in colleges and conserratorleB. Mr. William 
Holden tor 22 years instructor in orchestral work, also retired and has been 
succeeded by Mr. Martin Steppan, who baa had instruction ot a high order 
and extended experience as teacher and as performer In professional or- 
chestras. 

Mr. Edwatti Marum, for 30 y«arft Instructor in broom-making has t>een 
succeeded by Mr. T. J. Murphy, who has had much experience in shop and 
factory work of this kind. Miss Edith LIttlejohn, for three years primary 
and kindergarten instructor retired to take up more distinctively kinder 
garten work nearer her home in Missouri, and has been succeeded by Hiss 
Eleanor Loveil. a kindergartner ot successful experience in Minneapolis. 

HEALTH. 

During the first year of the period the school suffered from serious 
invasions ot measles and scarlet fever, and the detached hospital tor 
contagious and other serious diseases was in use from January until near 
the close ot the school year. The measles were brought to the S':hool 
by a belated returning pupil from the holiday season in the latter part 
of January, and the scarlet fever was brought at about the same time by 
one of the maids who resided in Faribault, where the disease was then 
prevalent. Although there were several severe cases ot both diseases, 
with a single exception all eventually made good recoveries. Among the 
pupils there were seven cases of scarlet fever and four cases ot measles. 
In one ot the cases of scarlet fever there was a fatal result. Ray Boyer, 
ot Manktito. a iUtie boy. six years of age, ot very frail physique was taken 
shortly ill and continued so until his death, after an Illness of seven 

During this trying period the devoted and untiring efforts of the 
school physician, Dr. F. U. Davis, and the faithful and competent services 
of the nurses from St. Lucas Hospital, who had the care ot nearly all of 
the cases, were of the utmost value to the patients, and a great snpport 
to the superintendent in a time ot such strenuous anxiety. No contagious 
diseases and no other serious illness occurred during the second year ot 
the period. Dr. Douglass Wood, of Minneapolis, a specialist of high 
training and successful experience has during the last two years made a 
detailed examination ot the condition of the eyes of each pupil in the 
school and a record has been made upon an elaborate set ot blanks pre- 
pared by him of the conditions found to exist in each case. The school 
is under great obligation to Dr. Wood tor his gratuitous services dnring 
the first year of the period. 
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SCHOOL WORK. 

The traditional division of the work of achoole of this klod Into liter- 
ary, musical and Industrial departments has been maintained and the work 
of physical culture has been expanded so as to form practically an ad- 
ditional department. 

The literary department or school work proper baa been maintained 
along the same lines as heretofore, and during the biennial period classes 
have been maintained for all or a portion of the time in the following

General Reading. 

In the work of this department no attempt is made to establish formal 
grades in which pupils shall be grouped. It is deemed preferable that 
the Individual needs of each pupil be considered and that such grouping 
of pupils into classes be made as shall best conduce to the Sarmonlous 
deyelopment and progress of each one. Nor has It been deemed wise to 
draw sharp lines between the pupils who may look forward to higher 
courses of study In college or university, and those for whom no such 
course Is anticipated. 

The training of the intellectual powers and tbe acquisition of a 
reasonable amount of the general knowledge of the world upon which all 
culture and Intellectual growth rests are deemed of quite as much 
importance to those who must go out Into the world without further 
training as for those who are fortunate enough in Intellectual gifts and 
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material conditions to be ablb to pursue their studies furtlier. The 
ability of the blind man to get oa auccesBlully In the world will depend 
even more upon bis bead than bis baud, and be is far less handicapped 
in the development oF the one than of the other. 

In tbe music department two new Scbimmel pianos have been installed 
for lesson and practice nses. and two second hand upright pianos have 
been purcbased for tuning practice purposes. No new methods haveJ>eeD 
adopted in this departdient but more emphasis haa been placed upon some 
features than heretofore. An examination ot tbe musical programs which 
accompany this report will show the general character ot the results 
secured, but can only feebly Indicate the amount of faithful and devoted 
effort which has been put forth by instructors and pupils. Tbe increase 
in tbe quantity and character ot tbe vocal work has been perhaps the most 
marked feature of this work. 

Tbe tuning work while usually classified in tbe musical department 
really combines the work ot this and tbe Industrial department. While 
the excellent foundation work in this line wAich has been done In former 
years la fully attested by tbe success and high standing ot our graduates. 
It can safely be said that the work of tbe last two years both In quantity 
and quality has tar surpassed that ot any former period ot tbe school. 

During the last year as many as fifteen pupils have been engaged in 
this work and while the results have varied greatly In accordance with 
tbe capacity of tbe pupils, on the whole very esculent work has been 
done. 

The blgb standard of industrial training which has been, set In former 
years and to which extended reference was made in my last biennial report 
has been more than maintained during tbe period under consideration. 

Tbe loom work has continued to be tbe most interesting In its de- 
velopment and Its results. During the period six looms have been In opera- 
tion, one of which It may be noted was made in our wood working room 
and on tbem have been woven all grades ot work from that of coarse rugs 
from old carpeting, outing-flannel, cotton roving, wool fur and other coarse 
material up to the delicate and beautiful patterns of linen, mercerlied and 
Egyptian cotton In pillow tops, table scarfs, couch covers, counterpanes, 
etc., which are not surpassed by any similar work of weavers with sight 
and have never been equalled In any schools for the blind in this country. 

Exhibitions of textile work were made at the meeting ot the American 
AsaoclatlOQ of Workers tor the Blind held In Overbrook, Pa., In 1911, and 
at tlie meeting ot tbe association of the Instructors of the blind in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., In 1912, which attracted much attention tdr the variety and 
excellent quality of tbe articles displayed. Tbe blgb character of this 
work is entirely due to the ingenuity, patience, and devoted interest of 
Miss Ella Hoftner, who has tor the last six years given unstintedly ot her 
time and strength tor Its development. _ 

This interesting work has not. however, lessened tbe industrial effort 
along the other linea heretofore pursued. In the woodworking depart- 
ment in addition to the ordinary hand training work in the use of tools 
In simple ways, some excellent pieces of furniture have been made, wblcb 
have been pronounced by furniture experts to be as well made as such work 
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would be In the best factoriee. Mission chairs, a mlfiBion coucb vltb 
back and oriOB, and a square center table are the more important articles 
of the last year. A finely finished lour harness loom of wood designed by 
the very competent blind instructor in this work, Mr. Halvor Jacobson, ts 
particuiarl]' worthy of note. Another loom of iron piping lias been de- 
signed by him and Is now nearly completed. 

The work In broom making, chair caning, hammock and fly net weav- 
ing, rattan and willow work, braided straw, basket and other work, band 
loom weaving, knitting, embroidery, cord and yarn mat and scarf making, 
hand and machine sewing, and other minor forms of hand training work 
have been continued and improved upon as new ideas have been acquired 
or developed. 

Teachers have been constantly on the alert for new and Improved 
methods and ideas, which have been applied as far as circumstances and 
conditions woMld permit. To illustrate, weaving patterns hAva been obtain 
from as remote points as Pennsylvania, South Carolina and Alabama, and 
extended correspondence has been maintained, and visitations made, to 
keep the industrial work of toe school well to the front In its class. 

Both outdoor and indoor physical culture work has been carried on 
with the boys during the entire period, which has been varied by cross- 
country bikes, competitive walking matches, and long distance picnic 
parties. In addition to tbe more common forms of athletic Iports, sucli as 
f\xeA distance running, high and broad Jumping, putting the shot, etc, 
Tbe indoor appliances for gymnastic work are excellent of their kind, 
such as turning poles, parallel bars, chest poles, chest weights, horizontal 
ladder, still bars, punching bags, etc. Yet they could profitably be varied 
and irfcreased in quantity it there were more rixim for them. Tbe neat 
little g^mnafiiums In each of tbe boys' cottages serve a very useful pur- 
pose, but they are far from giving the opportunity for exercise and 
physical development which is needed. 

An adequate gymnasium of size, height and equipment for the modern 
ideals of physical culture would greatly aid in stimulating such work. The 
Indoor gymnasium work of the girls has been carried on by the lady 
teachers In the rather un sat Is factory gymnasium room of tbe girls. For 
them, as the boys, a modem gymnasium building is a pressing need. 

In addition to the directed physical exercise all pupils are required to 
spend certain specified time each day out of doors except in such weather 
as is too severe to permit it with safety. The ample cement walks on the 
grounds, and the varied appliances of the play grounds, as swings, seesaws, 
slides, giant strides, and for the girls, an elevated summer play-house, give 
abundant opportunity for the enjoyment of this free exercise time, and also 
attract to them at other than the required out door time. 

SUMMER 3CIIOOU 

The attendance of the summer school baa already been referred to 
and It Is gratifying to note that during the last session a larger number 
than ever before have availed themselves of Its opportunities. An Interest- 
ing phase of Its development is the desire of some pupils, who graduated 
from the school many years ago, before the Inauguration of some of our 
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more modern, kin da of work, to return and profit by the opportunity to like 
up Buch work, 

Tbe work bas been, as heretofore, in the main iDdustrlal, but tlierc 
were the past summer four pupils lo piano tuning, one on the pipe organ 
and as, heretofore, aeveral In reading and writing In New York Point 

While nothing great or notable can be claimed for this work of tbe 
summer school, It is evident that it Is lllllng a useful place and 1 tbint 
It may aafely be said that It baa won its right to stay as a permanent 
element In the work (or the blind in the state. 

ADDITIONS AND IMPROVE3IENT8. 

Of the larger and more pressing requests for improvements made In 
my last biennial report none were granted by the legislature. Some very 
much needed lesser ones were, however, granted and the appropriallont 
made have been duly expended or are in process of being expended. 

Much needed room in tbe smaller boya' cottage bas been obtained by 
the completion of Jbe attic story and the basement. In the former are 
several music rooms for the occupants of tbe building and a very pleaatnt 
and home-like social room for parties, games, and readings. In the tiase- 
roent have been provided an ample indoor play-room and a small gym- 
nasium room of the same size and style of the one in the larger boys' 
cottage, which bas been fitted up with similar appliances. The basemeot 
also contains the new bath room for the smaller boys. 

A veranda on the east side of tbe cottage, such as was originally 
contemplated In the plan of the building has been constructed and addi 
much to tbe appearance as well as the utility of tbe building. 

The appropriation for the renovation of the superintendent's cottage, 
for the eonetructlon of a spiral tubular Are escape and for some otlier 
minor purposes were not available within the period of this report, but 
they will be completed as contemplated during the present autumn. 

The appropriations for current repairs have been expended in the vain 
effort to maintain the present buildings in a proper condition. The best 
has been done that could be and the more pressing conditions have been 

The appropriations (or musical Instruments and supplies and (or 
library purposes have been and are being expended In maintaining these 
Important departments In workable condition. The library has continued 
to serve the useful function of a state library for the blind through th« 
generous provision of the national government, by which books in embossed 
letters are sent and returned through the malls free of charge. 

NEEDS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As the request for changes and additions In connection with the main 
building failed to receive the approval of the last legislature and the con- 
ditions remain unchanged, 1 cannot do better than to quote brieOy from 
my last report with reference to the situation. 

"The recent buildings which have been constructed have been of a 
strictly fireproof character. The Main building, however, consisting of » 
center portion and two wings Is not fireproof, although the different parti 
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are of varying degrees of EaFet}'. I most earnestly recommend that a 
systematic scheme for the complete flreprooflnE of the Main building be 
adopted and entered upon. The most dangerous portion of building Is the 
north wing, which is a frame building veneered' with brick." 

"Tbe proposed plan contemplates the entire removal of the north wing 
which Ifi now thirty-nine years old, and Its replacement by a modern fire- ^ 
proof structure, somewhat larger. hut on aubstantlally the same site as 
the .old building. Detailed sketches of a plan for this building have been 
submitted to the architect of the State Board of Control and have received 
his hearty approval." 

"The next stage in the lireprooflng scheme deals with the south wing. 
This Is a substantially constructed brick building with brick partition walls 
and a Mansard roof. Fireproof floors and stairs should replace the presen.t 
combustible ones, and the Mansard roof sliould be replaced by a full 
third story ot brick walla and a hiproof. At the same time with this 
reconstruction should be made an addition of twenty feet to the length ot 
the building for additional school room and library space on the first floor, 
dormitory room on the second floor and gymnasium on the third floor. The 
center building should be completely flreprooted at an early date. With 
the lapse of two years since this report was made, these needs have become 
more imperative. The north wing must either be removed and replaced 
or a large sum be spent upon it to make it even habitable, and such 
expenditure would be sheer waste, as It cannot be made secure from fire." 

The need for more Industrial room In the basement ot the south wing 
to relieve the much congested condition of our loom and wood working 
rooms, and for more library room on the first floor of the same building 
has become more pressing and cannot be longer delayed without serious 
detriment. 

These two items, the new north wing and the reconstructed south wing 
were u,rged In my last report, with the hope that they might be Immediately 
taken up, while the leaa pressing, but still very Important matter, of the 
Center portion was not then urged, but was left to be presented to the 
following legislature. I therefore add It to the list as being as worthy ot 
present consideration ae if the other two bad been granted as hoped. 

For the replacement ot the north wing by a new building eighty by 
forty-eight feet the sum of f55,000 is requested. For the extension and 
flreprooDng ot the south wing (25,000 will he required. For the flreprooflng 
of the center building the sum of f35,000 will be needed. 

The old north wing is a substantially built frame building and it placed 
where It would not in case of flre endanger other buildings, cou'd be 
utilized for any purposes in which danger from fire would not be an ele- 

The examination of several recently constructed gymnasia has con- 
vinced me that it can be utilized tor that purpose by proper reconstruction 
in a way to be an economy to the state. Its size and shape admirably flt 
it for this purpose and as it must be removed to make room tor (he new 
building It would seem wise to plan tor Its utilization in th'.a way. At 
present only a sum should be asked for, adequate to meet the expense ot a 
new foundation, including a basement story, and the removal of the build-

Ing and the placing of it on the foundation. It 1b estimated that fS,(HK> vfll 
be required [or this purpose. 

Tta« bucatJon of the cottage for Bmaller boys om. the east side ot the 
grounds and In close proximity to the main drive to the school for the 
feeble-minded exposes them to the danger ot the road, which In these 
days of fast driven automobiles are considerable. 

The school for the feeble-minded has Just completed a metal fence on 
the south line separating; this school from them, and if a fence were 
lo be constructed on the east side of our echool grounds to meet that, the 
danger from the drive would be almost entirely removed, while the grounds 
would at the same time be very greatly improved In appearance. The style 
ot fence should conform to that already constructed on the brow ot the 
terrace on the north and northeast side of the grounds. The required 
distance Is about 666 feet and the cost Is estimated at $1,260. 

A request is made for $2,000 for replacement and repairs in connection 
with the plumbing and heating. The inadequacy of the current repair fund 
has compelled us to leave a number ot things undone which require speedy 
attention. The old box conduit for the steam pipes leading to the west 
cottages and feeding the supply to the east cottage is rotted out and in 
bad condition. It must be replaced either by log conduits or preferably 
by a subway tor a distance of ITS feet, and approaches at each end most 
he reconstructed. The bathing tacilities ot the west cottage will require 
some expenditure lo make them suitable and adequate, and many minor 
readjustments and replacements will be required. The amount aaked for 
connot safely be reduced. 

In the removal of the broom shop to its present site and Its exterior 
reconstruction the basement and first and second story storage rooms were 
left unflnlshed. The present condition Is very unsatisfactory and I esti- 
mate that the sum of $500 will be needed to . put in the required stone 
partitions and cement floors In the basement and to finish ott the roomi 

At the time of the completion ot the attic rooms ot the west cottage it 
was necessary to construct as many rooms as the conditions would permit 
in order to provide the needful musical practice rooms. Since the com- 
pletion ot the music rooms in the east cottage there is not the need tor 
as many music rooms In the west cottage, and it Is very desirable that two 
of the rooms and a portion of the hall be thrown together to form i 
social room similar to the one that has proved so satisfactory at the east 
cottage. The sum of (400 is asked for to make this provision. 

The deficiencies of the detached hospital were markedly brought oat 
in the Invasion ot scarlet fever and measles of last year in which patients 
with both diseases occupied the building for several months. Little hu 
been done for this building tor many years and it does not at all meet the 
demands of the present day for the service required of it. For Interior 
reconstruction and for hospital furnistalngs and equipment at least $1,200 
should be expended. 

The construction of the new gateway to the school tor the feeble-minded 
will make necessary a partial re-location ot the main drive to that Institution 
through our grounds. This reconstruction together with the modiOcation 
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and regrading of some of the approacbes from it to our bulldlnge will In-' 
TOlve an expense which may be estimated at f400. 

In my last report n request was made (or two horse wagonette In 
which to take pupils to and from trains or churcti and tor drives, but the 
request was not granted. Such provision would save some expenditure 
now Incurred by hire, and would In many ways serve a very useful pur- 
pose. I renew the request for It. 

I also recommend tor each of the years of the next biennial period 
tor following special appropriations. 

For the current repairs and improvements $2,600 for each year; tor 
the purchase of books for the library Including those to be sent throughout 
the state, and ter use in the school, and for the rebuilding of books f500 
for each year. 

For the purchase of musical Instruments and supplies, including such 
as are needed In piano tuning f500 for each year. 

For the summer school for the years 1913-14 and 1914-15, the sum of 
11,800 for each year. 

For the current expenses of the regular school for the fiscal years 
1913-14 and 1914-15, I recommend the appropriation of $35,000 tor each 
year.

REMARKS AND ACKNOWLEDGMENTS, 

During the current biennial period a transcript of the record of the 
blind of Minnesota as shown by the census of 1910, was obtained from the 
census bureau. Careful study was made of this record and repeated 
efforts made to get in touch with all blind persons who might be bene|lted 
by any phase of the work ot the school but thus far With small success. 
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The thanks oF the school are due the offlclals of the census bureau [or their 
courteous couelderation In the matter ot obtaining this trauBcrlpL 

The problem of the indigent and bomelesB blind women ot the state 
has otten attracted the attention oC your body, and it baa been made a 
matter of Formal resolution by you that some provialon should be made for 
them by the atate. to the end that they be Dot compelled to depend npon 
precarious and humiliating aid from local or perwjnal charity, or to elu 
nut a scanty and uncertain living by petty peddQng and canTaSBlii£, which 
falls little short of mendicancy. I most earnestly urge that this problem 
be brought to the attention ot the legislature and some immediate provUioD 
be made for the more pressing cases. 

Visits were made by the superintendent to the meetings ot the 
Association of Workers tor the Blind at Overbrook, Pa., in June, 1911, and 
of the Association ot Instructors of the Blind at Pittsburgh, Pa., in June, 
1912. The tormer ot these meetings was said to have been the largest 
gathering ot those Interested in the welfare ot the blind ever held in the 
world, and both meetings were of great value to those engaged in the work 
of the education of the blind. 

During the past two years this school has received from the American 
Printing House for the Blind ot Louisville, Ky., as Its apporUonment of 
the United States Subsidy Fund books in raised character ot the vatae 
of M20. 

The tbanlis of the school are due the publishers of the Matilda Zlegler 
magazine for their kindness in supplying Its pupils with their valuable 
publication during the vacation season and tor such a numt'jr ot It u 
have betn needed by the pupils during the regular session. 

Thanks are also hereby tendered the publisher ot the Faribault Reputt- 
llcan for the courteous donation ot that valued periodical during the bleuDlal 
period. 

I desire in closing this report to give expression to my appreciation of 
the conscientious devotion to the duties entrusted to them which has 
characterized the officers and teachers ot the school during the past two 
years and most emphatically to make record of the unfailing support re- 
ceived from your honorable body at all times.

The United States authoritiee deported twenty-lbree cases dutioK 19U, 
and twenty-two during 1913, making a total of torty-flve. 

The state bore no part of the expense of these deportations except the 
cost of maintenance pending deportation. 

Itiere was expciided during the ye&r 1911, (2,853.53. This makes the 
per capita expense of deportation during the year f41-67. 

During the year 1912, 12,966.68 ol the appropriation was used. This 
amount divided by the number o{ deportations made by the state gives 
a per capita cost oC }57.97. 

Tbe average cost of malntainlDg a patient as a state charge during his 
life is $1,000. Had the one hundred and sixty persons deported been re- 
tained in the state the expense would have been one hundred and slztr 
thousand dollars. This amount, less about fS,0OO, has been saved to the 
state. 

The inspector has made twelve hundred and twenty-sis inspection! 
during the period as follows, Jails 132, poorhouBes 69, hospitals 403 and 
lockups 622. 

There have 'been received flfty-two applications for permission to return 
to this state Insane persons claimed to have a legal settlement herein. Of 
these applications twenty have been allowed and nine refused. The remain- 
ing twenty-three are pending because proof of legal settlement has not 
been found. In all probability all of the fifty-two persons mentioned would 
have been relumed to this state were It not that proof of settlement 
iB required by this board prior to such return. 

During the period plans have been approved for new Jails in Le Snear, 
Cook and Meeker counties. 

Plans for Improvements In Soott and Polk counties have been approved. 

County Jails have been condemned as follows. Carlton, I^e Sueur and 
Scott counties. 

Plans tor a new poorhouse In Freeborn county are on file.

Report of Inspector 

OF COUNTY JAILS, LOCKUPS, POORHOUSES, ETC. 



Mr. D. A. Llndse}'. Deportation Agent. State Board oF Control. 

Dear Sir: Herewith is my report, covering the period from August 1, 
1910 to July 31, 1912, of the inspection of county Jails, homes, hospitals, 
lockups, poorhousea and workhouses^ 

In the aforementioned period I have inspected practically all of the In- 
irtitutions In the state that are within the lurisdlctloD of this office, and I 
have found that the majority of offtcers in charge are earnestly endeavoring 
to comply with the safety and aanitation law^ applying to their respective 
buildings. Frequent inspeotfon !b necessary in order to obtain strict and 
continuous compliance from some ofUcials of the smaller places. 

COUNTY JAILS. 

Two-thirds of the county jails Id the state conform to the standard 
required of such places of detention. Rebuilding will be necessary to raise 
the most of the balance of these Jails to such standard. The few remalnlog 
will be able to have the objections to them removed by being repaired and 

Improved as directed. 

HOMKS AN'D HOSPITALS., 

The larger of these places pass Inspection, but sanitation la not always 
properly ol^served in the smaller ones. Fire protection if provided where It 
is needed in all cases. 

The value of inspection and advice from our office regarding proper con' 
structlon la made apparent by the tact that during the last two years all 
homes and hospitals, having had such supervision previous to their time of 
building, are entirely satisfactory. I would therefore recommend that this 
submission of plans be made obligatory on the part of instltuliCha of tbis 
kind. 

LOCKUPS. 

Since the date of my last report, many lockups, fuifllling the demands 
of tlie law, have been built throughout the state. In some of the older and 
not condemned lockups there is a failure of proper performance of duties 
on the part of the officials and frequent Inspection becomes necessary to 
remedy matters. This laxity In office is the result of either negligence, 
laziness, enmity existing between the village officers or change In office 
holders since tlie last inspection.

POORHOUSBS. 



Many of the poorhouaea that I have criticised have been rebuilt, and a 
lew are ]n the course ol constructloa at the present time. Only a small 
percentage are defective. 

1 desire to repeat my s'tatement deploring the practice ot boarding 
inmates outside ot the home. The custom is detrimental to the walfare ot 
the dependents. 

WORKHOUSES. 

The two worthouBcH of the state — St, Paul and Minneapolis— are under 
the management of able and competent superintendents. The buildings are 
very satlBtactory^Mluneapolls having just completed one of the finest cell 
bloclcs In the country. 

1 am pleased to state that the general condition of all institutions Is 
much better than at the time of my last report.
